knowledge of Lands and Points,how they ly in diſtance and 
courſe one from the other , and how they are knowne at 
Sea , in knowledge of Depths and Showldes , and varieties 
of Grounds , the courſe and ſetting of Tydes, upon what 
Point of the. Compaſle the Moone maketh high Water in 
cach ſeverall place, and the like : which muſt be learned 
partly by the information of skiltull Pilotes , but eſpecially 
by mens owne proper practice and experience. 

The Great Navigation uſeth ( beſides the foreſaid com- 
mon practice ) divers other artifitiall Inſtruments & rules, 
which they muſt rake out of Aſtronomie and Coſmogra- 
phy. Iris therefore needfull that every Pilote that will uſe 


and practice the Great Navigation , be firſt and chiefcly 


well inſtructed in the principall points cf the forcſaid Arts : 
That is, That he know and underſtand the order and devi- 
ſion of the Spheare of the World, the motion of the Hea- 
vens, eſpecially of the eight, fourth, and firſt, together with 
the contriving or making a uſe of Inſtruments, without 
which knowledge it is impoſſible happely to performe great 
voyages (not before attempted) over the Ocean Sea : and 


in regard-ſuch knowledges may be attained to, by good in- 


ſtruction we have ſet forth the ſame in this Treatiſe, for the 
benefite of all ſuch young Seafaring-men as are deſirous to 


brevitie of the ſame could ſuffer to.be done.

>,” wit al thit therein is contained, which is devided into two 


parts, Elementall and Cceleſtiall. The Elementall part hath 
againe foure parts, The firſt is the Earth , which with the 
Water as the ſecond maketh a perfe& round Globe , where 
upon we dwell; The third the Ayre comprehending the 
Earth: and the fourth the Fire , which according to the 
opinion of the Philoſophers , containeth the ſpace which is 
betweene the Ayre the Heaven or Circle of the Moone. 
Out of theſe Elements ( which are the beginnings of all 
things,that are alwayes ſubject to change)together with the 
warmith of the Heavens : all things doe come forth , and 
decay\which we fee and finde upon the Earth, by continuall 
change and motion of the one into the other. 

The Ceceleſtiall part ( containing within the concavitie 
thereof , the Elementall) is tranſparent and perſpicuous, 
Shining , ſevercd , and tree from all mutabilitie , and is devi- 
ded into eight Spheares or round hollow Globes, which are 
called Heavens, whereof the greateſt doth alwaies containe 
the next unto it Globelike. The ſeven inferiour have each 
of them but one Starre or Planner only , whereof the firſt 
(the next to the Earth) is the Heaven of the Moone, the ſe- 
cond of Mercurie , the third of Venus , the fourth of the 
Sunne, the fifth of Mars, the fixth of Iupiter , the ſeventh of 
Saturne , and the cight , ofall the fixed Starres. The num- 
ber of theſe Heavens are knowne by their courſes round 
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learne the Art of Navigation , fo clearely and plainly as the o\'4 


ty houres upon the Poles about the Axeltree of the World, 
through the ninth Heaven, which is called Primum mobile, 
that is , the Firſt moveable , by which motion to our appea= 
rance is cauſed the day and night, and the daily rifing aud 


ſetting of the Cocleſtiall Lights.

Ha. the Earth with the Water together, is 4 round 
Globe, it appeareth ( beſides what experience hath 


taughtus herein)very evidently by the shadow of the Earth | 


in the Eclips of the Moone. For in what place ſoever of the 
Heavens the Moone is eclipſed,or touched by the shaddow 
of the Earth ; the shaddow doth show it ſelfe alwayes to be 
round. If the Earth were either toure ſquare , or three cor- 
ner'd , or of any other forme , the shaddow in the Moone 
Showld be alſo toure ſquare, three corner'd , or of another 
forme. For of ſuch forme as any body is, fuchis alſo the 
Shaddow thereof. Secing then the shaddow of the Earth is 
alwayes and on every ſide round , the Earth it ſelfe muſt be 
alſo neceſſarily in like manner round. 

That the Heaven is round, we can perceive with our 
eies , but it is indeed moſt evidently knowne by the Circu- 
lar motion of the Celeſtiall Lights, as of the Sunne, Moone, 
and Starres,

Hat the Earth ſtandeth'in- the | 


middeſt of the World , may ve- 

ry well be underſtood by this which 

1 followeth. If ſo be that the Globe of 
the Earth did not ſtand in the mid- 
deſt of the World, but neerer to the 
one fide of the Heaven, it showld 
happen that the Starres in their daily 
revolution , showld be neerer the 
Earth on the one fide then on the 
other, and therefore showld shewe to 
our hight greater on the one fide then 
on the other. And alſo, if that part of 
the Heaven neereſt the Earth were 
above us, then we showld ſee lefſe 


ſtaading upon the flatte of the Globe 
of the Earth , wee ſee the Starres (in 
what part ſo ever of the Heaven that 
they be) alwayes of one, greatneſle ; 
and by experience it is manifeſt , that 
we alwayes ſee juſt the one halfe of 
the Heaven, and the other halfe is

| hidden from our ſight, whence it is 
evident as is Shewed in this third Figure , that the Earth 
{tanderh in the middeſt of the World. Alſo thereby may be 
underſtood , that the Globe of the Earth in compariſon of 
the Heaven is no more then a point without thickneffe; For 
it the Earth had any thicknefſe in compariſon of the Hea- 
ven, we Showld by occaſion. thereof (ſtanding upon the 
Earth ) not be able to ſee the one halfe of the Heaven , as 
is shewed by this fourth Figure. |

Lthough the Globe of the Earth (as hath beene ſaid) 
in compariſon of the exceeding greatſpaciouſneſle of 
the Heavens, is no more then as a point or pricke, yet not- 
withſtanding being conſidered in it ſelfe , it is a great body, 
containing in the greateſt circuite of it, 7200 English lea- 

ues, which may be. thus knowne, Jf you devide the whole 
Circle of the Globe of the Earth into 360 parts or degrees, 
itis found as well by Navigation, as by meaſuring upon the 
Land , that every ſuch part or degree containeth twenty 
ſuch English Leagues. Three hundred and fixty ſuch parts 
or degrees, then being multiplied by twenty, produce 1200 
Leagues. |

] N the Spheare of the World there is imagined a Line 
going from one point on the one fide of the Spheare as a 
Diameter through the Center unto another point right 
over againſt it on the other fide: Such a Line is called the 
Axeltree, and the uttermoſt ends of it , or foreſaid points 
are called rhe Poles or Axeltree points of the World., the 
one in the North the North Pole, & the other in the South 
the South Pole. Vpon which Poles it is imagined that the

| N the middeſt of the Heavens equally diſtant from both 
the Poles, there is imagined a great Circle , deviding the 
whole Spheare into two equall parts , which is called the E- 
uino@iall , becauſe' that when the Sunne commetrh to or 
under that Circle (the which it doth the 22 of March, and 
the 23 of September ) the day and night 'are every where 
upon the Earth of a like length. The knowledge of this 
Circle is above all others neceffarie in the Art of Naviga- 
tion, for to obſerve thereby how farre we are diſtant (either 
northwards or ſouthwards) upon the Earth from the ſame, 
alſo thereby the times and houres of the day are reckoned, 
the Declination of the Sunne and the Starres, and many 
other profitable obſervations. 


MH declaration. 


In the former Figure are A and B the Poles of the World, 
CDEF..is the EquinoCtiall Line , in the middeſt of the 
Heaven equally diſtant from both the Poles A and B which 
devideth the whole Spheare A CB E into two equall parts, 
as CAE the Norther, and C BE the Souther part. 


Hence it appeareth , that the whole circumference of 
the Heaven is devided into 360 Degrees,that the Poles doe 
ſtand 180 Degrees one from the other : And betweene the 
Poles and the EquinoCtiall , there remanes every way , and 
on every ſide 9o Degrees. This Line is drawne in the Car- 
des with a red Line from Eaſt to Weſt through the begin- 
ning of the Degrees , as they are numbred either towards 
the North or towards the South.

F He Eclipticke Line lieth oblique over the Equino- 
Ctiall, deviding the fame upon two points, right againſt 
one another into two equall parts, and is alſo devided by 
the ſame into two equall parts, the one lieth betweene the 
EquinoQtiall and the North Pole ; the other betweene the 
EquinoCtiall and the South Pole. His greateſt declination 
on either fide of the EquinoCtiall towards both the Poles, 
is 23 Degrees 31, Minutes, & is devided into twelve equall 
parts, and each of them hath a particuler ſigne aſcribed to 
it. The Sunne goeth alongſt this Circle without ever de- 
clining out of it, and runneth through the ſame by hts na- 
turall courſe, once every yeere: And like as the Poles of 
the World doe ſtand every where alike farre from the Equi- 
noCtiall, ſo alſo hath this Eclipticke Line his two Poles eve 
ry where alike farre diſtant from the ſame.

From thence with the Signes deſcending from the North, 
Cancer, Leo, Virgo , unto the Equinoctiall Line in F the 
Equinoctium of the Harveſt. The Souther part likewile is 
devided into fixe fignes , which are called the Southerne, 

beginning at F with the Sjgnes deſcending towards the 

South, Libra, Scorpio, Sagittarius, unto G the point of the 

greateſt declination towards the South , from thence with 

the Signes aſcending towards the North , Capricornus, 

Aquarius , Piſces, againe to the EquinoQtiall Line , in the 

Equinoctium of the Spring D. The three firſt Northerne 

Signes, the Sunne runneth through from the 21 of March 

to the 21 of lune the other from the 21 of Tune to the 23 of 
September. The three firſt Southerne from the 23 of Sep- 

tember to the 23 of Deccmber , & the other from the 23 of 
December againe to the, 21 of March. The Poles of the 
Ecliptickeare M -and N ſtanding every where equally di- 
ſtant from the Eclipticke G H, and fo farre from the Poles 
ofthe World A and B as the Eclipticke is at the moſt di- 
ſtant trom the EquinoCtiall Line at HE and CG.

Poles of the World, deviding one another in the Poles

{tirialls,in the beginnings of Cancer and Capricornus,where 
the Eclipticke is moſt diſtant from the EquinoCtiall Line, 
through the Poles of the World A and B , and through the 
Poles of the Zodiacke M and N cutting through one ano- 
ther crofſe-wiſe with right Angles in the Poles A and B, and 
deviding the Zodiacke or Eclipticke into foure parts , as 
DH,HEF, FG, and G D, the firſt whereof the Sunne paſ- 
ſeth through in the Spring , the ſecond in the Summer, the 
third in the Harveſt, and the fourth in the Winter.

He Tropicks are two Circles, the one Northwards;

Theſe are equally diſtant from the Poles of the World A 
and B, as the Tropickes are from the Equinoctiall Line, to 
wit, 23 Degrecs 31; Minutes.

He Sunnes declination is his diſtance from the Equi- 
noCtiall Line , which is two manner of wayes , towards 
the North and South,

The declination of the Sunne is cauſed by his courſe a- 
longſt the Eclipticke Line thus : Let A be the North, and 
B the South Pole of the World, C PE the Equinoctiall,

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C fl G the Echipeicke Line. 'Fhe Sunne on the 2x of March. 
comming inthe beginningot Aries at D, commeth alſo in- 
ro the EquinoCtiall Line , by reaſon whereof hath no decli- 


nation , neither Northwards nor Southwards , but paſſing 


forth along{t the. Eclipzicke from D towards H , and com- 
ming unto K. ,in the beginning of Taurus , he $hall be decli- 
ned from the Equinodctiall Line towards the North from 
I ro K 11 Degrees 3o Minutes. Procceding till he come to 
H, is then at the fartheſt declined from..P to H 23 Degrees 
31: Minutes. From thence proſecuting his courſe from H 
to F ; he commeth againe to the Line into the beginning of 
Libra, without declination. Proceding from F towards G 
urto M the beginning of Sagittarie , he $hall be declined 
from the Line F E , towards the South from I. to M 20 De- 
erces 13 Minutes, Comming to G, heis from B to G at 
the fartheſt declined Southwards. From thence he takes 
his courſe unto D againe to the Equinoctiall Line, fully ac- 
complishing his courſe in one yeere. £5:

Toy to finde the Sunnes declination upon every day of the yeere. 


He Sunnes ycere (that is the time that the Sunne goeth 
out of a certaine point in the Eclipticke, and returneth 
againe into the ſame) is not of 365 dayes juſt, but about 5 
houres & 49 minutes more (thar is a little lefſe then 6 hou- 
res) wherefore after three yeeres there is alwayes added to 
the fourth foure times fixe houres, that is a day more in Fe- 
bruary, for to count the yeere or the revolution of the Sun- 
ne in even dayes,therefore that fourth yeere is called Leape 
yeere. If men will then deſcribe the Declination of the Sun- 
ne in Tables for every ſeverall day , it shall be needfull that 
there be foure ſeverall Tables made , of foure ſuch yeeres 
following one the other. The foreſaid difference,that foure 
revolutions of the Sunne , doe not juſtly agree with foure 
ſuch yeeres, bringeth in proceſle of time ſo great a diffe- 
rence in the declination, that it is needfull every twenty 
yceres torenew ſuch Tables. | 
For to finde the declination of the Sunne upon every day 
out of ſuch Tables, two things are neceſſarie tro beknowne : 
The firſt in what yeere we are in, whether in the Leape 
ycere, or in the firſt, ſecond or third following, The ſecond, 
what Table muſt be uſed to ſuch a knowne yeere. 
| For the firſt , devide the yeere of our Lord above 1600 
by 4, If the deviſion doe fall out even without any overplus, 
that yeere then isa Leape yeere of 366 dayes: But if out of. 
the deviſion there remaine any number , that remainder 


cheweth how many yeeres that yeere propounded is after 
the Leape ycere.

For to know the ſame without reckoning , behold this 
Table following , the firſt Columne are Leape yeeres , the 
2, 3, and 4 are the three yeeres after the Leape yceres.

I Example. 


I defire to know the declination of the Sunne, on the 20 
of May, in the ſecond yeere afterthe Leape yeere: I ſeeke 
in the Tables in the ſecond yeere , the moneth May , and 
there under in the firſt Columne of the Ciphers the 20 day, 
I finde right againſt itin the ſecond Columne 20-6, thar 
is 20 Degrees, 6 Minutes , the declination of the Sunne, and 
ſeeing that is betweene the 20 of March and the 23 of Sep- 


rember { that the Sunne is to the Northwards of the Line ) 
the declination is Northerly. 


2 E xample, 


Vpon the 12 of February of the Leape yeere , I deſire 
to know the declination of the Sunne , 1 ſecke therefore in 
the Table of the Leape yeere the moneth February, and 
finde in the firſt Columne the 12 day, and right agaioſt it x 3 
Degrees 43 Minutes for the declination of the Sunneupon 
that day , and ſeeing that is between the 2 3 of September 8 


20 of March, that the Sunne goeth to the Southwardsof 
the Line, the declination is Southerly. 


Here follow the Tables. of the declination of the Sunne , calcu- 
lated properly for the Longitude or Meridian of the Landsend of 
ExGLaND , becauſe that there they are moſt uſed about that Lon- 


gitude by English and ſuch Seafarimen , as well in the entring of 


the Channell of the Sea, as along# the Coaſts of. Fxaxce, Por 


TVGALL, and ST ALGNE, they may be able to ſerve without © 
any great prejudice or hurt for twenty yeere.

He Starres of the eight Heaven, are called fixed Star- 

res, becauſe that they (unlike to the Plannets without 
motion ) doe alwayes remaine faſt and fixed in one forme 
and diſtance one from the other,and are alike carried about 
together one with the other by the Primum mobile,and arc 
calculated according to Longitude and Latitude. There 
I 3p 15a part of the Eclipticke , contained betweene 
two halte Circles , paſling both out of the Poles of the Ecli- 
pticke , the one through the Equinoctium of the Spring, or 
beginning of Aries , the other through the Starres themſel- 
ves. Their Latitude is an arch of {uch a halte Circle be- 
tweene the Eclipticke Line and the Starres. This is two- 
told , Northerly and Southerly : Northerly which ſtandeth 
Northwards from the Eclipticke , and Southerly which 
{tandeth to the Southwards from it.

Of the Meridian. 


He Meridian is a great Circle paſſin 

through both the Poles of the Worlc 
through the Zenith, croſling on both ſides 
through. the EquinoCtiall , and right in the 
South and North through the Horizon.

The Meridian or Middayes Circle hath his 
name of Meridies , that is , Midday , becauſe 
that the Sunne comming in the ſouth to this 
Circle maketh Midday or High noone. All 
the Celeſtiall Lights aſcending and comming 
to this Circle, are at their higheſt elevated 
from the Horizon , which pafling through, 
they beginne againe to deſcend. 

If men doe Travaille, or faile right north- 
ward or ſouthward, they doe alwayes remaine 
under one and the ſame Meridian, but if they 
doe goe eaſtwards or weſtwards, they get 


continually alwayes an other Meridian. 


CHAP. XVIL 
Of the deviſion of the Earth according to Longitude 
and Latitude. 
T He places upon the Earth are devided 
. and reckoned according to Longitude 
and Latitude. 
The Longitude of any place whatſoever is 
a part of the EquinoCtiall Line (or any other 
paralell) contayned betweene two Meridians, 
whereof the one paſſed through the begin- 
ning of Longitude , (over the Cararzes Hands) 
and the other through the place it ſelte. 
The Latitude is the part of one Meridian 
betwixt the EquinoCtiall Line and the place,

Starres (whether they ſtandneere unto , or far diſtant from 
the Equinoctiall or Pole) ariſe right up trom the Horizon, 
and goe right downe under it. All the Starres that come up 
together , $or together one with another through the Me- 
ridian , and allo rogether under. And in ſo much all the 
Circles , which the Sunne , Moone or Starres doe deſcribe 
by their daily courſe about, are of the Horizon devided 
into equall parts. The foreſaid Lights are alſo juſt twelve 
houres above and twelve houres under the Horizon : the 
day and night are alwayes in that place of one length with- 
out change. 

This happens unto thoſe that inhabite right under the 
Equinoctiall Line without any Latitude, asin S. Thome, 
ſome of the Molukas , and ſuch like Lands, where neither 
of both the Poles are elevated above the Horizon.

and therefore the higher the Sunne is, you $hall finde (con+ 
trarie to the former) the lefſer number. | 
The Croſle-ſtaffe is alſo marked with two kindes of nums 
bers, the one hath towards the eie-end 9o, and is numbred 
toward the utmoſt end by deminishing , as from 9o to 80, 
70,60, &c. The other beginneth by the eie-end and en+ 
creaſeth contrariwiſe towards the utmoſt end ; as from one 
tO 10, 20, 30, &c, When you doe obſerve the Sunne or any 
Starre with the Crofle-ſtaffe , & doe uſe the firſt numbers; 
you $hall figde how high they ſtand above the Horizon, 
the higher that the Sunne or Starre ſtand; the neere the 
Croffe commeth to the eie , and thereby get the greater 
number, If you uſe the other numbers ; you $hall nor finds 
how high anyCoeleſtiall Light ſtahdeth(which you obſerve) 
above the Horizon, but how farre that it ſtandeth from the 
Zenith , the lower the Lights are ; the farther the Croſſe 
commeth from the eie, and the greater is the number. 
Although in taking the height of the Sunne with the 
Croſſe-ftaffe men doe uſe Red or Blew Glaſſes for ſaving 
& preſerving of the eies, yet is it notwithſtanding a greatlet 
and verie troubleſome for the fight , eſpecially if it be high, 
Men $hall then more eafily and conveniently obſerve the 
height of the Sunne by his shaddow ; with ſuch a backe 
Staffe or double Triangle,as this figure here sheweth,where 
ofthe one ABC 60, and the other ADE containeth 39 
Degrees: Setting the Fane G ata certaine number of De- 
grees, as the Altitude of the Sunne requireth ; and looking 
through the Fane F to the under edge of A the Horizon, 
removing F fo long up and downe till that the shaddow of 
G fall upon the Fane A betweene the two Lines ; the num+ 
ber of the Degrees then betweene GC and D F being 
added together , doe shew the Altitude of the Sunne abo+

How the Altitude or heigth of the Pole may be found by the Sunne. 


Or-to fiade the elevation of 'the Pole or EquinoCtiall 
by the Sunne,you muſt firſt and before all things knowe 
whether you be-to the northwardes or ſouthwards of the 
Sunne. Secondly , whether he be declined northward or 
ſouthward from the Line. The firſt whether the Sunne be 
ro the ſouthward or northward of the Zenith may eaſily be 
perceived by the shaddowe, if you be any thing farre of 
from the Sunne, but not ſo eaſily , when it doth ſtand neare 
over your head. If you then ſet a Compaſle before you,and 
do hold an Aftrolabie over it or belide it, the one fide right 
towards the North , and the other toward the South , and 
ler the Sunne (being at the higheſt) shine through the holes 
of the eares , the Alhidada or Pointer shall shewe whether 
the Sunne be to the ſouthwardes or the northwardes of the 
Zenith , and withall his Altitude above the Horizon, and 
diſtance from the Zenith. The ſecond of the Sunnes decli- 
nation is found by the eleventh chapter. 

x If ſo be the obſervation be made to the northwards of 
the Sunne-, that is, that the Sunne be to the ſouthwards of 
the Zenith, andif the Sunne have northerly declination 
{ubſtra the declination from the obſerved Altitude , the 
remainder is the Altitude of the EquinoCtiall in the ſouth, 
that ſubſtracted from 90 remaineth the elevation or height 
of the Pole , juſt with the latitude of the place of the earth 
where you are. 

2 Or if you adde the Declination to the diſtance of the 
Suune from the Zenith , you finde at the firſt the Comple- 
ment of the Altitude of the EquinoCtiall in the South , that 
is, the diſtance betweene the Equinoctiall and the Zenith, 
juſt to the Altitude of the Pole, or Latitude of the place 
Where youare. 

3 Ifirt be South declination you muſt adde it to the ob- 
ferved Altitude : If that number be lefle then 9o,it sheweth 
the Altitude of the EquinoCtiall from the Horizon in the 
South.

Heſe Tables of the Sunnes declination, are calculated 

for the Meridian, or Longitude of the Earth of the 
Weſtend,or the Lands-end of England. They that are more 
eaſterly from thence have the declination lefle , ſo that 
when the Sunne declineth from the Line , and increaſeth in 
declination , either northward or ſouthward, as well be- 
tweene the 20 of March and the 22 of Iune, as betweene 
the 23 of September and the 22 of December: and more 
when the Sunne turneth againe towards the Line , whether 
it bealſo by north or by ſouth the Line, as well betweene 
the 22 of December and the 20 of March , as betweene the 
22 of Iune and the three and twintieth of September. 

On the contrarie , they that are more weſterly from 
thence have the increaling declination more, (that is, when 
as the Sutine declineth of from the Line , either by north, 
or by ſotth the Line) 8& the decreaſing declination leſſe, 
(that is when the Sunne declineth againe towards the Line, 
whether it be alſo by north or by ſouth the Line.) That 
happeneth becauſe of the time thus : They that are more 
eaſterly , have the Sunne ſooner in the ſouth, or to their 
Meridian, & therefore the increaſing declination lefle , and 
the decreaſing declination more, to the contrarie , they 
that are more weſterly. get the Sunne later in their ſouth, 
and therefore they have the increafing declination more, 
& the decreaſing declination lefle. 


T Example, 
Of thoſe that are more eaſterly with increaſing declination. 

() N the 25 of March,in the ſecond yeare after the leape 

yeare , I defire to knowe the declination of the Sunne 
at noone, at Bantam in the Eaſt-Indies. Firſt I looke upon a 
Globe, or in any other table, how much Bantam lyeth 
more eaſterly then the Lands end of England , and finde 
about 120 degrees, (we doe nor eſteeme here one degree 
or two, becauſe that ſuch difference doth amount to little 
in this practiſe) Seing then , that the Sunne , for his courſe 
about the haven or the whole Earth , which is 360 degrees, 
hath need of 24 houres, I would know how much time 
he needeth torunne about x20degrees, and fay thus 360 
degrees require 24 houres : what time will 120 have? facit 8 
houres. WherebylI finde, that the Sunne commeth 8 hou- 


res ſooner to the ſouth at Bantam then at the Lands end of 
England , thar is : that the Sunne ſtandeth ſouth at Bantam 


tes, I ſay therefore: In 24 houres time the declination en- 
creaſeth 24 minutes, how much then in 8 houres facit 8 
minures. Thence it appeareth , that whiles the Sunne run- 
neth from the Meridian over Bantam unto the Meridian of 
the Lands-end of England , and the declination 8 minutes 
encreaſeth , that the declination at Bantam is 8 minutes 
leſſe, then theſe tables doe shewe. The Sunnes declination 
then at Bantam on that day is no more then one degree and 
49 minutes by north the Line.

PVith decreaſing declination. 


N the 16 of September of the ſame yeare I deſire to 

knowe the declination of the Sunne , (at noone) at 
Bantam , which I finde to be for that day in theſe tables for 
the Longitude of the Lands-end of England 2 degrees 45 
minutes , and (out of the declination of the day -followin 
2 degrees 16 minutes) that at that time of the yeare it doth 
decreaſe everie day about 24 minutes. Secing then the Sun- 
ne (as hath beene ſaid in the firſt example) commeth eight 
houres {ſooner to the ſouth at Bantam, then at the Lands- 
end of England, I fay : In 24 houres the declination de- 
creaſeth 24 minutes. How much in eight houres? facit 8 
minutes; thence it appeareth that while the Sunne runneth 
from the Meridian of Bantam , 'unto the Meridian of the 
Lands-end of England the declination decreaſeth 8 minu- 
tes, and therefore at Bantam ir is.8 minutes more , then 
theſe tables doe shewe. The declination of the Sunne on 
that day at Bantam is then 2 degrees 48 minutes.

Hence it followeth that one and the ſame Pilote (ſayling 
eaſtwards to the Indies) comming at two ſuch ſeverall times 
before the ſtrait of Sunda, and obſerving the Altitude of 
of the Pole of one ſame point of land by the Sunne , uſeth 
theſe tables of declination with out ſuch regard : he should, 
although obſerving well, thereby , (the one time raking 8 
minutes too much declination , & the other 8 minutes too 
little) differ 16 minutes in the finding of his Altitude, where« 
fore in farre voyages men muſt be careful of ſuch things,

Of thoſe that are more weſterly with intreaſing declination. 


Shippe comming on the 9 of October in the third 
yeare after the Leape yeare , into the great South Sea, ' 
thwart of the coaſt of Peru, the Pilot defireth to know the 
declination there at noone, he findeth by a Globe, or fome 
other table, that that Coaſt lieth at leaſt 80 degrees more 
weſterly then the Lands-end of England. The Sunne then 
muſt runne from the ſouth over the Lands-end of England, 
unto the ſouth of the foreſaid coaſt of Peru, at leaft 80 de- 
grees , whereto he muſt have about 5 houres & a halfe , ſo 
that when the Sunne ſtandeth there in the ſouth , it is at the 
Lands-end of England five houres and a halfe after noone. 
He findeth in thele tables the declination of that daje 6 de- 
grees 13 minutes by ſouth the Line, and (out of that of the 
day following 6 degrees 36 minutes) that at that time in 24 
houres the declination increaſeth 23 minutes , therefore he 
Shall ſay : in 24 houres the declination increaſerh 23 minu- 
tes. How muchin five houres. and an halfe? facit atleaſt 
five minutes , and from thence he $hall finde, that while the 
Sunne runneth from the Meridian of the Lands-end of En- 
gland unto that of the coaſt of Peru, the declination en- 
creaſeth at leaſt 5 minutes , & therefore the declination on 
that 


"that day is 5 minutes more there,then the tables doe shewe. 
The declination then on that day , on the coaſt of Peru is 6 
_ degrees 18 minutes. 


4 Example. 
VVith decreaſing declination. 


| Suppoſe ſuch a thing happened on the foreſaid coaft of 
[ Peru , upon the tenth day of September the ſame yeare : 
theſe Tables shewe the declination of that day degrees, 
4 minutes, and the day following 4 degrees, 41 minutes, ſo 
that at that time of the yeare , in 24 houres time , the decli- 
nation decreaſeth 23 minutes. The Pilot $shall then reckone 
thus : in 24 houres the declination decreaſeth 23 minutes, 
how much in 54 houres? Facit at leaſt 5 minutes : and from 
thence he hall fiade, that his declination there is 5 minutes 
lefſe then theſe Tables doe shewe. The Sunnes declinayon 
then upon that day, is on the Coaſt of Peru 4 degrees , 59 
minutes. 

Hence it may be underſtood , as before hath been ſaid 
in the Examples of thoſe that are more eaſterly , that a Pi- 
lote being on the coaſt of Peru, at two ſuch ſeverall times, 
and would obſerve the Sunne in one ſelf ſame place, (and 
uſe theſe Tables of declination without the foreſaid conſi- 
deration ) although obſerving well and exactly , should 
thereby finde 10 minutes difference in the Altitude, 


5 Example. 


Two shippes __ together, depart out of this land , the 
one ſayleth eaſtwards, and commeth by his rekoning, upon 
the 28 of September , in the firſt yeare after Leape yeare, 
on the other ſide of the Globe of the Earth , I ſuppoſe 180 
degrees in Longitude diſtant from the Lands-end of En- 
gland , findeth in theſe Tables the declination on that day, 
2 degrees , 8 minutes. The other shippe ſayleth weſtward, 
and meeteth the firſt shippe at the foreſaid place , by his 
reckoning not on the 28 , but on the 27 of September , and 
findeth the declination in the Tables for that day , one de- 
grees , 44 minutes , ſo that they differ in the time one day, 
and conſequently in the declination 24 minutes, the which 
procedeth from this cauſe. The firſt having ſayled againſt 
the riſing of the Sunne 180 degrees hath $horttened his 
time 12 houres, the other having ſayled with the Sunne 180 
degrees, hath, lengthened his time 12 houres, and thereby 
hath had one night lefſe then the firſt : Seing then that the

more eleyated. The nearer alſo that men com tothe . 
Pole, the greater are thoſe vapours, and thereby the 
Elevation of the Cceleſtiall Lights above their places, is 
the greater. The famous Aſtronomer Ticho Brahe hath 
by his exact ſearching in his Climate , in the Latitude of 
55 degrees 56-minutes found them , as theſe Tables fol- 
lowing doe shewe.

In farreor long voyages over the great ſea ; where the 
needle doth varie ſometimes towards the weſt ; and then 
ſometimes towards the eaſt a point or two or more , it 18 
verie needfull to looke verie warily unto it , as wel rowards 
what fide, as how much it pointeth from the north , for to 
be aſſured what courſe you make good in ſayling. 05 

For to find the miſpointing or variation of the needle; 
you mult ſcek firſt the right north (for to compare rhe va- 
riation ofthe needle by it) after divers manners. You muſt 
ſet with a Compaſſe, (which hath the needle and floure de 
Luce one right over the other) the Snnne in the morning 
when heriſeth, & in the evening when he ſetteth : It ſo be

you adde the leaſt ſetting by the Compas to the ſouth- 
wardes of the weſt 16, to the moſt ſerting by the Compas 
tothe northwards of the eaſt 40, and divide that number 
into two parts) there commeth 28, equall to the north- 
caſting of the needle. 

Our of theſe former examples, are plainly enough to be 
underſtood all other accidents, which may happen unto 


any man in ſetting or the riſing and going down of the Sun. 


If it happen that you cannot ſee the Sunne at the riling 
& ſetting by reaſon ofthe thicknes of the aire, you may ſet 
ir before & after noone upon one height, and doe as before 


is ſaid.

Foure or five houres before noone (the nearer the riling 
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the better) I obſerve with. » 
a Croſle ſtaffe'or- Aﬀtrola- * 
bie the height of the Sun 

above the Horizon 10 de- 

grees, & withall ſette the 

Sunne with. a dyall over 

the Compaſle , or with a 

hangiog ſtring , & find the 

Shaddowe of the ſtring at 

G, 40 degrees from the 

north towards the welt, ſo 

that I CG fignifieth the 

Shaddow ; that I note for memorie , and tarrie untill after 

noone,that the Sunne is againe declined to the ſame height 

as before of 10 degrees, & 1 ſee where the shaddow of that 

hanging ſtring then pointeth, the which I ſuppoſe it be at F 
60 degrees from A thenorth, ſo that H C F doth fignifie 
the shaddow. The arch G A F 100 degr. being devided 
into two equall partsat B, ſothat GB and BF each of 
them conteine 5o degrees, the point B is the true north- 
point, the needle varieth then from the north , from B to A 
towards the weſt xo degrees, & even ſo with all other ſuch 
accidents. 

In ſuch manner you may obſerve inthe forenoone two, 
three, four or more times , as for example , the firſt time, 
when the Sunne is 5 degrees high. The ſecond 8 or 10, the 
third 12 or 15 , or more; and afternoone againe at the like 
heights : ſo you $hall finde how the one agreeth with the 
other, 8 if you alwaies finde one ſame northpoint, you may 
be the more aſſured that you have wel obſerved. "This is 
hereby to be conſidered , that the farther from the noone, 
and the ncarer the riſing & ſetting ot the Sunne you make 
ſuch obſervations, the more certaine they are, & the more 
you may truſt unto them, becauſe that the Sunne comming 
neare to the Meridian , doth alter but little in height , and 
yet differeth much by the Compaſle.

Of the Tydes. 


| T is known by common experience , that the floud and 
ebbe are governed by the Moone, and alſo that with 
every new & full Moone the flouds do flow higher then or- 
dinarie, which are called ſpringrydes, and at the quarters of 
the Moone neapetydes , ſo that we do know with ſufficient 
certainty before hand, by former experience (although the 
true cauſes thereof yer are unkown unto men) the houre of 
tydes to come, and upon what point the Moone maketh 
high water at each ſeverall place , to the great help and be- 
nefit of Navigation. 

We have added hereunto the Tables of the tydes, accor- 
ding to the common uſe, to wit, by each point of the Com- 
paſle, all the knowne places , where the Moone being upon 
ſuch a point maketh high water. Or upon what point the 
Moone muſt be, when as at theſe places ſet together, it ma- 
keth high water or full ſea. 

For to know upon ' 
what point theMoon 
is , is done two man- 
ner of waies by ſet- 
ting it by the Com- 
pas , or by reckning, 
according tothe age 
of the Moone, 8: the 
hour of the day. The 
{erting according to 
any point , may not 
be done,with a com- 
mon flat driving Compaſle, by reaſon that it doth onely de- 
vide the Horizon into equall points, & sheweth in what ver- 
ticalcircle or Azimuth the Sunne or Moone ſtand, but with 
a Compas, which (being elevated according to the ſuperti- 
ties of theEquinoCtiall)devideth theEquinoctiall ſo likewiſc 
into equall parts, as the common flat driving Compas doth 
divide 
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Uivide the. Horizon, Such an EquinoCtiall Compas is of 
fashion , as here before is pourtrayed : whereof the wheele 


| ABC s$heweth the ſuperficies of the EquinoCtiall , the 


wyre ED the axeltree of the World. The foreſaid wheele 
muſt be marked on both fhdes,as well under as above,within 
with a Compas , on the out fides with twiſe 12 hours , and 
right againſt the eaſt and weſt at L & M muſt ſo hang upon 
two pinnes as upon an axeltree, that it may be turned up 8& 
down , & the wyreart the under end at D on the quadrant 
FD G may beſet upon all heights of the Pole. If then 
you ſet ſuch a Compatle with rhe under bottom levell, the 
Line HK right north & ſouth, to wit H to the north, & K 
to the ſouth, and the under end of the wyre right againſt 
ſuch a degree on the Quadrante F G, as the height of the 
Pole , that you find your ſelfe in : then hall the wheele 
ABC ſtand equal with the ſuperficies of the true Equino- 
Ctiall, and the wyre E D with the axeltree of the World. 
The ſetting by ſuch a one , ora common Compas giveth 
great difference, the nearer the EquinoCtiall the greater, as 
may be underſtood by the examples following. 


1 Example. 


In the height of 5o degrees or there abouts, the Sunne 
being in the beginning of Cancer at his greateſt declination 
to the north , by a common Compas commeth not before 
halfe an hour after ſeven of the clock to the eaſt, & at halfe 
an houre after foure to the welt : that is, he goeth from the 
eaſt through the ſouth to the welt in nine houres , but from 
the weſt through the north, uatill againe in the caſt in x5 
houres. 


2 Example. 


In the height of 30 degrees, he commeth a little before 
halfe an houre paſt 9 of the clock to the eaſt, & a little after 
halfe an houre paſt two of the clock in the weſt, & ſo goeth 
in leſſe then five houres anda halfe from the eaft through 
the ſouth to the weſt , but from the weſt through the north 
until againe in the eaſt he goeth more then 18 houres. 


3 Example. 


The Dragonshead being in the beginning of Aries , and 
the Moone in the beginning of Cancer , she maketh then 


five degrees more declination then the Sunne , and pafleth. 


through there in the foreſaid height of 3o degrees more 
then one houre ſooner from the eaſt to the weſt , then the 
Snnne , to wit , in about foure houres, and againe from the 
weſt to the eaſt in about 20 houres. 

Being under the Line, and the Sunne having no declina- 
tion he ariſeth in the morning right in theeaſt , and riſing 
continueth eaſt until that he gaeth over our heads through 
the Zenith into the weſt , and continueth ſtill going downe 
weſt , untill he commeth againe to the Horizon , & fo is ac- 
cording to a flat driving Compaſſe, the one halfe. day eaſt 
& the other weſt , without comming upon any other point. 
It is not ſo with this kinde of EquinoCtiall Compaſſe. The 
Sunne and Moone both goe alwaies alike time over everie 
one point of the Compaſle , to wit , from the caſt to the 
ſouth ſixe houres, and from the ſouth to the weſt ſixe hou- 


res, from the weſt through the north againe to the eaſt in 
twiſe ſixe houres, 


Example. 


Being under the Line & the Sun in the EquinoCtiall I ſet 
the end of the wyre E right north , the other end D to the 
ſouth, to the upper edge of the Quadrant at G upon O, the 
wyre ED $hal then lie level, even with the water, like the 
axeltree of the World , and the wheele $hall be right per- 
pendiculare over end, like as the true Equinoctiall there. 
The Sun comming up above the Horizon , the shaddowof 
the wyre upon the wheele shal point upon the eaſt, & upon 
the fixth houre , further aſcending he riſeth over the edge 
of the wheele, & dividethit with the shaddow , in the like 
tyme into equall parts: being 45 degr. high above the Ho- 
r1zon , the shaddow of the wyre shall point upon the ſouth- 
eaſt and 9 houre, being aſcended up into the Zenith, the 
Shaddow $hall ſtand right perpendicular downwards upon 
the ſouth 8& the 12 houre , being againe deſcended 45 de- 
grees, (that is halte waies to the weſt) the shaddow $hall 
{tand upon the ſouthweſt, and the 3 houre after noone , bur 
comming to the Horizon, the shaddow hall ſtand upon 
the weſt and the 6 houre. Like as this hath bene ſaid of the 
Sunne , the ſame is alſo to be underſtood , ( for ſo much as 
concerneth the points) in like manner of the Moone. 

For toreckone it according to the time or age of the 
Moone , to that end are placed in the Tables following un- 
der each point , two collumnes of numbers , the firſt are the 
dayes of the age of the Moone , or the dayes paſt after the 
change or full Moone , the ſecond are the hours and mi- 
nurtes of the ſame day, in which the Moon commeth to that 
point, & at the places the annexed maketh high water. 


E xample. 


Eight dayes after that the. Moone is new or full , I defire 
to know when it commeth to be ſouth , or when it maketh 
high water at Emden, Enchuyſen, & the like places, (where 
a nortt- 1nd ſouth Moone maketh full ſea) I ſeeke under the 
point ©: ©-tH & fouth in ghe firſt columne the 8 day , and 
fine” :gain'* tzefecond columne 6 houres, 24 minutes. 
Vpon th -* ':-- rtien shall the Moone at 6 of the clock and 
24 minvy 2, :4::'- robe north and ſouth , and at ſuch places 
make higii 7-4ter, 

The tyde commeth later every day 48 minutes , that is 
foure fift p2!* of an houre : If a man know then at what 
houre the new or full Moone maketh full ſea at any place, 
let him from that day forth reckone everie daie four fift 
parts of an houre later , and ſo he hall finde the right time 
of high water. 


Example. 


When the Moone is new or full it is at Amſterdam , Rot- 
terdam, (and at everie place where a ſouthweſt and north= 
eaſt Moone maketh full ſea) high water at three of the 
clock,one day after the new or full Moone at 3 of the clock 
and 58 minutes. Two dayes after it at 4 of the clock and 
36 minutes, and foure dayes after the new or full Moone at 
6 of the clock and 12 minutes, 
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For to finde the aze of the Moone. 


Or to finde the age of the Moone without an Alma- 

nacke the Epact of the yeare muſt be knowne , which is 
found out of the Golden number , and the Golden number 
thus. See how many yeares are paſt fince the yeare of our 
Lord 1 500, devide them by 19, that which is the remainder 
isthe Golden number of that yeare , if there remaine no- 
thing, then the Golden number is 19, 


E xample. 


I defire to knowe the Golden number of the yeare 1648, 
ſetting the x500 yeares a fide, I devide the x58 by 9 , I finde 
7 times , and that there remaineth x5, the Golden number 
of the yeare 1648 then is 15, 

The Golden number increaſeth everic yeare with the 
beginning of the yeare, with one, asin the yeare 1645 it 
Shall be 12 in the yeare 1646, 13, and ſo forth unto 19, and 
then again x, 2, 3, &c. 

The Epact changeth everie yeare upon the firſt day of 
March , increaſing by 11, and that to 3o,If it be more 
then 3o , you muſt leave the 3o , & that which remaineth is 
the Epa&t. The EpaCt is found out by the Golden number 
thus. Count the Golden number upon the three joynts of 
your thumb, beginning with x at the loweſt joynt , unto 
the Golden number of your propounded year , if that the 
counting end at the loweſt joynt, the Epact and the Golden 
number are alike, if it end at the fecond joynt , adde 10, it 
at the third , adde 20 to the ſame Golden number : that 
number then is the Epact of that yeare. 


Example. 


I defire to know the Epact for the yeare 1644 , the Gol. 
den number is 11 , counting upon the three joyntes of the 
thumb , beginning with x at the loweſt joynt, the counting 
endeth with x1 at the middlemoſt joynt , adding therefore 
10to 11, the Golden number, I have 21 for the Epact of 
that yeare, 

According to the Old ſtile, the Golden number is all 
one,as according to the New ſtile, but the Epact is 10 more, 
therefore, if you adde 10 to the EpaCt of the New ſtile, you 
havethe Epact for the Old ſtile, as for the year 1644, 10 to 
11 (the EpaCt of the New ſtile) maketh 21. 

For to finde the Epact without reckoning , when as the 
Golden number is knowne , as wel forthe Old, as for the 
New ſtile , behold this table following , where they are ſet 
one again{t the other.

as itis lefſe then 30 , ſo maine daies there are yet to the new 
Moone. 


Example. 


In the yeare 1650 Idefire to know when it shall be new 
Moone , in the moneth of Auguſt : the EpaG of that yeare 
is 27 , adding thereto 6 for the number of the months paſt 
of from March (the moneth Auguſt being counted therein) 
maketh 33 , 30 taken away, remaineth 3 , there wanteth 27 
30, the Moone then $hall bee the 27 day after (that is the 27 
of Auguſt) new. 

The Epact , the number of the moneth from March off, 
& the day of the moneth being added together , that num- 
ber'(or what it bringeth out more then 30) sheweth the age 
of the Moone. 


Example. 


For to knowe the age of the Moone upon the 12 of Au- 
guſt 1646, I adde the EpaCt 13 to6, the moneths paſt from 
March, and 12 for the twelfth day , make together 31 , the 
30 taken away,there remaineth 17 for the age of the Moone 
upon that day. All this is to be underſtood according to the 
New ltile. 

For the eahier finding out of the time of the New Moone, 
withourt any reckoning , we have added hereunto an Alma- 
nack for 9 yeares, following one after the other , calculated 
for the Meridian of Amſterdam, shewing the day and houre 
of everie new & full Moone , together with each quarter of 
the ſame : Theuſe where of is after this manner. Vnder 
the Moones againſt each moneth ſtand two columnes of cy- 
ters, the firſt sheweth the day of the moneth, rhe ſecond 
the houre and minute of the new or full Moone, to reckon 
from the midday of that day , to the midday of the day 
following , according to the cuſtome , or uſe of the Aftro- 
nomers. 

1 Example, 


In the yeare 1646, I would know upon what day 8& hours 
the new Moone $hall be, in the moneth Iuly, I ſeeke there 
fore in that yeare the moneth Iuly, & finde new Moone the 
3 day 16 houtes and 32 minutes: counting forth from that 
midday 16 houres 32 minutes , that commeth to the next 
day ; the 4 in the morning at 4 of the clock and zz minutes 
after midnight. 

For to knowe what day of the weeke that is , the Dotni= 
nicall letter of that yeare muſt firſt be knowne , and with 
what letter each monecth beginneth. The Dominicall let- 
ters are to be found under every yeares Almanack , the 
Leape yeares have two, the firſt whereof is uſed untill the 
25 of Februarie , and the other foorth on unto the end of 
the yeare, and everie moneth beginneth with ſuch aletterz 
as this Table following sheweth.

nacke the Epact of the yeare muſt be knowne , which is 
found out of the Golden number , and the Golden number 
thus. See how many yeares are paſt fince the yeare of our 
Lord 1 500, devide them by 19, that which is the remainder 
isthe Golden number of that yeare , if there remaine no- 
thing, then the Golden number is 19. 


E xample. 


I defire to knowe the Golden number of the yeare 1648, 
ſetting the x 500 yeares a fide, Idevide the 158 by 9 , I finde 
"7 times , and that there remaineth x5 , the Golden number 
of the yeare 1648 then is 1 5, 

The Golden number increaſeth everie yeare with the 
beginning of the yeare, with one, asin the yeare 164 it 
Shall be 12 in the yeare 1646, 13, and ſo forth unto 19, and 
then again I, 2, 3, &c. 

The Epact changeth everie yeare upon the firſt day of 
March , increaſing by 11, and that to 3o,If it be more 
then 30, you muſt leave the 3o , & that which remaineth is 
the Epact. The EpaCtis found out by the Golden number 
thus. Count the Golden number upon the three joynts of 
your thumb, beginning with x at the loweſt joynt , unto 
the Golden number of your propounded year , if that the 
counting end at the loweſt joynt, the Epact and the Golden 

number are alike, if it end at the ſecond joynt , adde 10, it 
at the third , adde 20 to the ſame Golden number : that 
number then is the Epact of that yeare. 


Example. 


I defire to know the Epact for the yeare 1644, the Gol. 
den number is 11 , counting upon the three joyntes of the 
thumb , beginning with x at the loweſt joynt, the counting 
endeth with 11 atthe middlemoſt joynt , adding therefore 
10t011, the Golden number, I have 21 for the Epact of 
that yeare, 

According to the Old ſtile, the Golden number is all 
one,as according to the New ſtile,but the Epact is 10 more, 
therefore, it you adde 10 to the EpaCt of the New ſtile, you 
have the Epa@ for the Old ſtile, as for the year 1644, 10 to 
11 (the EpaCt of the New ſtile) maketh 21. 

For to finde the Epact without reckoning , when as the 
Golden number is knowne , as wel for the Old, as for the 
New ſtile , behold this table following , where they are ſet 
one againſt the other.

In the yeare 1650 Ideſfire to kaow when it$hall be new 
Moone , in the moneth of Auguſt : the EpaGt of that yeare 
is 27 , adding thereto 6 for the number of the months paſt 
of from March (the moneth Auguſt being counted therein) 
maketh 33 , 3o taken away, remaineth 3 , there wanteth 27 
30, the Moone then $hall bee the 27 day after (that is the 27 
of Auguſt) new. 

The Epact , the number of the moneth from March off, 
& the day of the moneth being added together , that num- 
ber{(or what it bringeth out more then 30) sheweth the age 
of the Moone. 


Example. 


For to knowe the age of the Moone upon the 12 of Au- 
guſt 1646, I adde the Epact 13 to6, the moneths paſt from 
March, and 12 for the twelfth day , make together 31 , the 
30 taken away,there remaineth 17 for the age of the Moone 
upon that day. All this is to be underſtood according to the 
New ſtile. 

For the caſter finding out of the time of the New Moone, 
without any reckoning , we have added hereunto an Alma- 
nack for 9 yeares, following one after the other , calculated 
for the Meridian of Amſterdam, shewing the day and houre 
of everie new & full Moone , together with each quarter of 
the ſame : The uſe where of is after this manner. Vnder 
the Moones againſt each moneth ſtand two columnes of cy- 
fers, the firſt sheweth the day of the moneth, the ſecond 
the houre and minute of the new or full Moone , to reckon 
from the midday of that day , to the midday of the day 
following , according to the cuſtome , or uſe of the Aſtro- 
nomers. 

x Example, 


In the yeare 1646, I would know upon what day & houre 
the new Moone shall be, in the moneth Iuly, I ſeeke there= 
fore in that yeare the moneth Iuly, & finde new Moone the 
3 day 16 houtes and 32 minutes: counting forth from that 
midday 16 houres 32 minutes , that commeth to the next 
day ; the 4in the morning at 4 of the clock and 32 minutes 
after midnight. 

For to knowe what day of the weeke that is , the Doni= 
nicall letter of that yeare muſt firſt be knowne , and with 
what letter each moncth beginneth. The Dominicall let- 
ters are to be found under every yeares Almanack , the 
Leape yeares have two, the firſt whereof is uſed untill the 
25 of Februarie , and the other foorth on unto the erid of 
the yeare, and everie moneth beginneth with ſuch aletter;

The right farewaie 
there is four farhome 8 an halte 8& five fathome deep , ſoft 
ground ; the buie lyeth in four fathome , if 'need. require, 
men may run wel a cables length about to the eaſtwards of 
it. From th@buye upon the Creyl to'the buie upon the 


. Freeſe plate the courſe is north and by eaft:when the ſteeple 


of Twilck commeth a little ro the northwards of Meden- 
blick , then keepe them ſo ſtanding , ſo long as you can ſee 
it , and then you $hall not faile within any showldes betwixt 
that plate & the Creyl, 

- Betwixt the buie,upon the Creyl and the Freeſe plate on 
the weſt shoare, along{t the Reach, lyerh a hard ſand called 
Monick ſand , which men may betoul of!, if they runne 
ſomewhat to farre over to the weltwards, | 


to the northwards of Hinlopen, called Dertwiſch , the right 
deep thwart of itis three fathom. The old markes are two 
villages next to Mackum, upon the water fide, ſtanding n. e. 
off fromit , when theſe ſtand a little aſunder one from the 
other, you ſee yet two little ſteeples ſomewhat to the north- 
wards of Bolſwaert , almoſt one to the other near about as 
the other upon the waterſide ftand aſunder ; the one is called 
Idſegahuyſen. The thwart markes are a high houſe on the 
caſt end of Coudom, that commeth within a capſtone barres 
length to the ſouth end of Hinlopen. From thence to the 


buye upon Ygelhoeck, the courſe is north, the markes there Tyelboeck, 


ofare, a little sharpe ſteeple with the firſt long Village to 
the northwardt of Workum called Geeſt ,, when that little 
ſteeple commeth in the innermoſt ſwampe of that long vil- 
lage, then you have the buye, that is a good thwart marck: 
the longſt marks are , the sharp ſteeple of Pingom over the 
fat ſteeple of Coorenwaert upon the water fide , and Pan« 
dragen to a little houſe to the northwardes of the village 
with the ſwamp , or when the mil of Staveren ſtandeth be- 
twixt the town and the Blockhouſe of Staveren, theſe are al 
good longe marks of the buye upon Yghelhoeck. 


From Ygelhoeck to the Middleground the courſe is 1454dle- 
north, the right deepe in the Middleground is feven fathom, grown, 


In the farewaie betwixt Weſtworckum and Yghelhoeck the 
right deep is four fathom, ſoft ground , the eaſt shore is flat, 
and the weſt shoare ſteepe. The buye of the Middleground 
lieth upon theſe marks : the two sharpe ſteeples Arum and 
Pingom one in the other about northeaſt from you : or 
Bolſwert right to the northwards of a Countrie houſe, to 
the northwardes of Mackum , theſe are good thwart marks 
of the Middleground. The longft markes are Kinſwaert 
( that is the runner ) commeth behind the church of Surich 
when you are right in the farewaie. The Church of Surich 
ſtaudeth upon the water fide , upon a point that lyeth out

about tortheaſt and by north fromthe buye, or when the 
flatte ſteeple of Wynaem (to the northwards of Harlinghen) 
commerh berwixt Midlum and the eaſt end of Harlinghen, 
then you are rightin rhe Middleground , on which fide thar 
Wynaem ſtandeth neareſt , that shore you are alſo neareſt 
unto, the weſt shore is ſteepe , the ealt shoare indifferent 
flatte, you may runne over it in three farhome , and come 
againe in five fathome towards Friefland. From the Mid- 
Sraroued outwards to the Flie , you can fail within no 
tailes of ſands on the weſt shore. 

Being paſt the buye in the Middleground , then goe on 
northnorthweſt unto the buye upon Swanebalgh , which 
lieth in three fathome on the eaſt shore, the thwart markes 
thereof are Bolſwaert over alittle short houſe to the ſouth- 
wards of Cornwaert. When you runne over betwixt the 
buyes of the Middleground and Swanebalgh on the eaſt 
shoare more eaſterly then in three fathome , that you come 
againe in four or five fathom , you might ( in ſailing out ) fail 
behind the shoulds of Swanebalgh or when you are bound 
in , behind the showlds of the Middleground , the weſt 
Shoare thwart of this, you may ſound in four fathom , or 
three fathom and a halt ; over againſt the buye upon Swane- 
balgh, on the weft shore is good ground for toancker in. 

From the buye upon Swanebalgh to the buye upon 
Schuyteſand the courſe n. w. ſomewhat northerly : the 
thwart markes thereof are , Wynaen over the higheſt part 
of Harlinghen : the longſt marks are , bolſwaert to the 
northwards of the Sluys which lyeth to the northwardes of 
Woens : this buy lieth in fix fathom on the eaſt shore , upon 
a taile or point , which you might ſaile within when you 
ſaile out , the right deepe thwart of it is ſeven and eight fa- 
thom , the weſt shore is indifferent flat, which you may 
ſound in four fathome , the eaft shore is ſteepe , bur a little 
without the buye itis flatt all alongſt ro Keeshoeck, and you 
may ſound itall alongſt unto the Sloot , in ſayling up, you 
might ſaile within the weſt shoare over againſt Schuyteſand, 
| or alittle to the ſouthwards of it in three fathom or three 
Point of the fathom and a halfe into a Deadbalgh , behinde a tayle of 
Facrds, ſand , called the point ofthe Waerdt , but keeping in 4 fa- 

thom frome that shore,you cannot take hurt of it. In ſailing | 
up with a foorfloud, keep the eaſt shore, or els you should be 
lightly carried therwith into the forefaid balgh , behind that 
Waerdt, before you should be aware of it. Vpon the point of 
that Waerdrt ſtandeth a driftbeacon & two to the northwards 
or the weſtwardes of it, which men do call the beacons 
of Claeſoomen , & to the ſouthwards of it ſtandeth a bea- 
con upon Dominicusplate , or (as the Pilots do name it ) 
Meynſen plate. The marks for to ſail alongft this lovg reach 
are, Mackum with a mill upon the water.fide , & avillage 
with a little flat ſteeple to the ſouthwards of Mackum cal- 
led Idſegahuyſen, when Pandaghen commeth betwixt Mac- 
kum and thar village, then you are toonear the forefaid taile 
or plate , or if Pandraghen come neareſt to Mackum , then 
you are too neare the eaſt chore. . 
Kiechoeck, From Schuyreſand to the buye upon Keeshoeck , the 
courſe is weſtnorthweſt, or northweſt and byweſt, accor- 
ding as the winde and tyde $hall be. In that lopg reach goe 
little more then half tydes alongſt the deep, the afterfloud 
and fore ebbe fall thwart over there to the weſtwardes, and 
the after ebbe and fore floude right contrarie to the eaſt- 
wards, The markes of the buye upon Keeshoeck , are Fra- 
nicker ſteeple betwixt the mill and the towne of Harling- 
hen, or tothe maſtes of the shippes which lie in the haven. 

This buye lieth on the eaſt shore , the right tarewaie 
thwart of it is eight, nine, and ten fathome deepe. 

Betwixt Keesboeck and Schuyteſand, or betwixt the bea- 
kons of Claeſoomen & the point of the Water lieth a little 
narrowe plate alongit the reach , almoſt in the middeſt of 
the farewaie neareſt ro the weſt Shoare , whereupon it is not 
deeper then four fathome , or three fathome and an halte, 
when men turne to windewards they are over it with two 
or three caſts of the lead. 

Weſtwards from the buye upon Keeshoeck lieth the 
Old-Flit, it lieth in firſt ſouthſouthweſt , & then forth to the 
buye upon the Neſle, in the Teſſel ftreame. The after flood

with the fore ebbe fall in verie ſtrong into this channell. Tn 
ſailing upwards you might ſaile within it in 4 farhome. The 
markes of it are , the ſteeple of Franiker right to the ſourh- 
wards of the ſteeple of Harlinghen. Erom thence outwards 
unto Schieringshals the weſt $hore is verie ſteepe, in eight 
fathome you shall be'cloſe by the shoare, The fareway be- 
twixt.theſe buyes , and thwart of the buye upon the Eltbowe 
is tenne and eleven fathome deepe, 

From Keeshoeck to Woltshoeck the courle is firſt north jy, 
weſt , and northweſt and by north unto the buye betwixt Schorrw 
them both, by ſome called the Schortum, and by the Pilors he buye 
the buye upon the Ellbow : and then from thence to the *p9%e 
buye upon Wolfshoeck , north ,or ſomewhat more eaſterly, =**- 
which lieth in four fathome on the eaſt shore. 

Frome the buye upon Woltshoeck unto the buye upon 
Schieringshals the courſe is northnorthweſt , and northweſt ,,,,... 
and by north according as the wind and tyde $hall be. To þ,;,, 
the northwards or to the eaſtwards of the buye upon 
Woltshoeck goeth up a broad bight ſoutheaſt farre into 
the groundes, ſo deepe as the righ farewaie, called the In- 771, ;, 
{chot, comming in you might faile within it in ſeven fa- hoe, 
thome , the foreflood falleth from Schieringshals verie | 
ſtrong into it , & the fore ebbe to the contrarie , very ſtrong 
out of it upon the tayle of Schieringshals , whereby manie 
Ships are miſcarried. | 

Schieringshals is a tayle of ſand , which shooteth off from 
the weſt shoare , upon itlieth a white buye in three or four 
fathome , comming in from without , men might ſaile with- 
in it in fixe fathome, the right deepe betwixt Wolfshoeck 
and Schieringshals is nine fathome. 

From Schieringshals to Longſand , the courſe is north- 
weſt , and northweſt and by north , betwixt them both on 
the weſt shoare it is shallow water , and the beſt road of all 
the Flie ſtreame, there goeth alſo little ryde. The right 
deepe is eight , nine & ten fathome , Longſand men might 
fail within it on the eaſtshore, in ſailing up, but if they keepe 
themſelves in ſeven or eight fathome , they shall not come 
to neare neither of Longeſand nor Schieringshals. When 
the eaſtermoſt houſe upon Grindt commeth a little to the 
northwards of the weſtermoſt , rhen you have even the 
length of the buye npon Longſand. From Longfand to the 
Sloot the courſe is forth northnorthweſt , the right deepe 
is tenne fathome, or men runne alongſt by the beakons upon 
Crakeſand, untill chey come into the Sloot.

CHAP. I 1.

Of the Ilands Flieland & the Schelling , & of the channe Fo of the 
Flie and Ameland, 


£2eJ H E Nland Flieland is three leagues 
y long , and a land verie good to be 
Be knowne : upon the eaſt end lie high 
% White {andhilles, and to rhe wett- 
& wards it is a land full of short low 
d } hommocks or nobbes. Vpon the weſt 
* end ſtandeth a Church with a mill ro the 
eaſtwards of it. From the weſt end shooreth off a rifle a 
good waies into ſea. To the weſtwards of this riffe , be- 
twixt Flieland and the Eyerland goeth'in a deepe, called the 
Weſtergatte, or Weſtflieland deepe , which: is not for great 
$hips, but onely for Fisher boares , there-is not above eight 
or ten foot water. Vpon the eaſt end ſtandeth a mill with 
a cape , the which are markes for to ayoid the grounds, 
which he before the Fly. | 
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The eaſt end of Flieland, and the weſt end off Tefſel lie 
eight leagues aſunder. 

To the eaſtwardes of the Flieland lieth the Schelling, 
which is about three leagues long. Vpon it ſtand four 
churches , with one chappell, the weſtermoſt is a high flat 
ſteeple called Brandaris. About the middeſt of the Iland 
ſtand two ſteeples, the weſtermoſt is flat , called Zeerip: 
the eaſtermoſt 1s sharpe, and is called Midlands. To the eaſt- 
ward ſtands yet a high sharp ſteeple called the Horne, and a 
Chappell called S. Iohns. Vpon the eaſt end lie high white 
ſandhills , & upon the weſt end lieth bur one, called the Lit; 
betwixt Midlands and the Lit it is low Nubby land. Vpon 
the weſt end ſtandeth a cape with a Fire-beakon, whereon 
there is fired by night.

Or to ſaile into Stortemelck (that is the Land<deepe of 
Flieland ) you muſt bring the Cape upon the eaſt end of 
Flie-land , and the mill one in the other , which $hall ſtand 
then from you ſoutheaſt 8 by eaſt or a littel more eaſterly , 
faile right in with them , and you $hall fall right with the ou- 


termoſt buye , which lieth in five fathome upon the outer- . 


moſt point of the long banck, which banck is on the north- 
fide indifferent flat, 1o that when you come from the north, 
you 'may run alongſt by it upon your lead in five or fix fa- 
thome , and ſo alſo find the reſaid outermoſt buye. Yon 
may alſo ( for need) run alongſt ſomewhat to the eaſtwards 
of the outhermoſt buye , over the end of the long banck in 
three fathome, or 16 foot towards the shore , but not to the 
eaſtwardes of the ſecond buye, but a good waies alongſt to 
the weſtwardes of it , which lieth even to the ſouthwards of 
a point of another narrow taile of ſand , upon which thwart 
of the buye is but eleven foot water , betwixt that taile and 
the long banck runneth a creek to the eaſtwards into the 
grounds , of five fathome depth. It happeneth ſometimes 
that the ships that come over the end of the long banck, 
and finding againe deeper water , thinke that- they are in the 
rightdeepe of Stortemelck , and luffe up into it , but they 
run into the foreſaid shoare or creeke, in betwixt the two 
tailes of ſands, not without great danger with a weſterly 
wind , where they muſt goe out backe againe. Comming 
from the weftwards alongit by Flieland in foure or five fa- 
thome , you $hall not alſo faile to run in fight of the fore- 
{aid outermoſt buye, He that falleth about Stortemelck by 
night, let him bring the fire-beakon ſoutheaſt and by eaſt 
from him , and runne in fo right with it untill hee come by 
the shoare , and he shall run alongft to the weſtwards of 
the outermoſt buye. In Stortemelck lie ſeven blacke buyes, 
and one white buye, in ſailing in you muſt leave all the black 
buyes on the larboard fide , and run alongft to the ſouth- 
wards of them: and the white buyes on the ſtarboard ſide , 
like as all other white buyes as well in the Booms-gat , the 
letting , as upon the Flie ſtreame. The ſecond buye called 
the outermolt Droghe dry , liethin 1x foot upon the showl- 
deft of the channell , to the ſouthwards ofit alſo isno more 
then eleven foot water, but alittle within, is againe fix- 
teen foot deepe. The third is called the innermoſt Droghe 
dry , which lieth in ſixteen foot, the right deepe betwixt 
them both is three fathome. The fourth is called Heyck# 
hoock , betwixt this & the third it is in the farewaie five 
fathome deepe, over againſt the fourth lieth the white buye 
at the ſtrand , thwart of it runneth off alittle tail from the 
Shoare, which ( in ſailing out ) you might ſaile within it. Vn- 
to this white buye., or unto the fourth buye from without , 
it lieth in eaſtnortheaſt , from the fourth to the fift about 
eaſt, and then more and more ſoutherly. The fift buye is 
called the outermoſt point buye the fixt the middlemoſt 
point buye, 'and the ſeventh or laſt the innermoſt point 
buye , Betwixt the outermoſt & the middlemoſt point 
buye , neereſt to the outermoſt, runneth off a taile of fand 
from the shore., which men might ſaile within when they 
come in , which groweth out ſometimes as farre as the 
buye , and then the Deepe breaketh through againe by the 
Shoare, and icoureth awaie the taile altogether to the north»

ſide. From the innermoſt buye you muſt ranne in all a longſt V3 
by the ſtrand of Fly-land, or on ſouthwards to the buye ups 
on the Plate, .

Or to faile in at the Boomkens-gat , comming out of | 
the ſea, or from the weſtwards : bring the Cape upon 
the Schelling and the ſteeple of Brandaris one in the other, 
which $hall then ſtand from you ſouthſoutheaſt , and ſouth- 
eaſt and by ſouth , run then right in with them, and you 
Shall find the outermoſt buye without the channell in the 
ſea in eleven fathome, a littte without , and to the eaſtwards 
of the eaſtermoſt point of the ſteepe grounds, which are 
without upon the north ſide ſo ſteepe , that you $hall be in 
twelve farhome verie cloſe to them , whereupon remaineth 
no more then five foot water. Cloſe to the eaſtwards of 
the foreſaid Cap ftandeth a Fire-beacon , whereupon is fi- 
red everie night, as upon Brandaris. If by night you bring 
the fires on in the other , or the fire of the Fire-beacon even 
to the eaſtwardes of the fire upon Brandaris, and faile in fo 
right with them , untill you come againſt the ſouth shoare, 
you $hall runne cloſe alongft by the outermoſt buye : when 
as then the fire upon Flieland commeth to be ſouthſouth- 
weſt, or a little more weſterly from you , you sball-be thwart 
of the outermoſt buye , or the outermoſt of the ſteepe”* 
ground. The foreflood falleth eaftnortheaſ} thwart over 
this channell , almoſt untill halfe flood betore it ſetteth righe 
in, and contrariwiſe the fore-ebbe falleth alſo weftfouth- 
weſt thwart over the channell , allmoſt untill halte ebbe be- 
fore it ſet right out : therefore it is beſt with a northeaſt or 
eaſterly winde, and a fore-ebbe to ſecke tothe shoare ſome- 
what to the eaſtwards of Cape and ſteeple, and runne alongſt 
by it in five fathome , which is cleane & flat all alongſt untill 
within Cape and ſteeple. The ſecond buyelieth in foure 
fathome , within the outermoſt point of the ſteepe grounds, 
lying from the firſt about ſouth and by weſt. Betwixt theſe 
two firft buyes it is twentie foot deepe upon the showldeft 
of the channell thwart of the foreſaid point of the ſteeps 
grounds, which are at the end ſo ſteepe, that it is cloſe to 
them 18 foot deepe, the eaſt ſide is flatrifing ground, & 
Showldeth by little and little from eighteen to fixteen, four- 
teene , and twelve foot. To the eaſtwards of the ſecond 
buye , the farewaie is three fathome deepe, to the weſtwars- 
des of it, is five fathome, but not farre , therefore you may 
not run far alongſt to the weſtwards ofit, with a fore-ebbe 
you showld bee verie ſoone on againſt the ſteepe grounds, 
which are on the inner fide alſo verie ſteepe. The eaſt shorez 
you may runne as neere to it as you will y_- your lead, 
but with a ſtorme the ſea breaketh verie much upon it, and 
is in abreach all alongſt untill the ſecond buye. The ſe- 
cond , third , fourth , and fift buyes lie , all upon one courſz 
one from the other, to wit ſouth and north , the third in fivz 
fathome on the eaſt shoare, but yet men may well gbe abort 
to the eaſtwardes of it, the eaſt shoare is thereabouts flat, 
and the farewaie to the weſtwardes of the buye is ſeven f:- 
thome deepe. The fourth called the buye upon Feyhoeck, 
lieth alſo on the eaſt shoare ( bur neerer then the third) n 
five fathome , which men may alto ſaile alongft to the eaſ:- 
wardes of it, the farewaie to the weſtwardes of it, is nire 
farhome deepe. Vntill you be paſt that buye , you may ſaile 
in from without upon your lead alongſt by the eaſt shoare, 
& allo by night or darke weather,but trom thence inwards, 
it is alſo ſteepe. The fift buy , called the outermoſt buye 
upon the Boſfſe , lieth in foure fathome alſo on the ealt 
Shoare , which is there verie ſteepe, the farewaie to tle 
weſtwardes of it, is eleven fathome deepe. From the on- 
termoſt Bofſſe buye to the innermoſt buye upon the Boſe 
( whichis the fixt) the courſe is ſouth and by eaſt, whi:h 
lieth in four fathome cloſe to the shore, which is alſo there 
abouts verie ſteepe, the farewaie to the weſtwards of i: is 
tenne fathome deepe. From the foreſaid innermoſt buye 
upon the Bofle, unto the Robbegat , the courſe is ſouth- 
ſouthweſt , the ſame courſe lieth right through Robbegat 
unto the point of Flieland , where in lie three white buyes 
| on the 
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ohthe weſt shoare, and three black buyes on the eaſtshoare, 
betwixt which men doe runne through. The outermoſt 
white buye lieth from the' innermoſt buye upon the Boſſe 
right ſouthweſt , he that commeth in with a foreflood , muſt 


faile ar leaſt ſouthweſt , or ſornetimes yet more weſterly, ter, at halfflood it is three foot deeper ; it floweth upon 
that he may not fall to leewards of the blacke buye,the fore- theſe aforeſaid places with a common tyde five and an half 


flood falleth verie ſtrong into theletting , and the after- 
flood turneth about agaia to the weſtwards with the fore- 
ebbe out at Stortemelck, but you may eafily ſee from one 
buye to the other. In the entring of Robbegat betwixt 
the two firſt buyes , it is ſixteen foot deepe, betwixt the 
two laſt buyes thirteen foot, and in the middeſt five , fixe, 
ſeven and foure fathome, Being through the Robbegat 
runne to the ſtrand of Flieland , and verie cloſe alongſt by 
it , or to the buye upon the Plate , which lieth in foure fa- 
thome on the caſt shoare, which is indifferent flat , but with- 
in the buye, it shooteth ſomewhat out with a point, and 
waxeth ſteepe. 

For to ſail into the Tetting,, the courſe is from the fore- 
ſaid innermoſt buye upon the Boſle , unto the buye upon 
Hobbeſand alſo Gack and by caft. The farewaie alongſt 
to the weltwards of the buyes is tenne and nine fathome 
deepe. From the point of the Boſſe unto Hobbeſand 
lieth alongſt a ſmall ribbe , upon which remainerh two 
fathome, and at the deepeſt ſixteen foot water , to the gaſt- 
wardes of it there is againe fixe, ſeven , eight and nine fa- 
thome deepe , men may runnealongſt therein times of Ice- 
drift, or the like, unto the Bootsgat , where is upon the 
Showldeſt eleven foot water, and over the showldeſt there 
is againe three fathome , and before the Schelling five , 
fixe , and eight fathome deepe, there men doe lie as in a 
haven, in _ the ſands there abouts doe fall drie at low 
water. In the lettingh lie fixe blacke and -foure white 
buyes , the black buyes you muſtleave on the larboard fide 
in ſailing up , and the white on the ſtarboard fide. From 
the buye upon Hobbeſand, unto the firſt blacke buye in the 
letting , the courſe is ſouth , and ſouth and by eaſt. The 
farewaie betwixt them is nine and eight fathome deepe, 
About halfe waies berwixt theſe two buyes , lict!h alſo a 
white buye on the weſt fide upon Speckhook , to the 
ſouthwards of it goeth a creeke weſtfouthweſt , or ſouth- 
welt and by welt Corpo the grounds , and commeth 
out to the northwards of the buye upon the plate againſt 
the point of Flieland into the Flie ſtreame , there remaineth 
upon the showldeſt eleven foot water : with a foreflooud 
you muſt fſaile at leaſt weitſouthweſt, or rather mere we- 
ſterly. The ſecond buye in the Ietting licth trom the 
firſt ſouth., the farewaie betwixt them both is fixc fathome 
deepe. 

Over againſt the ſecond buyelieth a white buye on the 
welt fide, upon the point of a taile of ſand , which men 
might faile within , in failing up. .

Vpon the eaſt end ſtand two capes, the greateſt, or the 
runner ſtandeth upon the eaſt end upon the flat ſtrand , the 
ſmalleſt on the ſouth ſide of the ſandhill. There ſtand alſo 
two houſes upon it , the one upon the welt end , the other in 
the middeſt of the Iland in a valley. 


Borckum.is alſo an Iland good to be knowne , two great Borek 


leagueslong, it ariſeth commonly , ( when you come in out 
of the ſea) in three parts, as if it were three Ilands, when you 


- come from the weſtwards, it sheweth it ſelf in four parts , 


for with high flouds the water runneth through in three pla- 
ces.

For to ſaile into the Weſter Eems , you muſt bring the 
capes upon Rottum oneinthe other, which $hall then ſtand 
from you about eaft{outheaſt , fail in out of rhe ſea right 
with them, and ſo you shall finde the outermofl buye in fix 
fathome at low water. 

Orels, if youcome from the weſtwards running alongſt 
the shore in ſeven fathome, then you shall runne allo in fight 
of the foreſaid buye, then rhe ſteeple of Burckum $hall ſtand 
eaſt from you , and the weſt end of Rottum abour ſoutheaſt 
& by ſouth. Towards the land , from the fecond buye lieth 
a plate , called Geltſacks-plate , which lieth all along the 
reach, unto the fourth buye , whereupon is no more then 14 
or 15 foot depth at low water. : 

From the firſt buye to the ſecond , third , and fourth the 
courſe is all alongft eaſt. The ſecond buye lieth in five ta- 
thome , the third in four fathome and a halte , that is , upon 
the showldeſt of the Weſter Eems : the fourth buye lieth 
alſo in four fathome and a half, upon the point of the fore- 
ſaid plate. Alltheſe buyes you mult leave lying on the ſtar- 
board fide, when you faile in. 

Comming from the weſtwards thwart of the Lawers or 
Boſſand , then keepe the ſounding of the shore in five fa- 
thome, untill you be palt it, {ail then boldly on eaſt , & then 
you $hall runne through within Geltſacks plate, in three fa- 
thome and an halfe , & ſo come by the fitt buye into rhe 
deepe of the Weſter Eems, then keepe ſtill the ſaunding of 
the ſouth shoare. The Herring bancks, which were wont 
to lie off to ſeawards, at the weſt end of Rottum, are quite 
and cleane.gone awaie , ſo that it is wide & broad betwixt 
Rottum and the foreſaid plate. 

The Riffe or Borckum is on the off fide & upon the end 
flat , when the Capes upon Rottum ſtand ſoutheaſt from 
you, then you may laile along overthe Riffe, right unto the 
fourth buye , & ſo you hall finde upon the taile of the Riffe 
at low water notleſfſe then fixteene foot water , for it is flat 
and broad, On the Inner fide it is verie ſteepe 8 needle too, 
there shooteth off alſo from the Inner fide a tayle of ſand, 
which men might ſaile within at unawares, in failing up , you 
may not come nearer to it , then ſeven fathome , all alongſt 
untill you come to Borckum.

A ſourhſoutheaſt and a northnorthweſt moone maketh 
(withont in the Eaſter Eems the higheſt water. 

To the caſtwardes of Iuyſt lyeth Buys, the shorteſt and 
ſmalleſt land that is upon all this coalt. It riſeth up in two 
Hommocks , whereof the hommock which is the moſt ea- 
ſterlie is the higheſt and sharpeſt. | 

Betwixt Iuyſt and Buys goeth in the Buys deepe : the 
Wor. Counſel of Embden was wont to et it with buyes , 
but is donne no more, in regard it doth ſo oftentimes $hifr. 

| Two great leagues to the eaſtwardes of juyſt lieth Nor-

derny, betwixt them both lyeth that little Tland Buys , Nor- 
derny is to be knowne by a broad flat towte , which ſtandeth 
upon the weſt end , but ſometimes men can hardly perceive 
it. About the middeſt of the land, nearelt the caſt end, 
lyeth a high white ſand hill , thereby ir is beſt to be known.

From the 
ſixt buye to the ſeventh, that is, the buye upon the Cours,or 
the Wapperbuye , or the ſouthweſt buye becauſe Menſer 
church lieth ſouthweſt off from it , the courſe is ſoutheaſt. 
The Iade buye lieth about ſouth , or ſouth 8 by weſt from 
this buye. From the buye upon the Cours unto the Mel- 
lem buye the courſe is yet ſoutheaſt , which you might fail 
within at unawares in fixe fathome. Menſer church lieth off 
from it ſouthweſt & by weſt. From the Mellem buye to the 
buye upon Bollenziele the Courſe is. e. ſomewhat caſterlie, 
you muſt reckon your tides there verie well, becauſe the 
floud falleth exceeding hard into the weſtshore. Langwor- 
der church lieth right ſouth and by eaft from that buye upon 
Bollenzile, over againſt it upon the point of the blackgroids 
lieth a white buye, come no nearer to it at halt floud then 4 
fathom 8& an half, you might unawares ſail within that point 
(in ſailing in) in 4 tathom. From the buye upon Bollenziele 
to the beakon upon Bollenzile the courle is 1. {. e. or fouth- 
eaſt & by ſouth. Langworder church lieth about ſouth from 
that beacs, you muſt leave it on the ſtarboard fide comming 
in. Within that beacon upon Bollenzile is a good: road for 
a weſterly winde. From the beakons upon Bollenzile to the 
firſt buye upon the flat, the courle is 1. e. til you come ſome- 
what beneath the beacon, & then along e. {. e.' The marks 
of the firſt buye upon the Flat is , when you can ſee through 
the belhoals of Langworder ſtceple , then you are thwart of 
the firſt buye , Langworder church is then from you ſome- 
what more ſoutherly then {. {. w. From the firſt buye upon 
the Flat to the ſecond, the courſe is e. f. e. Betwixt theſe two 
buyes ftand five beackons on the larboard fide, upon the 
black grounds.

To the eaſtwards of the Weſer lie the ſouth grounds of 
the Elve, there goe in, two faire deepe Balghs or Creeks of 
To, 12, and 13 fathome. The Til, called alſo Broadbalgh , is 
the weſtermoſt , & lieth ſo far to the weſtwards , that men 
can but even ſee the New work from thence. 

It itshould happen that comming to the eaſtwards of the 
Weſer, you should be beſet upon the ſouther grounds, being 
alee shore, and be in danger , then faile to the ſouth groun- 
desin 4, 5 , and 6 fathome , but not much nearer alſo , for 
they are ſomewhat ſteepe.

He Iland Holy land and the outermoft buye in the 

Welſer, lie one from the other, ſouth ſomewhat weſter- 
ly, & north ſomewhat eaſterly. When it is cleare and good 
ſight, you may ſee Holy land, when you lie in the Weſer, by 
the buye upon the Head. Holyland and Bornriffe lie one 
from the other ſouthweſt 8& by welt , and northeaft & by 
eaſt, according to the common opinion , two and thirtie lea- 
gues. When you come from the weſtwards, and begin to 
get Holy land in ſighr; it sheweth it ſelf with a high reddish 
ſteeppoint , which is flat above. For to ancker or make ro- 


| ad under Holy iand, comming from the weſftwards , then 


runne to that land in tenne or twelve fathome. When you 
fail rowards the ſouth point , & come ſomewhat near the 


land, you hall eſpie a rock, like unto a ſmall towre, cloſe 
by the high land, called the Monck , which is almoſt ſo high 24nd 


as the high land. About fouthſoutheaſt an English mile, or 


alittle more from that rock,lieth a rock under water. If you Rock 
keepeyour ſelte in eight and nine fathome , then you runne 


without this rock , and cannot take hurt of it : When 
the Monck is covered of the other land, then you are thwart 
of this ſuncken rock. When the toreſaid Monck commeth 
a hand ſpikes length, paſt or without the other land, there is 
the road, and good anckering in tenne and eleven fathome, 
the ground is there faire and cleane , except it be of wracks 
of loſt ships, or loſt anckers-, which are there manie. Lying 
there in nine, tenne or eleven fathome , you have shelter for 
a weſtſouthweſt , northweft and northwindes. From the 
point where the Monck ftandeth by , shooteth of alittle 
riffe from the shoare,, which men may ſound in three fa- 
thome, you may alſo runne in five tathome trom the shoaze, 
and faile cleare of the foreſaid ſuncken rock , to wit, 
through betwixt the ſuncken Rock , and the little riffe : bur 
if you runne into deeper water , to wit, in ſeven tathome, 
you $hall runne right upon the ſuncken Rock. In cight or 
nine fathome you doe runne about without the ſuncken 
Rock. 

From the north fide of Holy land lieth off an evill Riffe, 
almoſt a league into ſea , ſo that you cannot come no nearer 
the whole north fide , then in nine or tenne tathome. It you 
will goe about to the northwards of Holy land ,Ming come

[” He Road of Holy land and the outermoſt buye of the 
Elve, ( called the Schortunne or the Steepe buye ) lie 
right ſoutheaſt & by eaſt, and northweſt and by weſt eight 
leagues aſunder, which lieth right to the northwardes of the 
Schorhorn , that is the outermoſt point of the New workes 
grounds , on the ſouth fide of the Elve, the right deepe of 
the Elve rupneth in alongft to the northwards of it. On 
the northfide of the Elve lie the North grounds , which lie 
ſomewhat flat farre off to ſeawardes ups the northweſt ſide. 
The ſouth end of the Northgrounds called Voghelſand,run- 
neth from the foreſaid buye a good wayes weſt and by north 
into ſea , with a narrowe taile of perfe&t hard ſand, about 
a halfe league broad , which waxeth by little and little, the 
farther from the shoare the deeper.

If you come by night alongſt by the Steepe or Souther 
grounds , with a ſoutherly wind in twelve or thirteen ta- 
thome , and goe on eaſt and by north you $hall atlaſt meet 
with the showlding of the New-workes grounds , right to 
the northwardes of the Hondt-balgh in eight and ſeven fa- 
thome, there you muſt then let fall your ancker , for to ſtay 
for the day, and you $hall finde your ſelte not farre from the 
buye. With northerly windes you muſt anker further from 
the ſouth shoare in the foreſaid showlding in eleyen or 
twelve fathome. 

To the northwards of the foreſaid narrow taile , or showl- 
ding , which lieth off from Vogelſand , runneth in a great 
bight or Slenck into the norther grounds , called rhe Nor- 
ther Elve, it is in the going in ſomewhat within, ſo broad, 
that yo may therein turne to windewardes, but within it 
runneth narrow and sharpe too , and at laſt to nothing, (en- 
ding almot againſt the white buye which lieth upon the El- 
ve upon the taile of the New-grounds ) it is going in more 
then halfe-waies thirteene and twelve fathome deepe and 
ſoft ground, verie much like the right Elve. It happeneth 
oftentimes by darke weather that the ships ( thinking that 
they are entred into the right Elve , run in there ſometimes 
with great danger, eſpecially with weſtnorthwelt windes , 
for they muſt come our there backe againe. When you ſaile 
off from Holyland on eaſtſoutheaſt , you shall have depth of

halteflood well nine fathome deepe , but runneth at length 94% 
altogether dry to nothing. Hee that commeth running 
alongſt by the South-grounds, might lightly get in there, 
therefore the third buye lieth a little further off from the 
ſouth shoare, becauſe men showld avoyd that creeke.

Ixeleagues tothe northwards of the Elve lieth the/Ey- 
der, with many showlds lying far out without theJand, 
chiefly and moſt on the ſouth fide : on the-northfide of the 
deepe alongſt by the land .of Eyderſtee lieth a long ſand 
called the Broad-back , or New-grounds ,- on the fourth fide 
lie Blavoort , the Iron Hendrick , the Hondt & Heckſand. 
To the ſouthwards of Blavoort , and the Iron Hendrick , a- 
bout a league to the ſouthwards of the mouth of the Eyder, 
eoeth yet a Deepe in, called the North Pipe,where men may 
faile in , & come out againe by the Hondt upon the Eyder. 
In the Eyder he onthe fouthſide of the Deepe ſeven black 
buyes , which you muſt-lcaveall (in failingin ) on rhe ſtar- 
board fide , and og the nortlv-shoare which you muſt leave 
on the larboard fide. The outermoſt buye lieth from the 
ſteepe buye right north , and from Holyland eaſt or a little 
more northerly 7 or 8 leagues. When you tall with the land 
with that courſe , you $hall eſpie to the northwards of the 
Eyder, upon the land of Eyderftee, a sharpe ſteeple indiffe- 
rent high , called Gardinghen , bring that over or to the 
ſouth fide of the little ſfandhils lying on the northſfide of

For to faile in at the Reed-deepe , or Silterdeepe com- 
ming off from Holyland , and that you have gotten fight of 
the land, then bring the north end of Ameren north and by 
eaſt from you , untill that you become in betwixt Ameren 
and the Riffe of Silt, run then in alongſt by -the ſtrand of 
Ameren untill you come about the north point of Ameren, 
and ſo long to the eaſtwards , untill that Ameren lie fouth 
and ſouthſouthweſt from you.

For to ſaile into Rinkopper-deep or the haven of Numen, 
runne alongſt by the Jand of Weſter-zijt , in fixe or ſeven fa- 
thome, untill that you come to the two foreſaid great white 
Sandhilles , and then you $hall ſee upon a lowe land two 
capes,upon each of them ſtandeth a barrell: Bring-them one 
inthe other, and then they shall ſtand north, or north and 
by eaſt from you, faile in right with them, and you hall 
finde a buye, except it be laid ſomewhere els. Right before 
the haven of Numen lieth a Sandplate, named Gladde laep. 
For to faile into the, fouther channel, then leave thar plate 
on the larboard fide, & runne in cloſe by the ſouth shoare 
or foot ſtrand (where the atoreſaid white Sandhilles doe lie 
upon)righ with the Capes, and there you cannot doe amiſle, 
but runne in boldly by it upon your lead , that is the verie 
ſureſt waie of all to faile in alongſt by the ſtrand , when men 
are carefull of the lead.

This coaſt is all alongſt of high ſteepe 
ſtonie hilles, and without it full of manie rockes veric 
ſtrange to behold , but it hath manie faire deepe havens, 
with verie good anckering ground , where is great abun- 
dance of timber and boards. The firſt Haven to the eaſt- 
wardes of the Naze, is called the Kloof, or the Cowe and 
Calfe , after two high hommockes good to be knowne, 
the one ſome what greater then the other , which lie within 
the Haven upon the high land , and are fo called by the 
Dutch Shippers. He that will faile into this Haven com- 
ming from theweſtwardes , shall meete with a great rocke 
ſomewhat to the eaſtwardes of the Naze , called Melyn, 
whereupon is a Warder, being paſt that he shall finde ano- 
ther outrock , whereupon ſtandeth alſo a Warder , called 
Sparrels. Betwixt theſe two outrockes , he muſt runne into 
this haven the Kloof. When he commeth againſt Sparrels, 
ther lieth a ſuncken rock under water whereof he muſt 
take heed. Somewhat within Sparrels lieth another Rocke 
in the faire waie , but above water, which he muſt leave 
on the larboard fide. In failing in ſo, the haven doth open 
it ſelfe, by little and little, and ſo shall come againſt the 
Kloof: being come within it , he muſt edge up to the weſt- 
wardes , about the point, and ancker there in a ſand bay, 
in fifteene or ſixteene fathome, ſo that the two foreſaid 
hommocks , the Cowe and the Calte ſtand about northeaſt 
from him.

wards Leſou. But when yoy..come with a northeaſt wjnd 
out of the Sound, or from Col, you mult runne out cloſe by 
Coll, if you wil ſail a weather of rhe rifte of Anour. : 

He that muſt lie by or turne to windwardes betwixt Le- 
ſou and Anout , and is bound for the Sound , let him keepe 
himſelfe on the welt fide of the fairewaic , when he is a lea- 
ove or two a weather of Leſou , upon thoſe foreſaid flartes, 
of four, five, ſixe and ſeven fathome , when as that he begin- 
neth.to come within a league or two of Anout , therc it will 
be again deeper, but uneven, the one calt at leaſt a fathome 
more or lefle rhen the other , when that you $hall begin to 
get that uneven ground of fiftecne, twentie , and alſo thirtie 
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fathome , then is Anout yet about three leagues ſouth from 
you comming neare Anout it will be verie uneven , at one 

time 30, & then foone againe x 5, 17, & alſo 20 fathome. 

If you will ſaile towards Leſou with a ſouthweſt wind ; 
comming abouit the riffe of Anout from the ſouthwardes, 
then goe not on more weſterly then northweſt. If you goe 
on more weſterly , either weſtnorthweſt , or northweſt and 
by weſt , then you shall come ſoone upon the Flatte , be- 
twixt Anout and Leſou , and shall find firſt renne , and then 
by little and little fix', five and four tathome. When that 
with the northweſt waie you beginne to get Leſou in ſight, 
then it lieth high, thatis, the weſt end about w. n. w. and 
the northeaſt end , where the rifte heth off, about north- 
northweſt trom you.When you come ſo neere to Leſou,that 
you can fee the eaſt end out of the toppe in cleare weather, 
about northweſt from you , there it is thirtie , two & thirtie, Depths b 
and four and thirtie fathome deepe,tharlaſterh fo long untill £9 
that the foreſaid caſt point be ſouthwelt from you , but 
when that point is {. {. w. from you, then you are right 
thwart or upon the point or showldeſt of the riffe , then you 
Shall runne over there in three , four , or five fathome : when 
that foreſaid point commeth to be ſouth and by weſt from 
you , then you are paſt and cleare of the riffe, 

Betwixt Anout and Waersberghen in the farewaie it is Deprhs 
deepe one and twentie, two and twentie, and three and thware of 
twentie fathome , betwixt them lieth alſo a banck of tenne, no. 
twelve, fourreene and fixteene fathome. When the norther- 
moſt high hill of Waersbergen is northeaſt from you , then 
the point of Ancutes riffe is ſouthweſt from you: but when 
that hill is northeaſt & by e. from you , & that you be ſome- 
what nearer Norwaie then the riffe, then you are upon that 
banck. When you come upon it by night, then goe on 
ſouth , or ſouth and by eaſt, according as the wind $hall 
bee , & then you $hall get againe deeper water. There lieth 
yet another banck betwixt the riffe of Anout & Valcken- 
burgh, which lieth alongſt unto Halandr, which at ſome pla- 
cesisnot deeper then eight fathome. When the point of 
the riffe is about ſouth and by eaſt, and the high land of 
Anout is about ſouth and by weſt: from you 4 leagues, 
there lieth alſo a banck of fourteen or fifteen fathome. 

The riffe of Anout lieth off from the northeaſt point of &iffe of 
Anour about caftnortheaſt a league and a halt into ſea , 8& at 7% 
the end lieth drie above water, whichis exceeding ſteep and 
needle too. The north fide (when you come from the north- 
wardes or the weſtwardes ) you may found , 8& runne alongſt 
by it, in 17 or 18 fathome : but comming from the ſouth- 
wards, you cannot ( in no wiſe ) come neare it by your lead, 
for on the ſouthſide cloſe to the Riffe , it is thirtie, and 35 
farhome deepe. | 

On the northfide of the riffe, you may anker at many pla- 
ces, in tenne, eleven, twelve and thirteene fathome. When Road undes 
you ancker in eleven, twelve or thirteene fathome , ſo that —_— 
the Firebeacon be ſoutheaſt and by ſouth, and the high me 
land of Anout , which is the weſt end , about ſouthweſt and 
by welt from you, then lieth the outermoſt end of the riffe 
eaſt & by north from you, there is verie good lying for 
ealtſoutheaſt , ſoutheaſt , ſouth , and ſourhſouthweſt windes. 
When you ſet faile from thence, & are bound to the Sound, 
then you may boldly without feare (either by night or darke 
weather ) ſaile alongſt by the rife in fixteen, ſeventeen or 
eighteen fathome , untill thwart of the end , keeping in fuch 
depth you can take no hurt of it. Comming by -the end, 
it is 24 and five and twentic farhome deepe , but when 
you come.abour the point , and beginne to goe on ſouth- 
ſoutheaſt , then you have preſently cloſe to the riffe no 
ground in thirtie and five and thirtie fathome. The 
Riffe of Anout and Col lie one from the other ſoutheaſt 
and northweſt about tenne leagues aſunder, In cleare wea- 
ther you may eaſily ſee from belowe both coll and Anour, 
when you'are betwixt them both. For to ſaile from the p,,,, y,. 
rifte to the Sound with a weſtſouthweſt wind , you need ;u;x+ 
not ſaile on nearer with a ship that faileth wel , then ſouth- Anozrrif 
ſoutheaſt, with that courſe you hall ſail farre enough a 44 the 
weather of Coll. Comming neare the coaſt of Zealand, 04. 
that you may ſound in fourtecne , twelve , tenne and eight 
F tathome 
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fathome deepe. Betwixt Anout and Zealand, in the fa- 
rewaie it is eighteene and twentie fathome deepe. Betwixt 
Anout and Zealand fifteen and fixteen fathome , bur in the 
farewaic betwixt Anout and Coll, itis deepe, 20, 2x, 22, & 
23 fathome. To the ſouthwards or the weſtwards of it, 
it is howlder, towit, 19, 18, andalſo wel 14, 13, and 12 
fathome , according as you come to the weſtwards , but to- 
wardes Norwaie it is deeper, to wit, 24, 25 ,28, andalſo 
30 fathome,whereby you may perceive whether you be nea= 
reſt the Norwaie fide to the-caſtwardes of the farewaie or to 
the weſtwards. | 

About northweſt from Col four leagues, and ſoutheaſt 
and by eaſt from Anout , there lieth a banck of nine, tenne, 
and twelve fathome. 

Abouteaſt and by ſouth from Anout, ſo far that you can- 
not well ſee it from beneath , but may ſee it out of the top, 
and northweſt from Coll, there lieth alſo a banck of fixteen 

fathome , groſſe ſand ground as if it were ground of the riffe. 

South and by eaſt about eight leagues from the point of 
Anouts riffe , ſoutheaſt and by ſouth from the ſouth end of 
Anout , and weſt and by north from Coll about fiveleagues, 
lie the Lowſegroundes , upon which is no more then eight 
foot water. He that commeth off from Anout riffe , being 
bound for the Sound , and goeth not more ſoutherly then 
ſouthſoutheaſt, shall not ſaile within theſe grounds, but with 
a ſouth & by eaſt courſe he should fall within them. He that 
commeth out of the ſound being bound towards Anour, 
Should ( with a weſtnorthweſt courſe off from the Sound ) 
alſo ſaile within the ſame , therefore he that is bound with a 
bare wind from Anout to the Sound , or from the Sound 
to Anout , muſt be carefull thereof. 

The Iland Haſelin lieth from Anouts riffe ſouth tenne 


leagues diſtant, and from Coll ſouthweſt and by weſt eight 


leagues, which is on the north fide or outer fide verie foule, 
full of riffes and showlds , but on the ſouth ſide or inner fide 
towards Zeeland it is indifferent cleane , ſo that you may 
well have road there. From the eaſt end of Haſelin lieth 
off a Riffe northnortheaſt and northeaſt and by north 
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Thus theweth the land berwixt Maelſtrand and Waersberghen. 
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towardes Norwaie three leagues into ſea , untill within a 
league neare to the Lowſegrounds: he that muſt turne to | 
wind wardes here , with ſourherlie or northerlie windes , & 
runneth ſomewhat far over weſtwardes into the bay , maſt 
be verie carefull , and take heed thereof , becauſe it is there- 
abouts verie uneven of depths, 8 uneven grounds , & there- 
fore you canhiot well come neare them by your lead ; but 
the Coaſt of Zealand you may come neare in fix or ſeven 
fathome by your lead. | 
If is should happen that you muſt lie by , in the Scawe ny 
reach in long datke nights or miſtie weather , then obſerve the 
theſe directions following : If you be betwixt the Scawe !*«. 
and Lefou , then you may keepe your ſelfe well bouldly to 
the ſouthwards or weſtwardes, but uſe the lead much: about 
the Helmes and the Scawe you may come neare the shoare 
into ten, twelve or fifteene fathome , before you need to 
caſt about. If you be by your reckoning thwart of Leſou, 
you may come neare it in ten or fifteen fathome : But it you 
be betwixt Leſou and Anout, there you may runne upan the 
flatts in five , fix, ſeven, eight or tenne fathome. It you be 
betwixt Anout Haſelin and Coll,there you may runne t the 
ſouth $hoare io fifreene and fixteene fathome , but be:wixt 
Haſelin and Zealand in ten or twelve fathome. 
It is beſt in anie wiſe to keepe you rather to the ſouth 
Shoare, then to the Norwaie fide , but you muſt be rerie 
carefull of your lead , and uſe it verie mach,

[ N the Scawe reach, betwixt Maelſtrand & Waersberghen 
the ſtreame goeth moſt ſtill with thewind , and it ripfleth 
there ſometimes in ſome places, as if there were shoylds, 
this you may find in calme weather , if you let a lead \nke 
to the ground. 

By the Scawe the ſtreame commeth moſt commonlyfal- 
ling out at the Belt towardes the land of n.e. eſpecially wen 
the wind hath blowne a while out of the eaſt or northeiſt, 
and runneth alongft by Norwaie to the northwardes.

Men comming off from Anout , that will ſaile by night 
with a weſterlie wind , towardes the Scawe: or comming 
from the weltwardes about the Scawe , with a ſoutherlie 
wind , being bound for the Sound , might ſoone be carried 
with this current under Norwaie , a good whiles before they 
Should thinke or feare of it.

About eaſtſoutheaſt from Haſclin goeth into the land a 
great broad Sound, which without at the entrance of it, is 
a great league broad, there is good anckering for a north- 
eaſt wind in five or fixe fathome. This Sound devideth it 
ſelfe within the land into three parts , the firſt or the eaſter- 
moſt called Roskildifiourd , goeth up ſouthſoutheaſt unto 
Roskild, the ſecond called Ifenvoert lieth into the land 


+ ſouth, and ſouth and by weſt atleaſt five or fix leagues, unto 


Iickby & Holbeck: within it is at leaſt two leagues broad, 
and in the middeſt lieth a great Iland. The third lieth 
to Dracksholme alſo at leaſt five leagues ſouthweſt and 
northeaſt, like the coaſt towards the Belt. The Coaſt of 
Zealand betwixt Haſelin and the Sound is a cleane coaſt, 
you may faile alongft by the land in fix or ſeven fathome, 
but come no nearer to it by night then 12 or 13 fathome, 
for at ſome places it is ſteepe, & showldeth up ſodenly. 
Where that little new church ſtandeth , thwart of it, it is flat 
three and four fathome , & to the weſtwards of that wood 
which ſtandeth to the weſtwards of Lapſand, you may come 
in four fathome by the shoare , without taking hurt , but 
comming neare Lapſand, you muſt keepe further off from. 
the shoare , in ſeven or eight fathome , or els you should 
get behind the point of Lappeſand. 

Lappeſand lieth about an English mile to the northwards 
of Elſenoore , or the Caſtle of the ſound , lying on the weſt 
fide of the fairewaie , alongſt the coaſt of Sealand. For to 
avoyd Lappeſand you muſt be carefull of rheſe marks, 
there ſtandetha houſe to the weſtwards of the Kings mill, to 
the weſtwardes of the Caſtle of Cronenburgh, keepe the 
Chimney of that houſe to the weſtwards of the front of the 
Kings mil, and then you can take no hurt of Lappeſand 
then runne alongſt by itin ſix, ſeven, or eight fathome , ſo 
long untill that the eaſt end of the land Ween , commeth a 
little without the caſtle of the Sound, keepe that ſo ſtanding, 
and ſaile ſo in fixe or ſeven fathome , ſomewhat cloſe along(t 
by the caſtle : you may plainly ſee lying through the water 


all that can hurt you. 
If you will shift roads out of the ſound , and ancker be- 


"1 hind Lappeſand , then faile thwart of the foreſ{aid Kings- 


* houſe, called the Cau or Kings mill, fo that it doe ſtand 


about ſouth or ſouth and by weſt , or ſouth & by caſt from 
you, ancker there in fix , ſevenor cight farhome , there it is

© HE New-deepe and Colberghen lie 
2, caſt and weft 16 or 17 leagues ajunder, 
\ The haven of Colbergen you muſt 
® ſaile into betweene two heads , until 
2 you come before the Towne. Within in 
P/ the river, right over againſt the towne, 
lieth a Well or Brooke , which can give 
all the countrey there about ſalt, of water which they ſerhe, 
and yet the water of the river 1s fresh as Milke, for it is a 
little water that commeth out of the land. The coaſt of Po- 
merland lieth from Colberghen to Garshead northeaſt and 
by north , and ſouthweſt and by ſouth about 13 leagues;

{char ken , but commonly is called the Kocxſchaer , which is a 


little bare rock with a Warder upon it , you may fail round 
about it on both fides , it lieth from the Wolf northeaſt and 
by eaſt diſtant two great leagues. 

From Wranger to Eckholme the courſe is eaſt ſoutheaſt 
thirteene leagues. Three leagues by weſt the Eckholmes 
lieth an out-poiar, to the eaſtwards of it is a Bay called the 
Monck-wyke, there it is good anckering for ſouthweſt and 
welt winds in eight , tenne or twelve fathome. Betwixt this 
point of the Monckwyke and Wranger , lie three little long 
lands, lying aloagſt the coaſt of Lytland, abour a halte lea- 
cue from the shoare , which are verie foule and rocky , and 
almoſt nothing but rockes, whereof you mult take heed, 
otherwiſe the coaſt betwixt them both is cleane. 

The Iland Eckholme is cleane round about , and lieth 
abour northwelt and ſoutheaſt , it 5heweth ir ſelfe high at 
both ends, and in the middeſt with a,valley. Vnder Eck- 
holme is good ankering at the northeaſt fide for weſt and 
ſouthwelt winds in 20,22,and 25 tathome, and on the ſouth- 
weſt fide tor caſterly winds. 

Five leagues to the eaſtwards of Ecktolme lieth the caſtle 
Telsburgh , thwart of it licth off a showld trom the $hoare, 
but you may ſound in 8 org farhome. From thence the 
coalt licth alongſt moſt caſt and by ſouth unto the road of 
the Narve abour fixreene leagues, it 1s altogether cleane 
without foule ground, ſo that you may allo fail alongſt there 
by night in 8 or 9 fathome without feare. 

Northwardes from this coaſt in the farewaie betwixt Eck- 
holm and the lland of Highland , lie the Chalck-grounds,

Hotfrtes , the little and great Tutters , all of them with verie 
dangerous foule grounds and showlds. Eckholm & High- 
land lie eaſtnortheaſt & weſtſouthweſt diſtant about 11 or 

12 leagues. About 2 or 3 leagues eaſt and by north, or eaſt- 
northeaſt from Eckholme , and alſo two leagues from the 
maine land lie the Chalck-grounds , which are foule Cha{ch- + . 
grounds almoſt three leagues long under water , and lie to g'0»4-. 
the weſtwards weftnorthweſt into the ſea , and to the eaſt- 
wards almoſt to the riffes of the Hoftes. Some ſay that they 

are faſt to it, ſo that you should not be able to ſaile through 
betwixt them. 

The Hofres lieth ſouthfouthweſt from Highland about Hefrer. 
five or fixe leagues , which is along ſmall Iland foule round 
abour, with two foule riftes that lie out, the one lieth off ſo- 
mewhat to the caſtwards, and the other to the weſtwards 
unto the Chalck-grounds. 

Northwards from the Hoftes lie the little Tutters , and 
two leagues to the caftwards of the little Tutters lie the 
great Tutrers. 

The htrle Tutters are two Ilands not high, but round Z:ttle 
abour rocky, rifly , and foule , they lie ſouthweſt and by 7w:ers. 
ſouth about three leagues from Highland. 

The great Tutterslie from the little Tutters eaſt about Grear 
two leagues , and from Highland ſouth and by eaſt alfo two Tutters, 
leagues, there lieth off from it alſo a great ſtonie riffe weſt- 
wards towards the little Tutrers: there lieth alſo betwixt 
the little and great Tutters a row of rockes, whereof you 
muſt take heed when you will faile through betwixt them. 

Southeaſt and by ſouth about two leagues from the great 
Tutters lieth a showld of five fathome. He that will faile to 
the ſouthwards of theſe foreſaid lands & showlds towards 
the Narve , may be mindfull thereof, it lieth about foure 
leagues to the caſtwards of Telsburgh 2 or 3 leagues from 
the shoare. 

Berwixt the great Tutters and Highland lieth a showld Showld. 
upon which there is no more then fixe foot water. 

Southeaſt a great halte league from the ſouth end of 
Highland lieth another showld of a fathome and a halte 
and two fathome deepe. 

To the northwards of all theſe foreſaid rocky Ilands & land with 
fowle showlds,lieth a little Iland whereupon ſtandeth a Maſt :be Mafte. 
for to know it by , and to diſcerne it from the other little 
fowle lands , that you may come indifferente neare to , but 
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; not too-neare , for it is alſo ſomewhat rocky and fowle , but 
not farre off , it lieth from the little Tutters weſt and by 
north about 2 leagues , from the Iand Highland f. w. and 
by weſt at leaſt 4 leagues, but from Wranger or the Kocx- 

WM ſchaer caſt and by north 20 leagues. 

; He that wil faile off from Wranger towards the Narve 
| zlopgſt to the northwards of theſe toreſaid grounds, and 
+ doe get ſightof this little Iland with the maſt , may therby 
"che better know to direct his courſe , but it is not wiſdome 
* ro faile through theſe foreſaid showlds,except for them that 
are verie there wel acquainted. 

The lland Highland, or Hoghland,is abour 3 leag. long, 
and not a league broad, lying ſouthſoutheaſt and north- 
northweſt. When you come out of the weſt, it arriſeth in 
zhommocks , ſo high to look to as Collin the Scaw reach, 
upon the north end and upon the eaſt fide it doth ſtand all 
full of trees. A little about the north point on the eaſt ſide 
js a little bay thwart of a Boers houſe , there it is cleane 

ound , and good lying for weſterly & ſouthweſt windes, 
omewhat to the ſouthwards of it, not verie far from the 
shoare, lieth a great rock above water. At the north end is 
alſo good lying for a ſourthzaſt wind. Along the ſouthweſt 
fide you may alſo ancker everie where in 16, 17, or 18 fa- 
thome cloſe by the land for eaſt and northeaſt winds. 

From the ſouthweſt fide of Highland unto the road of 
the Narve , the courſe is ſoutheaſt abour ſixteen leagues, 
and then you runne through betwixt the Highland and the 
Tutters. 

Likewiſe when as you faile on northweſt from the road 
of the Narve , then you runne alongft betwixt the Tutters 
| W and Highland , but you muſt be verie carefull, & rake heed 
of the foreſaid showlds, which lie betwixt them both. 
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The land of the Narve men do know by three high hills, 
- I lying a league to the weſtwards, or to the ſouthwards of the 
= & 10ad,and a league further to the weſtwards ſtand ſome little 
. Wl houſes upon the high land. 


The towne of the Narve lieth upon ariver about two lea- 

rs within the land. For to faile in there men were wont to 
bh k aut for a long hill, which lieth on the ſouth ſide within 
\ WM the rivers mouth, and at the eaſt end goeth downe ſome- 
what ſteep, with ſome high trees to the eaſtwards ofit, then 
I they broughtthe woodden tower of the Narve to the north- 
wards of the forefaid trees , and did runne in ſo withit. 
Vhen as the eaſtermoſt of the 3 foreſaid hills (a league to 
theweſtwards of the rivers mouth ) came over a little hom- 
MJ mocke which lieth on the water fide, then they , were upon 
the barre of the rivers mouth, there was upon the showldeſt 
oF ten foot water , and then they failed up the river ; that was 
wont (for ſome yeares ) to be ſo, but iris poſſibly fince that 
time more or lefle altered, like as it doth oftentimes happen 
in ſuch rivers. 

From the road of the Narve to the Rufſe haecks the 
Ty © courſe is northnorthweſt five leagues , which lie with many 
| I rocks a good waies off from the shoare, The point thwart of 
|-£ itis called the point of Caftrum after a little town ( fo cal- 
led ) lying there. 

From the Rufſe-haecks northnorthweſt five leagues licth 
alittle Tland called Rerte Sarre , from which tlrere runneth 
off a riff ſouth into ſea. From this lland , or a league to the 
weſtwards of it unto the Summers the courſe is ſouth and 
north four or five leagues. 

MY Eaſtſoutheaſt from Highland , and 3 leagues from the 
Ruſſe haecks lieth another showld called the Slimme- 
grounds, it lieth long 8& ſmall alongit northnorthweſt and 
1. fouthſoutheaſt,with hard wind you may ſce it breake at four 
Þ& or five places : when it is weſt from you about halte a lea- 
* gue , there it is two fathome deepe : to three , foure, five & 
| fixe fathome, uneven ground , ſome of the rockes of ir , lie 
"FJ alſo above water. 

| From the Ruſſe haecks to the Rode-hell the courſe is 
northeaſt and by north about foure and twentic leagues, be- 
| wixt them both on the Ruſle ſide, runne alſo divers rivers 
into the land, but there is no trade. The land there lieth in 
a preat bight , it fieth firſt from the'Ruſſe-haeckes unto the 
River of Nioa, or Oreſchacke eaſtgortheaſt about thirteen 
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leagues , there parteth Ruſland from Finland by a great 7he La- 


Meer or water, Called the Lading. . 

The ſtrong caſtle of Noetenburgh lierh there alſo upon 
a river which lieth out of the Lyflands or eaſt ſea into the 
foreſaid Lading. Further the land lieth nortchnortheaſt, 


and north and by eaſt about thirteen leagues unto the Ro- 
de-hell.

For to ſaile from Revell to Wyburgh, 


Rom a little to the northwards of the Kocx-ſchaer to 

Highland the courſe is eaſtnortheaſt a little more ea- 
ſterlie 23 leagues, with that courſe you runne along{ta little 
to the northwards ofit. You may ſaile about Highland on 
both ſides , but alongft to the northwards ot it is the right 
fare-way for thoſe that are bound ro Wybrough.

From Highland to the Summers the courſe is eaſt wel ſo Summers. 
northerly 7 leagues.Sommers is a rock or little Iland almoſt 
like the Eartholms , it sheweth it ſelfe in three hommocks. 
A little to rhe eaſtwards of it lie ſome rockes aboye water : 
you may ſail about on both fides of Summers , and alſo 
through betwixt Summers & the foreſaid rocks that lie to 
the ea{twards of it : but about to the northwards of it is the 
right farewaie , you cannot alſo runne alongſt farre to the 
northwards of it, for a halfe league to the northwards of it, 
it is verie fowle & full of little rockes , ſome above & ſome 
under water. 


From the Summers to the Goeſchaer the courſe is north- Goeſchaer , 


ealt and by eaſt ſeven leagues. The Goeſchacr which by 97 great

Shall firſt ſee it , in 4 hommocks , as if it were four little low 
Ilands,you muſt leave it lying a halfe league on the larboard 

fide , for to avoid a ſuncken rock which lieth off from it f. 

{. e. a great $hot ofa caſt peeſe, when the water is nor verie 
ſmoorh, but a little grown, you may perceive it by the brea- 

king of the water : you may alſo well ſail to the northwards 

of this ſuncken rock , to wit, through betwixt the ſuncken 

rock and the Goeſchaer , then you muſt runne indifferent 

cloſe alongſt by Goeſchaer ; when it is northweſt and by 

north from you, then you are paſt the foreſaid ſunken rock, 
wherher that you runne alongſt to the northwards or to the 
ſouthwards of it. 

From the Goeſchaer or great Fisher to the little Fisher, Little 
the courſe is northeaſt and by eaſt three leagues. The little Fisher. 
Fisher is a bare round rock which lieth not farre from the 
land : when you come neere it , you may know it well from 
the other rockes, becauſe there lie none ſo farre from the 
land alone, you may faile about it on both ſides, but alongſt 
to the ſouthwards of it is the right fare-waie. Abour a shut = 
of a caſt peece ſoutheaſt, or ſoutheaſt and by eaſt from this 
little Fisher, lieth a black rock with the top even above wa- 
ter,almolt like a buye upon the Flieſtreame, to ſee to a farre 
off as if it were a Seales head. This rock you muſt leave on 
the ſtarboard fide , and runne through betwixt it and the 
fisher. 

Hee that muſt turne to windwards here abouts , let him 
not come verie neere this rock , for men doe hold that 
there lie more rockes by it under water. 

Both the Fishers are otherwiſe clean round about, ſo that 
you may alſo finde road under them, | 

From the little Fisher to the point Corſnes, which the 
Lubickers doe call Kruyſoort , the courle is eaſtnortheaſt 
ſomewhat eaſterly a league. Corſnes is a point going off low Corſnes. 
of the maine land , not verie cleane , which you muſt leave 
on the larboard fide. 'To the weſtwards of Corſnes lie two 
little Tlands cloſe to the land. Thwarr of the point lieth a 
rock almoſt like a little boat , you may runne about by it in 
foure fathome and a halfe, but not nearer. On the caſt ſide

About two leagues thwart off from Corſnes , lie verie 
many rockes , ſome one fathome , ſome a halfe fathome, 
ſome more , and ſome leſſe under water , you may not goe 
out of the farewaie without great feare and danger. It is im- 
poſſible to deſcribe al the uneven grounds, the great mul- 
titude of rocks and rocky showlds which are lying there 
abouts. | 

From Corſnes to the Iland Rodehcll the courle is north- 
eaſt and by north about three leagues._ Rodehell is a grear 
rough Iland with a ſaddle in the middeſt , which you muſt 
leave lying on the ſtarboard fide. "The north point is a red 
point, there ſtand up long ſtaves over end, like unto a War- 
der in Norway, you mult goe cloſe alonglit by them, or you 
may runne in amidſt the channell , according as shall bee 
beſt convenient , but you may not goe clole by the north 
point over againſt it (which the Dutch Shippers doe call 
lan Lambertſons point) becauſe of a ſtonie and ſteepe little 
riffe which lieth off from it , but you may runne about by it 
upon your lead in ſeven or eight fathome, but may come no 
neerer ; the right tarewaie betwixt them both is fourteene 
and fifreene fathome deepe. 

Betwixt the point of Corſnes & the Rodehell , itis not 
without danger to turne to windwards , eſpecially you muſt 
be verie carefull not to runne too farre over to the ſouth- 
wards , but to the northwards , towards the maine land it is 
indifferent cleane : it is there in the farewaic fifreen tarhome 
deepe, ſoft clay ground. 

For not to mitle this foreſaid channell,or the north point 
of the Rodehell , then take marke out a ſtearne of the little 
Fisher , bring that even without the point of Corſnes , and 
keepe it ſoſtanding ſailing towards the Rodehell,and ſo you 
Shall not faile to fall right before the channell. This is a ſure 
marke whereupon you may truſt. If you fall ſomewhat to 
the ſouthwards of the torefaid channell,you can ſee no ope- 
ning, but ſeemeth to be all whole to the maine land, fo that 
men ( that are not well acquainted ) might not know where 
to ſecke the channell , bur failing to the northwards the 
channell doth open it ſelte. 

When as you $hall be then within the foreſaid point of 
Rodehell, you may ancker there where you pleaſe, 8& fetch 
a Pylot from the land,which may bring you up to the towne 
lb ya xr It is there within fifteen fathome deepe , and 
good ſoft clay ground. 

If you will (being come within the Rodehell) ſaile up to 
Wybrough , then goe on eaſt & by ſouth a shot of a caſt 
peece unto a black point , leave that about 2 cables lengths 
on the larboard fide, for there it is not cleane. Being a little 
paſt this black point, then go on northeaſt , or eaſtnortheaſt 
a halte league , & then you $hall come againſt a great white 
ſandbay , but before you come by this ſandbay you $hall 
meet a rock with a gray ſtone like a buye upon the Fly- 


. ſtream, leave that foreſaid rock on the ſtarboard ſide ,.and 


the gray ſtone on the larboard fide , & run amidſt the chan- 
nell rhrough betwixt them both, there it is 3 fathome deepe. 
It is no wiſedome to {aile-up there for him that hath not 
becne there betore , bur iris beſt to ancker a little within in 
Rodehell, and to ler him be broughtup by a Pilor.

the Sound is called Cramer-poort. When you are within ( 
them, goe then in north and by eaſt, and then you hall pre- 
ſently meet with a great Iland called Cramer,leave that on 
the ſtarboard fide, and ſo you runne right on with an other 
greatlland, called the Heſter , leave that on the larboard 
fide, and ancker betwixrt the two llands Cramer & the He- 
ſter, there is good ancker ground. 

From the mouth of the Sound of Elſenvos to Pelting- 2, 
ſound the courſe is eaſt, & eaſt & by ſouth eleven or twelye/ 
leagues. Peltingſound lieth in northeaſt, there you lie within 
a great manie great rockes , or little Ilands , sheltred for all 
windes. You may faile from thence through within the roc- 
kes all over where you deſire to be, if you have a good skil. 
full Pilot. 

From Peltingſchares to Putsfagre it is five a—_ Puts- 
fagre isa great rock , orlland, lying from Highland north 
and by welt diſtant five. or ſixe leagues. About a Itague 
ſouth from this land Puts-fagre lieth a ſuncken rock, which 
you muſt avoid , Hee that will ſaile through within the roc- 
kes, let him rake a Pilot from Putsfagre , that may bring 
him through the rockes where hee defireth to be : you may 
runne in there everie where, and within the rockes it is moſt 
all over good ancker ground. 

From Putsfagre to the Epelſchares the courſe is eaſt ſe-} 
ven leagues: theſe are a great many out-rockes, alittle to : 
the eaſtwards of them lieth a great rocke called Quade- 
{chare which you may faile round abour. 

From Epelſ{charen to the Goeſchare the courſe is eaſt- 
northeaſt tenne leagues.

Etwixt the north point of Bronthollom 
and the point of Sandthammer,but nea- 
reſt to Bronthollom lieth a showld of 
fixe farhome , where lomerimes Fisher- 
men doe lie to fish , it is not verie great, 
but hard ſtonie ground.

From Ahuys to the Rockesthe courſe is eaſt and by ſouth 
twelve or thirteen leagues , betwixt them both lie divers 


| lirtle rownes, as Eleholme and Rottenbuy , where men may 
. ancker before in fixe, ſeven and eight farhome good ancker 


ground: and other Havens more, bur little or nothing 
knowne by Hollanders. Thwart of Rottenbuye lieth a 
great rocke ſomewhat off from the land , called Malqueren, 
under which men may alſo ride. 

From the north point of Bronthollom to the Rockes the 
courſe is north northeaſt fixreene leagues , but from the 
point of Sandhammer caſt northeaſt and by eaſt ſeventeen 
leagues.. 

The Rockes are ſome little rockes together , which 
men may faile round about , but can have no Road under 
them , they lie three or four leagues diftant trom the maine 
land , and are ſmaller then the Eartholmes. 

A league or two to the northwardes of them, lieth rhe 
Vrouwen or Greene Hand, by ſome called the Rough land, 
and alſo the Outliers : itis not ſo broken in it felte as the 


- Rockes, and alſo much greater, off to ſeawardes from it, 


lie ſome rockes: to the weſtwardes of it, it is al full of rockes, 
ſome above and ſome under water , alongſt even faſt to the 
land , you may faile about within the Greene land betwixt 
it and the rockes;, but-no man can doeit , but he wuſt be 
verie well acquainted, there,and then alſo not without great 
danger. To the ſouthwards of it you may alfo find Road ar 
ſome places, but you muſt be verie well acquainted, and allo 
not without danger, by reaſon of the multitude of ſuncken 
rocks and sharpe grounds.

the other rocks which lie alongft the shoare, thereof you 
muſt rake heed. | 

About a league to the ſouthwardes, and two leagues to 
the northwards of Hoſmes ground licth a point called 
Steenſoe, which is a ſomewhat high rough and veric foule 5:cenſoe. 
point, a halte league long, lying within a halte league neare 
to the towne,to the weſtwards of it runneth in a great bighr, 
where is good lying alſo for many shippes, but you cannot 
come in there, becauſe of the manie foule grounds and dan= 
gers, except it be with a verie skilfull Pilot : upon the weft 
hde , over againſt the point ſtandeth a white houſe. The 
King of Denmarcksarmie of shippes lay there , in the time 
of the laſt ſiege of Calmer. 

When you come fo farre in , that you leeſe the ſouth end 
of Oeland out of your fight, then you gette the Caſtle of cp. of 
Calmer in fight, faile towards it but shunne the shoares , as Calmer, 
hath been ſaid here before. The Caſtle hath 4 great towres, 
when the two eaſtermoſt of the tour come on in the other, 
then is the Caſtle about northweſt from you, then you, 
come by the Grimſchaer,thisis a Rock good to be knowne, ,;,... 
upon it ſtandeth a maſt, with a Barrell upon the toppe of it {þuer, 
which lieth much nearer the weſt shoare then Oeland, when 
you get it in fight, then ſaile towardsit. Thwart ofthe 
Grimſchaer or Tonholm lieth a ſuncken rocke , about a 
cableslength off from it , and alittle more to the caſtwards, 
upon it, isno more then five foot water. 

The Farewaie is through betwixr this ſuncken rock and 
the Grimſchaer abcut northeaſt and by north, ſaile cloſe 
alongſt by the Grimſchaer , leaving it on the larboard fide, 
and then the foreſaid funcken rock remaineth on the ſtar- 
board fide of you. 

Being alittle paſt the foreſaid ſuncken rock , and Grim- 
{chaer,you come then on againſt the weſtend of a long ſmall 
rock, which lieth farre to rhe eaſtwards , towards Oeland, 
and lieth almoſt even with the water, at ſome places alittle 
above water , and art ſome places the ſea runnerh alongſt 
over it , edge then a little up rothe northwards, and runne 
about by the point of that rock ; being paſt that, you $half 
meet on the larboard fide, alowe rocke, from the which 
there shooterh off alittle taile to the northwards , upon it 
{tandeth alittle beacon, faile alongſt by it, and being alittle 
paſt it , then shall the towne lie weſtſouthweſt from you , let 
your ancker fall there in five or ſixe fathome, there is the 
right road. If you come to ancker ſomewhat northerly in 
the road, you muſt be carefull to rake heed of a ſuncken 
rock; which lieth not more then 11 or 12 foot under water. 

The marckes of this ſunken rock are theſe: when the mills Sunckgn 
upon the Mulholm are one in the other, with the mill which **% 
ſtandeth on the north fide without the towne, then you are 
thwart of the foreſaid ſuncken rocke ; on both ſides of it , as 
well ro the northwards as the ſouthwards of it , it is deepe 
enough. Ir is good lying there, almoſt with all windes , but a 
north and by eaſt wind is the worſt , which bloweth there 
in open.” With shippes that goe not deeper then fixe or ſe- 
ven foot, men may come to lie at the bridge before the 
towne. 

You may alſo ſaile to the weſtwardes of the Grimſchaer : 
that is, through berwixt the Grimſchaer and the land , with 
Shippes that goe not deepe , but herhat shall doe it mult be 
verie well acquainted there, for there it is all full of Rockes, 
ſome aboye and ſome under watcr.

northerly then northweſt , as well for to avoid that riffe of 
Boſwyke, as for to ſaile a weather the Karels, 

From Weſthooke a league northerly to Boſwyke , and ſo 
to Reefholm is alongſt the wall all ſtonie and rockie. 

Thre or foure leagues northweſt from the Karel , lieth 
the land Reef holm , thwart of it men doe run into Weſter- 
gore : you may faile and ancker round about it. A little to 
the northwardes of it lieth the high northweſt point of Got- 
land. 

Two leagues to the northwardes of the high point lieth 
the towne Wisbuy , about ſeven leagues northeaſt from the 
Karell. Men were wont in old tyme to lie there behind a 
great head or Cheſt. ; 

Wisbuye hath beene in times paſt a famous marchant 
towne , where was wont to be driven a great trade of mar- 
chandize, but is now . through the wil of God , altogether 
fallen down , & come to nothing. The Hanſea townes have 
a long time there held their Staple. The old Sealawes were 
made there, and alſo the old famous Read-carde. Men may 
ſee yetto this day many old ruinous houſes of coſtly mar- 
ble, and hewen ſtones , whereby men may partly perceive 
& judge, what manner of ſtatelinefle there hath beene. 

From Wisbuy the coaſt lieth forth northeaſt towards the 
end of Gotland about 9 leagues. But from the Karell to 
Gotſcheſand , the courſe is northeaſt, and northeaſt and by 
north one and twentie leagues: that isa little Hand , where- 
upon dwelleth no people , and ſtandeth full of trees : you 
may fſaile round abour it , which hath a whit ſtrand. From 
the northweſt point thereof shooteth off a little riffe , and 
likewiſe one from the ſouth point, a good waies off into ſea, 
towards the north end of Gotland. On everie fide of Got- 
{cheſand , you may ancker in fixe, ſeven, eight, nine, renne, 
and twelve fathome, all cleane and good ancker ground,but 
theſe foreſaid riffes you muſt avoid. It lieth northnortheaſt 
ſeven leagues diſtant from Faro, the north end of Gotland, 
when you lie there under it at ancker , you cannot ſee Got-

The Copper ſtone lieth from Gotſche ſand weſtnorth- 
weſt, and northweſt and by weſt diſtant three great leagues. 

Vpon the fouth end of the caſt fide of Gotland ſtandeth 
a high towre , called Howbrough , and thereafter the ſouth 
end of Gotland alſo is called Howbrough. By it gocth in a 
little river, before which you may ancker in fixe or ſeven 
fathome. 

Five leagnes northeaſt from the atoreſaid ſouth point, 
lieth Heylichholme , which is a good haven; but by reaſon 
it is but little uſed, it is therefore alſo but little knowne. 

Two leagues to the eaſtwardes of Heylichholme lieth the 
haven of Narwyck , upon the eaſt fide of the haven lieth a 
long rock , by which you muſt run in , within the haven you 

ay ancker in four or five tathome. 

Two leagues to the caltwardes of it lieth Sandwyck, 
which is a good haven for a weſt, northweſt, north, eaft,and 
ſourheaſt wind, and lieth in about north , a ſouth wind blo- 
weth there open in : on the caſt point, (which is a low bare 
point) lieth a Holme, which is faſt to the land , upon it ſtan- 
deth a warder : from this point runneth off a little ſand rifte, 
which you may ſound abour in five or {ixe farhome, Within 
at this Holme is a bridge of maſts, which lieth off alittle 
trom the $shoare. It you wil ancker there in the haven, then 
run in along(t by rhe eaſt shoare, unrill you come within the 
bridge, and ancker there neareſt the eaſt shoare, ſo that the 
foreſaid caſt point doe ſtand ſoutheaſt , or ſoutheaſt and by 
ſouth from you , in four farhome , four and an half, or five 
fathome, there is cleane clay ſand ground , and verie good 
lying for welt, north & eaſt windes. 

A lcague to the eaſtwards of Sandwyke lieth the Iland of 
Eaſtergore,abour haltc waies betwixt both the ends of Got- 
land northeaſt trom the ſouthweſt poinr,this is a bare Iland, 
without trees. Vader this Vand 1s verie good road for all 
windes, as well for them that are bound to the eaſtwards , as 
to the weſtwards. Comming from the weſtwards , or from 
San1wyke along(t by the land , then is the northweſt potar, 
(which is a high bare gray poiat) hidden behind a point of 
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the maine land of Gotland, ſo that it ſeemeth a farre offty 
be no Iland, but comming neare it , it openeth it ſelfe , thar 
you may ſee large enough through betwixt them : faile jn 
there betwixt them both , in the middeſt of the channell, je 
is there cleane and cleare, but ſomewhat uneven of ground, 
to wit, eight, tenne, twelve and fourteene fathome; but you 
need not to feare. If you will ancker under it for northeaſt 
or eaſt winds, then ancker betwixt the land and the Iland, 
ſo that the aforeſaid bare gray point northweſt ſtand north, 
and there ſouthermoſt ealt from you , in nine or tenne fa- 
thome. Or if you will ancker for a ſouth, ſouthweſt, or weſt 
winde, then runne further in about by that aforeſaid bare 
gray point , bring it ſouthſouthwelſt from you , and ancker 
therc in ſeven, eight, nine or tenne fathome, there it is clean 
round of ſmall whit and black fand.

Foure leagues north and by eaſt from Eaſtergorelieth a 
haven called Sliet or Sliethaven , lying in north , and north 
and by weſt behind ſome little Ilands, there it is good lying 
for eaſterly , weſterly , and north windes. Vpon one of the 
northermoſt little lands ſtandeth a ruinous church. You 
muſt come in there alongſt by the shoare from the ſouth- 
wards.

H E Liet of Stockholme goeth innorth 
, caſt by the point of Landſorr. About a 
Be league caſt from the point lie ſome 
black rockes, ſome above and ſome un- 
& der water, called the Karwaſen.Betwixt 
d ] them & the point, about once ſo neare 

”* the Karwaſen,as the point, lieth another 
black rock, not great, called the young Karwaſen , betwixt 
that rock and the point of Landſoort,men doe faile into the 
channell ot Stockholm. Cloſe to the point lieth alſo alittle 
Hand which you muſt leave on the larboard fide, and runne 
alongſt to the eaſtwards of it , a league northeaſt from the 
point lieth rhe Wigſtone , lying ſoutheaſt or eaſtſoutheaſt jy; 
rhwart off from the shoare. This is ſomewhat a long rock 
with three hommocks, the two weſtermoſt are the greateſt, 7 
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leſt, upon it ſtandeth alittle walled cape , you muſt faile 
alonglſt to the eaſtwards of it, an leave the rock on the lar- - 
board ſide. You may well faile alſo about to the weftwards 
of this Wigſtone, it is cleane round about , but on'the weſt 
fide it is narroweſt, betwixtit and the land lieth alfo a rock;

From by eaſt the Wigſtone to the Middleſtone , to wit, 
alongſt to the weſtwardes of it the courſe is northnortheaſt. 
About a great English mile eaſt from the Wigſtone , and 
porth from-the Karwaſen lieth another rock called the 
Gombergſtone , and to the caſtwardes of it another called 
Schaeropen. When you ſaile from the Wigſtone to the 
Middleſtone, you leave them both on the ſtarboard fide. 

Thwart of the Middlcſtone , on the Weſtland lieth the 
haven of Ramskloof, there you may ancker within the roc- 
kes. The Middleſtone lieth abour a halt league ſouthweſt 
from the eaſt point of the Liet , rowit, from the eaſt point 
of the maine land , or the Swedes {chares : betwixt them 
both goeth in a channell called the Danske channell.

Comming from the ſouthwardes you can ſee over the ſou- 
thermot little-Iland , the maſts of the ships that lie behind 
it, For to faile in there behind it , runnein about by the 
ſouth point of the Ilands Elſnap behind it, and then you' 
leave a little black rocke on the ſouth fide of the havens 
mouth , lying on the larboard fide. Betwixt the two. little 


lands of Elſnap runnes alfo a channell through where you | 


may go through with Huyes & ſmall shippes. From thwart 
of Elinap the courſe is inwards northnortheaſt about two 
leagues to the Red-holm , thar is a great red round rock 
growne full of trees , to the caſtwardes of it lieth another 
ſmaller barerock, the ftarewaie is there in through betwixt 
them, and about a musket $shot broad. In this narrow ir is all 
over good ancker ground. From the north end of the Red- 
holm lieth oft a great row of rockes unto the caſt shoare of 
the Liet , where you mult faile through, When as you ſaile 
through betwixt the Redholm and the foreſaid bare rock 
to the eaſtwardes of it, go then on yet about an English mile 
further northnortheaſt untill you come thwart of the fourth 
channell to tell off from the &edholm which lieth through 
the foreſaid row of rockes to the northwardes of the Red- 
holm , thats called S. Iohns channell , ir lieth through a- 
bout northnorthweſt or ſomewhat more northerly , it is a 
Short Inlet , runne through there. Being through S. Iohns 
channel! , go again northnortheaſt about an English mile to 
the Raedhollom , which is along rock uponir ſtand three 
barrels upon maſts, this you muſt leave on the larboard fide, 
andrunne alonglt to the eaſtwards of it.

From Steendeur to Kow-haven the courſe is eaſtnorths- x, 
eaſt two leagues , that isa rock lying inthe broad Sound, ke 
leave it on the ſtarboard fide, and faile to the weſtwards of 
it alongfſt by the weſt land unto Berckhaven. Betwixt both 
about half waies lieth a haven called the Croflehaven; there 
it is good lying for welt & northweſt winds. 

Berckhaven lieth from Cow-haven northeaſt 8 by north Bn 
diſtant about two leagues: this is a haven betwixt two Ilands ** 
where is good ancketing for all winds , as well for them 
which come from Stockholm , and defire to fſaile to the 
Northbodem , as alſo for them that wil faile off towards 
Land(oort, there is (like as at moſt places betwixt the rocks 
and lands) good clay ground. When you come from Kow- 
haven , and are bound to Stockholm , you mult leave theſe 
two Ilands of Berckhaven on the ftarboard fide, and runne 
in about betwixt them and the point of the maine land. 
From the narrow berwixt Berckhaven & the foreſaid point 
to Duerhaven, the courſe is northweſt about a halfe league. 
On the ſouthweſt fide of that farewaie thwart of the point 
over againſt Duerhaven, lie two ſuncken rocks,on each fide L 
of the point one, the one on the northweſt fide, & the other 
on the ſoutheaſt fide , commonly there ſtandeth upon each 
of them a little tree for a beakon. 

From the point of Duerhaven unto the Draybome the] 
courle is ſouthweſt and by weſt ſomewhat weſterly about a 
halfe league , it is called alſo the Duerhaven , off from the 
point within the Ilands untill you come before the buye, 
alongſt there, and alſo within the Ilands, it is good lying 
everic where. 

The little Ilands which lie in the channell of the Dray- 
bome, you muſt leave them on the ſtarboard fide of you, 

From the Dray-bome to the Windftreame the courſe is 
firſt north, & north & by weſt untill about halfwaies , thete”" 
you $hall find a little land with a little tree, leave that on 
the larboard ſide, and goe from thence in northnorthweſt 
to the Windftream. In the Windſtream is good anckering 
by the shoare, except in the north end of the ſtreame, there 
is no ancker ground, From the Dray-bome to the Wind- 
ſtreame it is about a league diſtance. 

From the Windſtreame to the Seugh the courſe is weſt» 7, 
northweſt a halfe league , that is a chindle or ſtone-banck 
even with the water , runne alongſt to the northwards ofit, 
and leave it on the larboard. 

From the Seugh to Scheggen the courſe is weſt and by ** 
north a league , runne alongtt there by the ſouth shoare. 
When you come againſt Scheggen , you $hall ſee upon the 
point of the ſouth shoare alittle round tree,over againſt that 
little tree ſomewhat more northerly then in the middle of 
the channell, lieth a ſuncken rock , tor to avoid it you muſt 
runne neareſt the ſouth shoare. The reach of Scheggen 
lieth through weſt , and welt and by ſouth about an English 
mile, it is narrow, but hath everie where ancker ground. 

From Scheggen the courſe is weſtſouthweſt an English 5 

ile to Stecklound, or weſt to Kings-deep, the little Ilands/* 
on the ſtarboard fide as you ſaile to Steckſound , are cleane 
round about , ſo that you may' goe on all fides about by 
them.. Comming cloſe to Stecklound you $ball find a ſunc-

ken rock a little by ſouth the farewaie. The Steckſound 
lieth through ſouthſouthweſt ir is a short In-let about a 
cables length long. 

, From Steckſound unto Waxholm it is ſouthweſt weſterly 
about an English mile. Vpon Waxholm ſtanderh the Kings 
caſtle , there all the shippes are viſited whether they go up 
or downe , the channel! there by it , ispaled too ſo neare, 
that they can shur it with a barre. 

From Waxholm to the Weſter reach the courſe is weſt- 
ſouthweſt and through the Weſter-reach ſouthweſt. From 
thence alongſt weſt ro Eeldam , thar is a veric narrow chan- 
nell a little more then a ships length broad. 

From Eeldam the courle is welt tro Mouie-holm,whicl is 
about a league from Waxholm , men leave rhe high rough 
Mouſe-holm on the ſtarboard fide, and runne alongtt by ir 
to the ſouthwards. 

From the Mouſe-holm to Kings-haven it isa league weſt, 
and weſt and by north all alongſt by the ſouthland. 

,, FromKings-haven unto the town Stockholme the courſe 

is northweſt, and northweſt and by weſt alſo a league di- 
ſtance alongſt by the shoare. When you come betore the 
towne, you may ancker where you pleaſe. 

He that falleth roleewards, or by any other accident can- 
not come by Land{oort into the Lier of Stockholm,he may 
faile in more to the northwards through divers channells. 


I 
Amongſt others there is one where men may faile into , and 
come by the grear Daler into the Liet: tnerc goeth another 
in by Berckhaven into the Liet. The knowledye ot this 
channell is a verie high rock , with another that isnot fo 
high , thereby to the ſouthwards of it, betwixt theſe two 
rockes goeth in this channell , jt is verie narrow in the com- 
ming in , not above two shippes lengrbs broad. So ſoon as 
you come in within theſc rockes, you may edge up about 
by the loweſt, which is the ſouther moſt , and ancker under 
it in verie good ancker ground. 

From that road in the Swedes ſands the Sound goethn 
firlt about northweſt and by north , and northweſt five lea- 
gnes unto Berckerhaven into the Lier of Stockholm, This 
1s a verie good channell as wel for to ſaile in as out, bur be- 
cauſe it is not ealic to know, comming in out ofthe ſea, it is 
{cldom uſed. 

To the ſouthwards or the weſtwards of theſe two foreſaid 
rocks, at the comming in of this channel it is ail low land, 
If you com: from the ſouthwards , and runne alongſt by 
that low land , fo long untill that you begin to ger the high 
land , you $hall alſo run in ſight of theſe rwo forcſaid hom- 
mocks. About a league to ſeawards from them , lie three 
or four ſmall rocks : for to ſaile in there you mult leave 
them on the ſtartoard fide , and in failing out on the lar-

wards, Comming by the land, run alongſt by it , but come 
not ſo neere it , that you leeſe fight of the ſpyre of the 
ſteeple of Margat behind the land , for then you should 
come too neere it; but if you keepe ſo far from the shoare, 


that you can ſee the foreſaid ſteeple above the high land, or 


keep it even in your fight, then you cannot take hurt of the 
fouth grounds. Comming thwart of Margat , then you are 
paſt the foreſaid showlds or ſouth grounds. Run then boldly 
towards the shoare, & within two cables lengths alongſt by 
it , for to avoid the north grounds, which ly farre to the 
ſouthwards towards the land. Saile on ſo weſt all alongft by 


s. the shoare,untill that the Roculyers (which are two ſteeples 


upon one church) come one in the other, and then you $hall 
run in ſight of the firſt buye upon the Laſts , which lieth 
upon the foreſaid markes of the Roculvers, being by ir you 
can alſo ſee the other buye which lieth like as the firſt alſo 
on the north fide, and over againſt it on the ſouth fide ſtan- 
deth a beakon , there you muſt ſaile through betwixt them 
both, leaving the buye on the ſtarboard fide, and the bea- 
kon over againſt it on the larboard fide. From thence you 
may with lirtle shippes, or shippes of little draught , but not 
with ships of great draught,at high water run over the Swal- 
low on weſtnorthwelſt towards Sheppy ,tor it s there showld 
water , with ships of great draught you muſt runne through 
the Fishers deepe towards Blacke-taile. You may alſo runne 
from Margat with ſmall shippes along(t by the shoare upon 
the lead at high water even unto Sheppy , but in failing a- 
longfſt there you muſt caſt your tydes.well, for rhe flood tal- 
leth very ſtrong into the Swallow, and the ebbe to the con- 
trary very ſtrong out.

To faile with shippes of great draughts alongſt by the 
north Forland up into the Thames, you muſt (when you are 
paſt the buyes upon the Laſts) faile through the Fishers 


deep, toward Black-taile, which lieth from the ſecond buye . 


upon the Laſts,unto the firſt buye in the fishers deepe north 
weſt and northweſt and by weſt, which lieth upon the north 
ſide of the ſand, which men doe call the Spaniard, theſe two 
buyes lie a great wayes one from the other. 

Sailing from the buye upon the Laſts it is a great wayes all 
Showld water , fo that you muſt runne over there with high 
water, but comming neare the buye upon the Spaniard, it is 
by little and little deeper water. Hee that will faile over 
heere , muſt reckon his tides well , the flood falleth there a- 
longſt rowards the ſouthweſtwlmolt thwart over the deepe, 
and the ebbe to the contrary. 

The ſecond buye in the Fishers Deepe you muſt leave on 
the ſtarboard fide , and the buye upon the Spaniard on the 
larboard fide : being 
taile , to the ſouthwards of the Shoe-beakon into the right: 
deepe. The eaſt point of Sheppy shall then lie abour ſouth 
from you. From the Shoe-beakon the courſe is ſouthweſt 
to the point of Black-raile, there runneth off a hooke which 
men might (at unawares) fail within ( comming from the 
northwards ) in five or fixe fathome , but if you keep from 
the shoare in ſeven farhome,you cannot faile within it. From 
Blacke-taile to the beakon upon the Noere , the courſe is 
weſtſouthwelſt, leave it on the larboard fide,as before is ſaid, 
and runne in alongſt the river, in the middle of the channell 
betwixt both lands unto Graveſend.

Sowle & Dunwich ly both upon the high land, betwixt them 
both is a valley, therein you may fee Walderſwyke when 
you are thwart of ir. Dunwich is the beſt to be knowne of 
all theſe forcſaid places: it hath iwo flat ſteeples, & on both 
ſides ſome trees. To the ſourhwards of it lieth Albrough 
which is alſo very good to be knowne , it hath one high flat 
ſteceple-with three mills, the two ſtand to the northwards, 8 
rhe third ro the ſouthwards of Albrough when you are 
thwart of it, but ſailing to the ſouthwards , they come ar laſt 
all three to the ſouthwards of it. The land without Al- 
brough, and to the ſouthwards of it is verie low flat & chin- 
dely land. 

Betwixt Albrough & Dunwich about half wayes betwixt 
them , lieth a Wood which is at both ends high, and in the 
middeſt low with a ſaddle; rhis you shall commonly ſee firſt 
when you fall with the land there abouts , and is the beſt to 
be knowne tor to know the coaſt by ; the land withour ir, 8 
to the ſouthwards is very low flat chindely land. About two 
leagues to the ſouthwards of Albrough lieth Orfordnes, be- 
twixt them both ſtand alſo two woods of trees , which shew 
themſelves a farre of like caſtles or towers. Orfordnes is a 
flar ſteeple, with a thick or broad caſtle , which hath alſo a 
thick flat ſteeple, almoſt of tashion like the ſteeple of Rarop 
open above with holes in it like Bell-holes. 

Before Dunwich you may ancker , there is good lying in 

8 or 9 fathome ſome what ſoft ground. Before Albrovghis 
the beſt road of all the coaſt there abouts in 6 & 7 tathome.

With ſea.,win- 
des you may difcerne it plaiuly by the breaking of the ſea 
upon it ; but with landerly or weſterly windes,and faire wea- 
ther, the ſea breaketh not upon it, hee that runneth thereby

The Whiting, or Whiting ſand, is ſomewhat a long ſmall 
ſand lying before Orfordnes, and the chindely land ro the 
ſouthwards of Aelbrough , and lieth alongſt the reach , but 
the louth end lieth turther from land then the north end, 
there is at low water not above fix or {even foot water upon 
it. Comming from the northwards, men faile commonly to 
the weſtwards of it,that is through berwixt the land & Whi- 
ting ſand, towards the Naze. Men may allo faile alongft to 
tng- the eaſtwards of it , through betwixt Whiting-ſand and the 
eaſtermoſt point of the Court , or Courtland , which ſome 
Cort. doe call the Rib. 

The north end of the Whiting lieth alongſt cloſe to the 
Shoare , and lieth from the ſteeples of Orfordnes fourthealt 
and by ſouth, it is ſo exceeding ſteepe and needle roo, that 
you shall have rhe one caſt nine, the next caſt five fathom, 
and then you are no more but a ships length trom it, before 
you can have the lead againe you should be upon ir. When 
as you fit with the foreship agaiuſtir, it is at the ſtearne five 
or fixe fathom deepe. 

Alongſt the Inner fide it is alſo every where fo ſteepe, 
that you cannot found it , but on the outer fide you may 
runne alongſt by it in five fathome upon the lead , untill you 
come within the ſands.

Or bring the ſtcepte of Balſy weſtfourhwelt trom you, & 
faile in ſo right with it, untill you come by Whyring ſand, in

When you come near Balſy , whether you be come in

You may alſo faile in to the ſouthwardes of the Ribbe For ro fail 
(thar is , the tayle of the Court or Court-ſand) thus : Bring *” # # 
the ſteeple of Balſy northnorthwelſt , or alittle mote nor-" _— i 
therly trom you, and faile in fo right with ir, and ſo you hal one, oy 
rannae in to the northwardes, or through the Court, at a 
channell of eight fathome depth , the calit fide of this chan- 
nell is ſteepe , come no nearer it then eight tathome, bur by 
the weſt fide you may runne in about by the Court, upon 
the lead, untill you come within the ſands. 

Bally hath a kigh flatte ſteeple , & lieth ſomewhat within 
the land bchind the cliffe , whenas you come tromrhe 
northwards, you may fee Bally to the northwardes os the 
weltwardes of the clifie , but you laile it altogether belund 
the clific, ſo that at laſt it commeth out againe to rhe ſourh- 
wards of it. 

It you will ſaile to Harwich being paſt Balſy , then bring For to /aile 

Bally to that ſteep point to the fouthwardes of Balty,where #2 Har 
the trees ſtand upon , keepe theſe markes fo ſtanding, and Wicks 
runne fo alongft by the shoare , untill rhat you be over the 
point of the Chindle,the markes there of are two high trees 
within the land, when they are about northnorthwelt trom 
you., then they ceme one in the other with the ſteeple of 
Harwich , aud then you are right oycr the point of rhe 
Chindie, & then you $hall get deeper water , to wit foure 
& five tathome , or ſomewhat more againſt rhe higheſt wa- 
ter. Runne in then about by the point , the chanaell lieth 
in right north , but in the midſt of the havens mouth lics a 
ſuncken rocky & ſtony ground, which you muſt avoid, you 
may faile in abour it on both fides, by the one $hoare or thc 
other , but alongſt by the eaſt shoare itis beſt, being within 
it, you cannot {aile amiſle , to take hurt , it you do nor ſails 
bluntiy againft the shoare : there you may ancker al over, 
where you pleaſe , betore the rowne, in 5, 6, & 7 tathome, 
You may well alſo goe turrher into the bight , there it is 
cleane every where. The tarewaic betwixrt Ortordnes or

clifte , leave rhen the firlt markes, keepe rhe ſteeple of 
Harwich in thar little valley, and goe on fouthſoutheaſt, 
untill thar the rhird point of the Naze come witho'1t the 
two other points , ſo you shall run through betwixt the Na- 
ze & the Court, there remayneth art lowe water no more 
then eight, rcnne , and ar ſome places twelve foot water, 
therefore it is not good to runne through here, unlefle thar 
it be aquarter floud , or with a $hippe of great draught at 
half floud, there it is very uneven of ground,rocky & ſtony. 

The point of the Naze is very ſtony , toule , & uneven , the 
nearer the shoare thwart of that point the showlder, but the 
nearer the Sands the deeper. 

When thar the third point of che Naze commeth without 
the two other points , of the other land , and thar it doth 
againe beginne ro deepe off, to wit, four or five farhome, 
then go ſouthweſt ſomewhar ſoutherly , or ſouthweſt & by 
ſouth , unto the buye upon Longſand. Thwart of the Naze 
is Longſand very ſteepe , ſo that it cannot bewell ſounded Leg ſand. 
with the lead by them thar are not there very well acquain+ 
ted , but ſomwhat more to the ſouthwards , you may run

alongſtby it in four fathome, and three fathome and a half, 
untill that you get the buy upon Longſand in fight of you. 
The north shoare to the ſouthwards of the Naze is alſo flat, 
you may runne alongſt by it alſo upon the lead,without any 
danger. 

The buy upon Longſand lieth in two fathome and a half, 
at halt floud, you muſt leave it on the larboard fide, and the 
Buye upon the Spits, on the ſtarboard fide , which lieth a 
little chowlder , they ly about ſouth and by eaſt and north 
& by welt, a musket shot one from the other. "The courſe 
betwixt the two buys is ſouthſoutheaſt & northnorthweſt, 
but you muſt reckon wel your tide , whether you runne 
through there with a floud or with an ebbe. Vpon the Spits, 
betwixt the two buys is at half floud ar leaſt three tathome 
& an halt, or almoſt four tarhome , if the right channell , a 
little ro the fouthwardes of the buy upon the Spits ſtand 
two maſtes above water , of aloſt shippe , which are good 
markes.

To the northwards of that foreſaid Middleplate , goeth 
out a channell by the ſouth fide of Longſand, which you 
may faile out and in at,cailed the Kings-deepe. It you come 
trom Whitakers beacon , paſt the Middleplate , fo far that 
you get fight of the buys of Longſand or Spits , goe then 
bowldly , eaſtnortheaſt and northeaſt and by eaſt into ſea, 
or upon the lead alongſt by Longſand , bur it you should 
runne.jnto ſea, to the ſouthwardes of the Middleplate, you 
Should with an eaſtnortheaſt waic fall within the hooke of 
the Mouſe. This Kings-deepe is a readie channell, and is 
uſed almoſt by all shippes for ro runne out ar. 

For to runne in at this channell out of the ſea, then brin 
the point of the Naze northweſt from you , and faile in ſo

Huntleyfoot is a 
high hill, lying on the ſca fide , about tour leagues tothe 
eaſtwards of the Tees. Redclifte licth abour halt wayes be- 
twixt Huntleyfoort and the Tees , it is a clifle of ſuch very 
redde earth, that when the ſunne doth $hine againſt it, it is 
to ſee to like redde cloth : theſe two are very good markes, 
tor ro know this coaſt by. 

Cloſe to the ſouthwards of the mouth of the Tees lie 
three Riffes , which lic about a half league eaſt northeaſt 
into ſea, which are verie foul and ſtony , and fall drie at low 
water , upon the north fide they are very flatte , ſo that you 
may ſound about by them, in five , fixe, and ſeven fathome, 
but on the ſouth fide are fo ſteepe, that comming neare 
them, and ſounding in 13 and 14 fathome , you showld be 
upon them, before you showld be able to have the lead. 

A league and a halt to the northwards of the Teeſe lieth 
Hartlepoole,upon a point that lieth out almoſt like an lland. 
For to goe in there you mult run into a bight to the ſouth- 
wards of the towne within a head , untill you come againſt 
the towne, there you $hall ly dry at low warter. 

Abour half waies betwixt Hartlepoole and the Teeſe, 
runneth off alſo a riffe of rocks thwart from the shoare a 
good waies into ſea,come no nearer it then in 5 or 6 fathom. 
There ſtandeth a mill to the northwards of the towne Har- 
tlepoole, if you keepe that to the weſt fide of the towne 
Hartlepoole, then you cannot ſail upon that foreſaid rift, but 
if you bring the foreſaid mill a little to the weſtwards from 
the towne, ſo that you may plainely ſee through betwixt 
the mill and the rowne, then you $hall not faile to ſaile upon 
that riffe. 

For to ſaile into the Teeſe comming trom the north- 
wards, you muſt obſerve theſe markes following. A good 
waies to the northwards of Hartlepoole , a little ro the 
ſouthwards of Sonderland , and alittle within rhe land ly 
upon the high land,two hommockes cloſe one to the other, 
very good to be knowne , of fashion like womens breaſts, 
called the Paps , keepe theſe two hommocks even without 
the point of Hartlepoole , which $hall then ſtand from you 
northweſt and by north , and ſaile ſo on to the ſouthwards, 
and you $hall fall before the Tees, and shall nor faile too 
nearc the ſands that lie out before the mouth of the Tees, 
aud ly oT about a half league into ſea. 

On both ſides, as well on the north fide, as the ſouth fide 
of the Tees ſtand two little white houſes for firebeakons : If 
you come from the northwards and get fight of them, then 
bring firſt the two ſouthermoſt one in the other, which $hall 
then ſtand from you ſouth and by eaſt , faile rightin with 
them , untill that the other two , which ſtand on the north 
ſide of the Tees, come alſo one in the other , then leave 
them on the ſouth fide, and faile in right with them thar 
ſtand on the north ſide, and ſo you shall runne in amidſt the 
channell, there is upon the barre, or showldeſt, at low water 
no more then five foot, but it loweth there with a common 
tide, at leaſt two fathome up & downe. A fouthweſt moone 
maketh there full ſea. If when you come from the ſouth- 
wardes , you will faile into the Teeſe , then bring the inner- 
molt of the two firebeakons (which ſtand on the north fide) 
at leaſt a handfſpikes length , or the length ofa capſtone 
barre , to the northwardes of the other , and runne ſo weſt- 
wardes towardes them , untill that the two firebeakons on 
the ſouth fide are one in the other , then ſaile in right with 

them, as hath beene ſaid, untill that the two firebeakons on 
the north fide come one in the other : when you have 
them one in the other, runne in right with them , untill 
that you come by the north shoare , and rhen cloſe alongſt

"When as that you come ſo farre in paſt the firſt firebeas

firebeakons , there you may ancker in three , four , or five 
fathome , or when Hartlepoole commeth betwixt the fore- 
ſaid firebeakons , then go ſouthſouthweſt , untill that you 
come by the ſouth $hoare, there it is alſo good anckering, 
Further it is Pilots water unto Stockton , tor there within, 
the Dcepes doe s$hifre oftentimes , and that in short time, 
three, four, or five times in a ſummer. 

He that will faile in there with northerlie windes and a 
floud, muſt reckon well his tides, for the flood falleth ſtrong 
to the ſouthwardes over the groundes , and showld thereby 
bee lightlie.carried behind the banck to the ſouthwardes of 
the buye, which lieth upon the point of the banck. 


Beſides this foreſaid channell there runneth yer another x, 
channell through the grounds , which lieth, off from the # , 
north point of the Tees. For to fſaile in there, you muſt new 
take marke of the two high lands within the land , to the 


ſouthwardes of the Tees, bring them within a handſpikes 
length one to the other , or bring the Paps to the welt ſide 
of Hartlepoole , then $hall alſo the foreſaid two high lands 
come within a handſpikes length neare one to the other, 
faile in right with them, and ſo you $hall run right into that 


new channell, alongſt through thar aforeſaid ſand , & come 


againſt the buye (upon the ſandes, on the ſouth fide of the 
Deepe ) againe in the right farewaie. When that you get 
againe deeper water, or have the two firebeakons on the 
north fide one in the other, then goe in towardes them, and 
further as hath beene before ſaid. 


About ſeven leagues to the northwardes of the Tees lieth 
the river of Sonderland , alirtle to the northwardes of the- 5 


Paps , which are verie good markes for to knowe the land 
by there aboutes. When the Paps are ſouthſouthweſt from 
you , and that you are about an English mile from the land, 
then you are right before the river of Sonderland , the 
ground is there abouts indifferent cleane , but ſomewhat 
{tonie, you may ancker there in four, five , and fix fathome. 
On both ſides, as well on the north poiar, as the ſouth point 
of the River it is ſtonie. On the north point ſtandeth a bea- 
kon in the water there you muſt run in , within a little ship- 
pes length alongſt by ir, being paſt that you shall get deeper 
water, to wit a fathome and a halfe, and two fathome art low 
water , but upon the barre remaineth no more then three 
foot. With a common ſpring and high water there is about 
two fathome and a haltfe, or a little more. 

After this aforeſaid firſt depth of a fathome and a halfe or 
two fathome , you $hall meete againe with a ſtonie floore, 
about three $hippes lengths was, , upon it is a high water 
about eleven or twelve foot deepe , according as the tydes 
Shall runne : being over there ir is againe deeper. A little 
paſt that is anarrowe place,where a long shippe hall ſcarce 
be able to wend , within it, it is wide enough , and everie 
where good ancker ground. 

From the Tees to Tinmouth the courſe is northnorth- 
weſt eight or nine leagues. Two leagues to the ſouthwards 
of Tinmouth lieth the point of Sonderland, but cloſe to the 
ſouthwardes of Tinmouth goeth in the river of Newcaſtle. 
From the point of Tinmourth shooteth off a ledge of roc- 
kes, you muſt faile in by ir, leaving it on the ſtarboard fide. 
The markes for to faile into this River are two firetowres or 
firebeakons, which ſtand upon the north shoare, bring them 
on inthe other, or the innermoſt (that is the higheſt) a little 
to the northwardes of the outermoſt or loweſt , and faile fo 
rightin, alongſt by the aforeſaid ledge of rockes on the 
north fide, and ſo you hall have upon the showldeſt two 
fathome at halfe flood, a ſouthweſt moone maketh there 
tull ſea. The ſouth shoare is flatte, you may leade it in there 
with the ſounding pole , for shippes that goe not deepe , in 
tenne foot at halte flood. When you come within, runne all 
alongſt "7 the north shoare , untill paſt the little towne 
Sheels, edge then over tothe other shoare, untill you come 
through the crovked reach, there the river lieth up againe 
a little to the northwardes , and then to the ſouthwards to 
Hawkes-bill, and about by it to the towne Newcaſtle.

All theſe roads, as alſo the Copperwyke , are good for 
thoſe which comming from the ſouthwards , by reaſon of 
contrary winds cannot get to the great Warder. 

A little more ſoutherly then the Coperwyke , on the eaſt 
ſide of the Liet to the northwards of the Bock,lieth in north 
into the land, a Sound,which shewerh it ſelf (when you com 
from the ſouthwards) much broader then the right fare- 
way , ſo that thoſe that are not there very wel acquainted; 
Showld not thiok otherwiſe , but that it was the right chan- 
nell, and ſo showld lightly goup a contrary way. Therefore 
itisneceſfary and needtull ro faile cloſe alongſt by Schuy- 
renes, and not goe off from the weſt shoare, untill you com 
chwart of Kopperwyke, then you $hall bee within the point 
of the foreſaid Sound. 

About a great half league by north the great Warder, 
lieth Notou, there ſtandeth a little white church and ſome 
houſes, thwart of it in the Bay is alſo good anckering for 
northerly winds , and good road for them which are bound 
to the northwards. Likewile it is good anckering by north 
the point of Notou,for them which are bound to the ſouth- 
wards. Almoſt at the north end of Schuyrteneſle is alſo a 
road called Sichſtreame, where is alſo good lying. 

At the north end ofSchuyteneſl& lieth a little Hand,when 
you faile up or downe the Liet, you can ſee through betwixt

Betwixt that foreſaid Iland and the maine land you muſt 
ſaile through a narrow ſtrait, which is but a little more then 
a shippes length broad; on the caſt ſide whereof,which is on 
the hide of the maine land, there lieth a lirtle rock , or ſunc- 
ken rock, therefore you muſt fail cloſe by the weſt fide, that 
is cloſe alonglt by the land for to avoid the foreſaid rock. 

From W ybrants-ey over the Bommell to the Blocx , the 
courſe is n. n. w. but firſt ſomewhat more weſterly about 
two leagues, betwixt them both it is on the welt fide all bro- 

ken land , great and little Ilands and rockes. About hat 
wayes betwixt them both goeth a chaunell into ſea , where 
men doe faile much in and out, and it is cleane , broad and 
wide. He that will run out there (comming from the north- 
wards) may eaſily eſpy it,when he is about a halt league paſt 
the Blocx. On the weſt fide ly two little Ilands , or great 
rockes, which shew much greater then the other rockes, 
theſe you muſt leave on the larboard fide , and run out by 
them ſouthſouthwelt into the ſea. | 

Hee that will tunne in here out of the ſea,hee shall. /when 
hee commeth to the end of Schuytenefle) ſce many little 
Hands or rocks, hee muſt faile paſt all theſe , untill thar hee 
gct fight of theſe foreſaid two great rockes , and rhen in by 
them , leaving them on the ſtarboard ſide ; and fo he $hall 
come ſomewhat to the ſouthwards of the Block , or Long- 
holm into the Liet. 

The Block are two rockes lying very neare even with the 
water , which you muſt leave on the larboard fide in ſailing 
up, and runne cloſe alongft by the caſt shoare , through be- 
twixt the Blocx and Longholm. Longholm lieth a little 
above the Blocx , within it is a good haven , where is good 
lying. A little to the northwards of it ly two rockes more, 
thwart of them lieth a ſuncken rock which you muſt avoid. 

_ Fromthe Blocx alongſt over the Bommell it is yet rwo 
leagues,firſt n. & then n.n.e. all alongſt by the land of Bom- 
mellhead , the ſouth end of this land is a high ſteepe point 
called Bommellhead , to the ſouthwards of it runneth a 
channell w. {. w. into the ſea called Bommell-found.

The 
land of Bommell-head is about four leagues long , and the 
firſt long lland to the northwards of Schuyteneſſe,it is alto- 
gether low plaine land , except on the ſouth end , which is 
ſo ſteepe a point , as if it were hewen right off with an axe. 
About the middeſt between both ends of this land {on the 
ſea fide) lieth alſo a very high round hill called Sick , of 
fashion almoſt like a ſugerloate , or a mans har, & lierh tarre 
above all that low land , which you may eatlily ſee ar both 
the ends of this Iland , and alfo further , whereby it is very 
good to be knowne. For to faile into this foreſaid channell 
out of the ſea, you muſt bring that ſteepe point of Bommel- 
head caſtnortheaſt, or ſomewhat more northerly trom. you, 
and ſaile chen towards it. And then you shall leave a great 
many little Ilands and rockes on the ſtarboard fide, and the 
foreſaid point on the larboard fide, and cloſe in about by it 
to the northwards. 

A little about this point of Bommell-head , on the Inner 
fide, lieth a haven called Bommell-haven, ther lieth arocke 
before the mouth of it, and alſo a ſuncken rocke betwixt 
that rocke and the north point of the haven : Hee that will 
goe in there muſt goe in to the ſouthwards of the rock, in 
by the ſouth point and the foreſaid rock , leaving the rock 
on the ſtarboard fide of him.

warders upon the $shoare , a little within the riffe for know- 
ledge of the road. 

Behind , or to the northwardes of Goedeu lieth the little 
Iland Geske: upon it ſtandeth a little church on the fouth Gerke: 
ſide , before it men may alſo ancker in eight or ten fathome 
cleane ground. | 

A little within Goedeu , on the eaſt fide of Geske lieth an 
other Iland, greater then Geske, called Walderoe, on both 7alderee. 
ſides of the ſoutheaſt point of that Iland men may ancker in 
good cleane ground, and ly landlockt for all windes. 

From thwart of Geske and Walderoe lierh a great multi- 
tude of Rockes northweſt of farre into ſea , that comming a 
ſeaboard alongſt by Swynoe with a northeaſt courſe , you 
Showld fall farre within them. 

He that commerh from the northwards may ſaile by weſt 
along by theſe rockes to Goedeu , and leave the aforeſaid 
ſuncken rocks (lying on the north fide of the Broad-ſound). 
on the ſtarboard f1de of him, and runne in about by the 
point of Goedeu, as hath beene before ſaid. 

You may alſo run into the northwardes of Goedeu, to 
wit, in betwixt Goedeu and Geske, & ancker within Geske, 
or under Walderoe , bur it is not well to be done, but for 
them, which are there verie well acquainted. 

There lie manie Rocks, ſome above, and ſome under wa- 
ter, whereof men muſt take heed. In at the Broad-ſound is 
the beſt and ſureſt. | 

For to runne from Walderoe to Roemſdale , goe bn the 
northwardes, along(t by the great land Luycko, it isin that 
farewaie ,10,20,40, 60, and 8» fathome deepe ; but even 
paſt Luycko runneth a ſtone riffe thwart over the farewaie, 
on againſt the point of the maine land , you muſt there a- 
bouts edge off trom the Ilands on the larboard fide; and run 
indifferent cloſe alongſt by that point of the maineland on 
the ſtarboard ſide , and then you runne over the deepeſt of 
that ſtone rife, to wit in three fathome or there abouts , as 
ſoone as you $hall be over it, it is againe very deepe, of ten, 
twentie, and preſentlie an hundred & two hundred fathom. 
Run on ſtill by the land on the ſtarboard ſide, & verie cloſe 
alongſt by it, and leave al the Ilands lie on the larboard fide, 


and fo you shall come into the River of Roemſdale. 
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- Towards the ſoutheaſt from the aforeſaid Iland , Goedeu 
or Gotſche-ſand, goeth a great deepe river into the land,to 
Sickule, Honighdale, and other lading places more. 

To the northwardes or northeaſtwardes from Geske lie 
(amongſt a great manie other -rockes and little Ilands) five 
great llands : the firſt called Luco, which is a high Iland, 
like as alſo the ſecond , betwixt theſe two goeth in a chan- 
nell, about ſoutheaſt called Luyckſound. 

Vpon the third called Harmſoe lieth alſo a high hill , but 

* ijsat both endes ſomewhat lowe. 

The fourth and ſmalleſt called Lemfoe or the lowe Iland, 
Sheweth it ſelfe in two or three lowe hommocks. 

Thefifth called Flemſeu, or the Roof Iland , is a great 8 

[:d. lowe Iland., but ſeemeth little to ſee to at ſea, becaule there 

lieth but one hommock upon it (not verie great) and of 

tashion as the roofe or cabben of a Hoye, at the weſt end 
higheſt. Within the eaſt point of that Iland is a good road 
in a bight, where men lie landlockt for all winds. 

To the northwardes or eaſtwardes of Flemſeu or the 
Roofe Iland , goeth in a channell called Nogwe Fioerd, 
lying in eaſt and by ſouth , at which men may runne in to 
Roemſdale. 

Without theſe foreſaid Ilands off from Luco unto Boede 
es lieth a great multitude of outrocks, great and ſmall, called 
the RoemſCales Schares. 

Eaſtwardes from the Roofe Iland or Flemſeu lieth , a- 
mongſt other rocks and little Ilands, the Iland Lever,which 
men may fſaile about on both ſides , either whether they be 
bound outwards from Roemſdale to Bereſound or Boe, or 
inwards from Boe or Bereſound, and will runne through the 
foreſaid Ilands. 
| 1s, Bereſound is a haven within ſome rockes even to the 
| ſouthwards or weſtwards of the point Boe , there it is good 
lying, but not good to come into without a Pilot , or ſome 
one that is there well acquainted. 

Boede is an out-point , with a neck or ſmall point of land, 
faſt to the maine land , alongſt to the ſouthwards of it men 
may runne in, and up to the ſouthwards to Bereſound , or 
els goe to ancker in a bay on the north fide behind Boe, by 
ſome houſes where they may lie sheltered for a weſt winde. 

From Boe to Stemnesheſt the coaſt lieth about northeaſt 
two leagues, betwixt them both about halfe waies lie manie 
ſmall lowe black outrocks,as if they were ſowne alongſt rhe 
Shoare , called the Stoppels, betwixt them and the maine 
land, you cannot faile through with great $ships without 
great danger. The Norway Barckes runne alongſt within 
them, and alſo ancker there within, under a Rock , which is 
ſomewhat greater then the reſt, and lieth about rhe middeſt 
of the Stoppels (or ſomewhat nearer the maine land) called

About three quarters of a league within thoſe two fore- 
ſaid rockes , lieth a great ſuncken rock right in the middeſt

uncovered, about which you may ſaile on both ſides. From 
this ſuncken rock to Sweggeſound , the courſe is eaſt , and 
eaſt and by north a league , but the Voghell or the Black 
Oxe and Sweggeſound are diſtant about three leagues. 

Sweggeſound is a little haven behind three great Roc- 
kes, with alittle Iland of an English mile long on the caſt 
fide of it , when you ſaile alongſt by it being bur alittle off 

from the shoare , you cannot diſcerne this Hand from the 
maine land , but it ſcemeth to be all whole land , he that is 
not there verie wel acquainted cannot perceive that to be 
an Iland , before that he come cloſe to it , for to runne in 
behind it. 

You may faile into Sweggheſound either to the eaſtwar- 
des of that Iland, or to the weſtwards of it, according as the 
wind will ſerve. To the weſtwards of Sweggheſound or the 
three foreſaid rocks, at the weſt end of the toreſaid Iland ly 
a great multitude of rocks and foul ground. 

For to faile into the weſter channel, you muſt leave them 
all on the ſtarboard ſide,and runne in betwixt them and the 
three foreſaid rocks: when you come to the end of tho(g 
three rockes, you muſt loofe up to the ſouthwards about 
by them towards the northeaſt or north , and ancker there 
in ſeven or eight fathome , there you $hall lie landlockt for 
all winds , but with a ſtorme out of the weſt , the growne ſea 
can come in rowling there through. You may alſo faile in 
further behind the rockes, untill you come in behind the 
foreſaid Iland in a little narrow bay , there men doe ly in 
two fathome, and a halfe, or three fathome, & alſo sheltred 
for all windes.

He that is bound 
to the weltwardes , may runne out to the {outhwards of the 
three foreſaid rockes , and he that is bound to the caſtwar- 
des, may faile out to the northwardes, through betwixt the 
land and the lland , but that channell is verie narrow, and 
not above two tathome deepe. | 

A halte league to the eaſtwards of Sweggheſound lieth 
the haven of Bremſnes, a little quarter of a league within it, 
on the ſtarboard hde , ſtandeth a little church , with ſome 
houſes, which you shall eſpie behind a point , when as you 
are come ſomewhat within , there dwelleth the Governour 
of Normcr Leen. Men where wonte to come to ancker 
there to paye cuſtome , but now the Kings Cuſtomer dwel- 
leth over againſt it inlittle Fooflen , fo that now at this pre- 
ſent, men may either goe there , or tolitrle Fooſſen for to 
paye there cuſtome, according as occaſion doth ſerve. 

For to ancker before Bremines , you muſt looke out for 
two beakons , which ſtand by the church upon the water 
ſide: thwart of the innermoſt is the beſt road , and alſo the 
beſt ground, let your ancker fall there , in twentie, fifteene, 
eight or renne fathome , that is neare by the shoare , for 
there it is verie ſteepe riling ground,and make you faſt with 
a hawſer to the beakons , there you shall ly landlockr for all 
winds, you may not alſo ancker no where there abouts,then 
in the foreſaid place, by reaſon of the great depth, and very 
ſteepe grounds. 

_ Little Foofſenor Fooffound is a narrowe haven , lying to 
the northwards, over againſt Bremſnes, betwixt two lands. 
In theſe two places ly rhe shippes commonly to tarrie for 
the winde , they that are bound to the eaſtwards before

the ſea alwaies breake upon them , except in verie ſmooth 


Bremſnes,and they that are bound to the weſtwards in little 
Foofſen. Men may alſo faile from Fooflen to the eaſtwards, 
through betwixt the foreſaid lands , and come into Stang- 
wixfiord againe in roome into the Liet of Dronten , bur it is 
a verie narrow channell , and not wel to be done for them 
which are not there very wel acquainted. 

Weſtnorthweſt from the haven of Bremſnes , goeth a Fly 
channell through the rocks called Fleſſound , after three Thy 
round Rockes called the Flefles,which ly in a rowe withour/#. 
the eaſt fide of this channell , and thereby is very good to 
be knowne. A little within the three Fleſles , lieth a great 
black flat rock , when you are by or in the havens mouth of 
Bremſnes it liecth weſtnorthweſt , or ſomewhat more nor- 
therly from you. For to run out from thence at that chan- 
nell, faile right with the aforeſaid black flat rock, and runne 
to the ſouthwards of it cloſe alongſt by it, leaving it and the 
Fleſſes on rhe ſtarboard ſide, ( to the northwardes of this 
flatte rock and the Fleſles it is all full of rocks, ſome above, 
and ſome under water) you shall then leave on the larboard 
ſide of you two other round rocks, which you hall ſeelie 
about a shot of a caſt peece eaſtnortheaſt , or northeaſt and 
by eaſt one from the other. When you are come without 
the Flefſes, you $hall be without all the rocks, but ſome- 
what to the weſtwardgof them lieth a great row of rockes, 
lying weſtnorthweſt a good waies into ſea, you may runne 
weſtnorthweſt alongſt by them unto the end : or when you 
are come without the Flefſes, you may ſet your cours ſome- 
what more northerly , for to get ſea roome betimes. In this 
foreſaid channell there is no danger , that can hurt you, 
but you may ſee it. In the offing you may knowe this * wag 
ſaid channell, by the foreſaid three Fleſles. | 

The marks for to finde Flefſound comming in out of the 
ſea, are two high hills, the one called Frekoll, lying upon an . 
Hand towards the ſoutheaſt not farre from Bremines , the 
other called Northorne, lying farre within the land. Frekol Fr 
is a hill with two hommocks , whereof the ſouthermoſt is 
the ſmalleſt and loweſt. Northorne is a hill much higher, Nar 
with a sharp toppe , and lieth alwaies white , covered with 
ſnowe. When this hill and the foreſaid ſouthermoſt hom- 
mock of Frekoll ſtand one in the other , ( then they are * 
ſoutheaſt and by ſouth from you) and that you ſaile in right 
with them , you $hall without faile fall right open before 
Fleſſound. Ir is a channell of a short in let , and very com- 
modious, as alſo Grypſound,for them which comming from 
Dronten, Edou , or any other place in the Lier , and before 
night cannot faile to the channells of the black Oxe or Vo- 
ghell, for to runne through them into ſea. 

About a quarter of aleague to the eaſtwardes of Bremſ- Sta: 
nes lieth Stangwycxfioerd , a large broad ſound , at the eaſt fo 
point lieth a great manie rockes , within it lieth a haven cal- 
led Hamerſound , you may not come in there but with a Har 
Pilot, except you be there extraordinarie well acquainted, ſow. 

A quarter of a league within that foreſaid point, on the 
north fide of Stangwycxfioerd ly two ladeplaces, Iorian- Joris 
wagh and Lynwagh, men runne in there to the northwards, way 
behind ſome rocks, but it it alſo Pilots water. Lyn 

Towardes the ſoutheaſt from Iorianwagh men may ſaile 
farre within the land , into many divers Sounds , ,as Stang- 
wixfioird , Schaelwicxfioird, Northfioird, Walsfioird, Wen- 
ningfivird and other more. Vpon the land of Iorianwagh 
lieth the high mountaine of Toeſter,in two hills,to the ealt- 
wards of it upon the next land lieth the mountaine of Stade- 
buye, alſo in two hilles , as Toeſter. Theſe hills of Toeſter 7/ 
and Stadebuye, when you come from the weſtwards alongſt ** 
the Liet , ly right behind one the other, and ſeeme then to 
be no more then one hill , but being thwart of them in the 
Liet, or at ſea, each sheweth in two, which is together four 
very high hills, and are commonly called together without 
difference Toeſter Poeſter. es

A quarter of a league in the Liet,to the eaſtwards of Em- 
merſound , runneth in another Sound , at the entrie broad 
and wide , within it divideth it ſelfe into two parts. Sailing 
in there you mult leave Fisholme and the Yellowe Iland on 
the larboard fide, and a rocky land , called the flat Land,

isnot well ro be diſcerned from the maine land , for thoſe 
which are not there well acquainted, the end of the North- 
foird runneth there about behind it , & maketh it an Land. 

To 
the ſouthwards of the flatte Iland licth a rock or little Iland, 


we. called Flatholme , betwixt them both is good anckering in

Through this Sound men doe runne into Eurſound , a 


| ladeplace lying in the Northfioird , there ſtandeth a little 


church on the weſt fide of the flatte Iland. Berwixt the lit- 
tle Hand is alſo a good haven , where men may ly in three, 
toure, or five fathome , it is not broad but cleane. To the 


. eaſtwards of this Yellow lland lieth the high land of Dromſ- 


nes. From thence eaſtwards, further up into the Liet , to- 
wards Dronten or Agenes it is moſt all whole land , and not 
ſo broken, as to the weſtwards of it. 

Thwart of the rockes of Hammerſound { lying on the 
ealt ſide of Stangwycxfioird ) lieth a faire channell called 
Grypeſound, one of the beſt channells for to come in out of 
the ſea into rhe Liet, it is about a quarter of a league broad, 
and goeth in cloſe to the eaſtwards of the lland Grype. 

Grypeis alittle round land lying from the Vogell north- 
eaſt and by eaſt diſtant about ſeven leagues , upon it dwell 
manie Fishermen, which goe from thence to ſea , to fish 
upon divers bancks , of fortie , fiftie , ſeventie, eightie , and 
hundred fathome , foure, five, fixe, ſeven, eight, and ſome 
tenne leagues without the land , which they knowe to finde 
by markes on the shoare. On the north ſide of Grype there 
ly but two or three rocks cloſe to the shoare , ſome ſay that 
thereabouts is ancker ground in twelve fathome. On the 
ſouth or weſt fide it is full of Rocks, but they ly moſt above 
water. About halfe waies betwixt Grype & the three Fleſ- 
ſes, ſomewhat withour all the other Rockes,lieth a ſuncken 
rock a little under water , he that runneth alongſt without 
thoſe rocks, muſt be mindfull thereof. 

For to goe into Grypeſound comming in out of the Sea, 
you mult bring the high Mountaine of Toeſter Poeſter ealt- 
ſoutheaſt from you , and faile in right with it, & ſo you $hall 
not faile to runne in ſight of the Iland Gryp,, which is good 


to knowe from the other rockes, by the great many Fisher- 


mens houſes, which ſtand upon it, and upon no other Ilands 
nor Rockes thereabouts , leave that Iland on the ſtarboard 
fide, and goe in firſt-eaſtſoutheaſt right with Toeſter, being 
paſt the Iland Gryp , bring Toeſter two points on your lar- 
board bowe, and goe ſo in ſoutheaſt, and you shall come in- 
to the Liet betwixt Hammerſound and Toeſter. From 
thence to the little Iland Edou are about foure leagues. A- 
bout three leagues to the weſtwardes ofit, or a league to 
the caſtwardes of Grypſound in the Liet, lieth alſo a func- 
ken rock , almoſt even with the water , and almoſt amidſt 
the fairewaie,, neareſt the north ſide, you may alwaies ſee 
the ſea breake upon it, leave it on the larboard fide, and 
runne about to the ſouthwards of it, there it is broadeſt, you 
may for need runne alſo to the northwards of it, through 
betwixt it and the other rocks, bur ir is there narrow. 

Edou or Edoe is a ſomewhat low plaine Vland , a league 
long , & verie narrow, which is the firit land on the larboard 
ſide}, upon the Liet , that men have shelter of trom the ſea, 
to the weſtwardes of it , there is nothing but broken land, 
Rockes and little Ilands , where the growne ſea commerh 
rouling in through. Not farre from the weſt end , upon the 
ſouth fide of Edou, ſtandeth a little white church, thwart of 
it, or a little ro the eaſtwards of it, men may ancker in eight, 
nine,or tenne fathome. The $shoare is ſteepe ryſing ground: 
Ifmen doe come neare it in foure fathome , they $hall be 
preſently faſt , but the ground is ſoft, When as men come 
from the weſtwardes, and wil ancker there,they muſt (com- 
ming neare the weſt end of the Iland) continually feele with 
the lead for the ancker ground , and ſo ſoone as they feele 
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it, let fall their ancker, thwart of the aforeſaid little white 
church, or a little to the eaſtwardes of it ; ſo that the little 
church come to ſtand over the houſes. When as men let 
fall their ancker in tenne tathome, and wending up towards 
the land, viere out the cable, then the shippe shall come to 
ly there in fix fathome. The Liet is thereabouts about a 
halte league broad. 

Vpon the eaſt end of Edou is allo alittle haven called 


Kurou , and it is ſo little that there canly no more then two Kuro, 


or three shippes. There lierh a little black rock not farre 
from the shoare , men doe runne in betwixt thar little rock 
and the land, and ancker betwixt them both, there menly 
landlockt for all winds, but the ground there is not cleane. 

At the eaſt end of Edou lieth another Iland ſomewhar 


long, called Glaſeu. To the eaſtwards of it runneth a great Glaſes. 
broad Sound into ſea , called Ramsfioird , bur it is knowne Kamsfioirs 


of few. With northerly winds there commeth through a 
great growne lea into the Lict. 


To rhe eaſtwardes from Ramsfioird lieth the land of Hit- 7h» land of 
tercn, two great long Lands, Norther Hitteren, & Souther Heteren. 


Hitteren, together about ſeven leagues long,ſo that he that 
ſaileth up the Liet thwart of them , can not perccive other 
wiſe, but that he ſaileth in betwixt two maine lands.

Shoare alongſt by Hitreren is verie cleane. The Liet is there 
abouts a great halte league broad. 

About five leagues to the eaſtwardes of Schaerſwyke , on 


the north fide of the Liet , lie the two Ilands of Lexen, to Lexew, 


wit, Norther and Souther Lexen, which are together about 
a halte league long. T here the Liet lieth betwixt both caſt= 
northeaſt, and northeaſt and by eaſt. 

In ſouther Lexen is a bay , before which lieth a round 
rock, making it there within a faire haven, called the haven 
of Lexem , the beſt haven of al the Liet. Iohn Geurtſon 
Boogart of Amſterdam , hath (at his owne charges , for the 
commoditie of ships that come there) cauſed to be made 
a*great Iron ring: men doe ancker either to the eaſtwardes 
or to the weſtwardes of the foreſaid rock , where they will 
in ſixe, ſeven or eight fathome , and bring a hawſer on the 
forefaid Ring , the further men doe runne into the bight, 
betwixt the Rocke and the land , the showlder it is, Eur all 
cleane and clcare ground.

Hemnefioerd lieth over againſt the north end of Hirte- 
ren, it is a bay where many Sawes doe ſtand, and abundance 
of good Deales are cur and laden. 

To the northwardes or eaſtwardes of the Terlingen , at 
the north end of Hitteren , in betwixt Hitteren and Lexen, 
lieth a haven called Deepeſound, the Norway Barks (com- 
ming from the ſouthwardes) runne in there along behind 
Lexen to the northwardes. | 

From Lexen to the point of Agenes on the ſouth fide, 
or to Euriland on the north fide, the Lict lieth alongſt eaſt- 
northeaſt and northeaſt and by eaſt, three leagues. Agenes 
is the northermoſt point of the Liet , you mult go about by 
it when you are bound to Dronten.

For to ancker there, you muſt bee 
verie cloſe by the shoare before you hall finde ground, and 
then you muſt make a cable faſt on the foreſaid Ring, cloſe 
to the shoare it is about five or fixe fathome deepe fowle 
ground. 

On the north ſide of the Liet over againſt the point of 
Agenes , lieth Euriland , a flat faire green land, upon it ſtan- 
deth a little white Church about an English mile off from 
the shoare within the land , almoſt like the little Church of 
Edou, thwart of it is a good road cleane flat riſing ſand, and 
clay ground , men doe commonly ancker there thwart of 
the firſt beakon in ſeven , eight or nine fathome good clay 
ground , in fixteene, ſeventeene or eighteene fathome men 
ly farre from the shoare. 

With contrary windes, or that men cannot come about 
Agenes, or taken with the night , they doe ancker moſt 
commonly there. 

By Agenes there runneth out alwaies a great ſtrong cur- 
rent to the weſtwardes,and by reaſon the lands from thence 
to the ſouthwardes on both fides are verie high , and the 
wind (being ſoutherly) falleth there betwixt them both , al- 
waies ſtrong to the northwards men cannot ( in failing up) 
get any thing there with turning to windwards, but in failing 
off they may get much by the current with turning to wind- 
wardes. 

A little about the point of Agenes on the ſtarboard fide, 
isa great Bay called Salva, wherein is good ancker ground, 
and good lying, but with northerly windes it is verie hard to 
come out there for thoſe that are bound out, or to the weſt-

Two leagues to the ſouthwardes of Tiribiry lieth Waro- 
nia, which is a great ſand-bay or haven, which at the mouth 
is narrow, but within it is a broad ſound , there is alſo an oft- 
water, where is alſo much Sammon caught. 

Within this bay it is every where good anckering,showld 
water and cleane ground. 

Before the mouth of this haven lie three little lands, be- 
hind them is alſo good road. | 

Two leagues or two leagues and a halte to the ſouthwar- 
des of Waronia, lieth Gabriele , a tyde haven , which fallerh 
dry within , ſo that men may goe over there dry at low wa- 
ter,it loweth there twelve foot up and downe,a ſouthſouth- 
weſt moone maketh high water on this coaſt. 

In the mouth of this haven lie three Ilands, two on the 
north fide ( which are the loweſt ) and one the ſouth fide, 
that is the higheſt , you muſt runne neareſt the ſouthermoſt 
when. as you will faile in there : being come within the 
Wands, you muſt edge up to the northwardes behind the 
two northermoſtIlands, and ancker there on the north fide 
of the haven, there it is ſeven and eight fathome deepe 
cleane ground. 

About a league to the ſouthwardes of it lieth Salenſfi 
Daelna, that is to ſay, the fartheſt Salenfi, but betwixt them 
both a little to the northwardes of Salenſ*i , lieth yet a great 
in-draught, which lieth in at leaſt two leagues into the land, 
and is about ſo wide as the River Tye before Amſterdam, 
there may lie a great multitude of $hippes , it is there broad 
and all over good ancker-ground. 

A little to the northwardes of this in-draught lieth a little 
Wand , or rock , ſomewhat high, about which you may faile 
within , to wit , through betwixt thoſe rockes and the land, 
but may make no road under them. | 

Salenfi Daelna is a great broad bay , before it lie three 
Ilands, which are to ſee too gray of colour , as the maine 
land. 

To the northwards of theſe llands upon the point of the 
bay, ſtandeth three great Warders,and a little to the fouth- 
wards of the Ilands , on the maine land , lieth a ſteepe hill, 
by which markes this bay is very good to be knowne. 

If you will faile into this bay comming from the north- 
wards alongſt the shoare by the forcſaid great In-draught, a 
little to the northwards of this bay , you muſt lJooke out for 
thoſe foreſaid great Warders, leave them on the ſtarboard 
{ide, and faile in cloſe by them ; through betwixt that point 
and the llands , firſt weſtſfouthweſt ſomewhat within , and 
then more ſoutherly , untill behind the llands, and ancker 
therein five, fſixe, or ſeven fathome : you may allo faile fur- 
ther to the ſouthwards into the bay , ſo deepe as you will, 

there it is all over cleane. When you come before the chan- 
nell, it ſeemeth to bee verie narrow, but it is broad enough. 

To the ſouthwards of thoſe Hands is alſo a channel which 
is very narrow , but yet for need you may faile out there. 
The ſouthermoſt Hand, that is , whereupon the Fishermen 
dwell , is faſt to the northermolt with a sholwd whereupon 
is at high water ten or eleven foot watcr , but at low water 
you cannot goe over it. 

Two little leagues to the ſouthwardes of Salenfilieth the 
Iland Daelna Olinie, that is to ſay , the furtheſt Olinie , ir is

Betwixt that land & the maine land, or the north shoare 
of the havens mouth, lie the ſuncken rock, which you muſt 
leave in comming in, onthe Jarboard fide, and runne in 
cloſe by the maine land, this channell is ſo narrow, that you 
cannot faile it in , except you have a large wind , at low wa- 
ter, thete remaineth no more then nine or ten foot depth. 

To the ſouthwardes of that great land , lieth an other 
Hand thar is indifferent high , and the ſouthermoft of them 
all , betwixt that and the point of the maine land , lieth in 
the fouther channell, which is broad and deepe enough,but 
when you ſaile in there, you muſt runne neareſt the Iland, 
for to avoid a ſuncken rock which lieth at the foreſaid 
point of the maine land. 

Theſe channells both from the ſouthwardes and from the 
northwards ly in both alongft the shoares , when as there 
you come then within the lands you may ancker there all 
over where you will, there it is broad and large, and everie 
where cleane and cleare.

A little to the northwards of this Sandbay , lieth a little 
Iland betwixt the great Iland and the coaſt,men doe ancker 
to the ſouthwards of that little Iland,thwart of the Sandbay 
in ſeven , fixe , five , and foure fathome , fo showld as they 
will, there is a veric even ſand-ground , rifing ſo even as if it 
were planed. 

Over againſt the foreſaid bay men may make road under 
the ſouth point of the Iland , thwart of a little bay, there 
they bring a howſer on land , and an ancker to ſeawards in 
nineteene tathome, there they ly ſomewhat more ont of the 
tyde then in the bay over againſt ir.

The ſecond paſſage lieth in through bertwixt the three 
northermoſt , and two fouthermoſt Ilands , that is a broad, 
wide and. deepe , and alſo the beſt channell of all, ir lieth 
ſouthweſt, and fouthweſt and by weſt from the point of 
Swetenos , and lieth in moſt ſouth , when you ſaile in there, 
you muſt runne neareſt the ſouthermoſt lands, becauſe of 
a ſuncken rock which lieth in this channell ſomewhat off 
from the third and, at high water you may runne over it, 
but not at low watcr. 

Being come within theſe Tlands , you shall fee the fixth 
Iland which lieth within the two ſouthermoſt , you muit run 
about by it , leaving ir on the Jarboard fide. When as you 
are then a little paſt that innermoſt and, you come againſt 
the high point, and faile in alongſt amid the channel! , be- 
twixt both lands, there it is showld water, to wit, five, four, 
three, to two fathome and a half , but you may {aile in amid

Betwixt the Ilands and the maine land , you may alſo 
ſaile through, but that is a verie narrow channell , men faile 
through it , as if they ſailed in alongſt aditch , betwixt two 
Dykes. 

For need, or if it were in extremity , you might allo ſaile 
through at high water betwixt the northermot Iland , and 
the fecond, and likewiſe alſo betwixt the ſecond and the 
third but if you can by any meanes doe better,it is not good 
to doe it. 

Men may ancker at divers places within theſe Ilands. Be+ 
twixtthe two ſouthermoſt Ilands and the innermoſt Hand, 
you may have road, where you may lie $sheltred for all 
winds , and ſafe from Ice-drifts out of the ſea. Within the 
innermoſt Hand you may alfo ancker over againft it ſome- 
what further in againſt the ſteepe point. At the rivers 
mouth , on the welt shoare is a bay where you may {aile in, 
& ancker ſo neere to the shoare as you will, in 6, 5,4,& 3 ta- 
thome ſoft ſticking ground, there you ly ſafe from all Icc- 
drifts. You may alſo ancker on the eaſt fide,right before the 
ſteepe point, but there you ly not ſafe for Ice that commerh 
out of the river.

Three leagues to the ſouthwards of Lombaſcho lieth a

Ponnoy is a river where remaineth at low water no more 
then tenne foot water , it loweth there with a ſpring tyde 
three fathome up and downe : and with an ordinarie tyde 
fifrcene foot. 

From the three lands to the Iland Souſnowits , which 
men doe call the crofſe Iland the courſe is ſouthweſt and by 
ſouth, or as ſome doe hold ſouthweſt tenne leagues, or from 
Ponnoy nine leagues. All alongſt this coaſt men may anc- 
ker everie where in cight and nine farhome, and with con- 
trarie windes ſtop the tydes , there goe ſtrong tydes (eſpe- 
cially in the ſpring) of the yeare with an ebbe. 

Betweene the three Ilands and the Crofle Iland lieth a 
point upon which ſtand alſo three croſſes, one by the other, 
which men doe miſtake oftentimes for the Crofle land, but 
it is much ſmaller roſee ro. When you doe ger ſight of that 
point, there sheweth by it, as if there lay a ship before the 
land with the topmaſts ftricken. The right Crofle Iland 
hath upon the north end two crofſes, and upon the ſouth 
end three, by all theſe markes they are good to be knowne 
one from the other. | 

Behind the Crofle Iland you may have road in fixe or ſe- 
yen fathome, you may fail in behind it as well from the 
northwards as from the ſouthwardes, it is there cleane and 
clearc eyerie where , men doe ancker , that the great croſle 
doe ſtand from them eaſtnortheaſt , there is the right road. 

Southeaſt and by ſouth from the three Ilands , and Pon- 
noy on the Ruſſe ſide, there goeth in the Meſeens goltfe, in- 


to which commeth a great River where men may goe up 


ro Kida , and Kolmogro , and alſo another upon which the 
towne Slowoda lieth. ; 


Southeaſt from Ponnoy lieth a little Iland in the month _ - 
of the Meſeens golfe , where you may have road ander for . 


weſterly and ſouthweſt winds.

Ow men s$hall faile from Amſterdamto 
Vrck ( about Enchuyſer ſand) and from 
Enchuyſen to the Crippel and Creyl , is 
deſcribed in the firſt chapter of the firſt 
booke of the Eaſterne navigation. 

, From the buy upon the Crippel, 
( which lieth upon the Eaſt end of the 
Crippelſand in three fathome ) unto the 

” beacon upon Cripple ſand the courſe is northweſt and by 

weſt, and northweſt, When Lurkebrooke , a ſmall ſpire 

ſteeple commeth to Hem ( which is alſo a ſpire ſteeple)then 
are you thwart of that beacon. From the beacon upon the 

Cripple , unto the ſouther buy upon Wieringher flat, the 

courſe is northweſt and by weſt , or weſtnorthweſt, accor- 

ding as the wind and tyde $hall be,it lieth at high water with 
an ordinary tyde , in thirteen foot and a halte , the markes 

f thereof are theſe : Grootebrooke commeth betwixt two 

Hayftacks, to the eaſtwards of the five water-mi!s which 

ſtand to the eaſtwards of Warvers hoof, that is along marke 

in the South. Twiſch a sharpe ſteeple to the weſtwards 
of Medenblick, commeth over Almerdorp , there was wont 
bbe a little flat ſteeple, bur itis fallen downe,and therefore 
tow not ſo good to be knowne, that was a right thwart 
marke. Vpon Wieringen ſtandeth a cape , bring Eaſtlander 
ſteeple, which is a flat ſteeple upon Wieringen , right over 
the cape , & ſaile ſoright with it , and you shal come right 
with the buy. When you are at the buy,Weſtlander Church 
commeth then over Cleverſtee , and the eight milles to the 
eaſtwardes of Medenblick , alittle without the Bulwarke of 
the towne. For to finde the deepeſt of the Flat comming 
from the Cripple,you muſt be carefull to lok out for the fore 
faid markes. If that Twiſch come firſt to Almerdorp, betore

are ſure markes for to ſaile over the Flats, when there ly no 

buyes.Alongſt tothe eaſtwardes ofrhebuy is the deepeſt wa- 

ter. If you wil ancker before the Wieringer Flat,then come 

no neerer the Flat then when Twiſch commeth a little to 

the weſtwardes of Opperdoes , or halfe waies betwixt Op- 
perdoes and Almerdorp. 

1 For to ſaile from the foreſaid ſouther buy over the Gam- 

mels tot Medenblick, you muſt bring the weſtermoſt water-

It you defire to faile over the Gammels to Medenblick, 
when you come from the Flie , then bring the ſteeple of 
Opperdoes over the weſtermoſt water-mull of five which 
ſtand to the weſtwards of Medenblick, and runne in ſo right 
with them, until that the weſtermoſt water-mill of eight { to 
the eaſtwards of Medenblick) come to ſtand a capſtone bar- 
res length withontthe Bulwark,as here before once alreadly 
hath been ſayd. Having theſe markes thus , and that it doe 
become darke, then goe on ſouth , and fouth , and by caſt, 
according as the wind , and tyde shall be , and you shall not 
doe amifſle , neither shall you miſſe the towne.

TheEnglish Poll is ſteepe , but with eaſterly winds men 
may Borrow of it by the lead.

the toreſaid markes in darke weather, and it is ſo broad,thar 
men have an halfe houres worke for to faile thwart over it, 
but the English Poll is ſo narrow, that men mov ranne Over 
it with foure or five caſts of the lead. When rhat Aerden- 
burgh commeth without the foreſaid fandhils of Caſanr, 
then you are paſt the dry Raen , burit lieth yer our to rhe 
weftwards with a great flat, ſo farre to the weſtwardes, that 
whe Bridges commeth to the eaſtwards of Blanckenbrough 
in the Gallowesherds, that are high ſandhils ro the eaſt- 
wards of Blanckenbrough , where in times paſt was wont a 
Gallowes to ſtand, then you are paſt all the showlds, and 
may goe your courſe where you defire to be. Blancken- 
brough hath a flat ſteeple ſomewhat higher ( bur not ſo 
thick) as Lisweghen. 

From the end of the English Poll lieth a long ribbe ( a- 
bout a shot of a caſt peece broad) to the weſtwardes, untill 
paſt Oſtend, called the Ripr, it is hard ſand, and good anc- 
ker ground. When Blanckenbrough ftanderh ſoutheaſt 
and by eaſt from you there is upon the Ript at low water 
fix fathome deepe , more to the eaſtwards, rowards the 
English Poll it is $showlder , but the farther to the weſt-

that in ſixe, ſeven, or eight fathome, according as you 
$hall be to the eaſtwards or the weſtwards, then edge off 
againe to the northwardes into the ſea, untill it begin to 
Showld , and be hard ground ; Kkeepe ſo the ſounding of 
the Ript untill that you find againe deeper water and ſoft 
ground, runne in then eaſtnortheaft , and edge now and 
then to the ſouthwardes, towardes the north ſide of the fo- 
reſaid Ript, untill that Bridges commeth to Liſweghe (be- 
ing a flat and verie thick ſteeple ) or that Blanckenbrough 
ſtand ſouth from you , then you come rhwart of the Raen 
into the Splete. Then bring the ſteeple of Middle- 
broug over the foreſaid Inner ſand-hili, betwixt Soutland 
& Dishoeck , and run in right with it, eaſtnortheaſt untill 
that the Caſtle of Sluce come to the eaſtwards of the fore- 
ſaid eaſt ſandhills of Caſant, ſaile then right on with Flus- 
hing , and ſo you $hall goe cleare-both of the Raen and rhe 
Polles. If it should happen in dark or miſty weather , that 
you cannot ſee Middlebrough, then run in by your lead a- 
longft by the northfide of the Ript caſtnortheaſt, untill chat 
you find showlding and hard ground of the banck, aad ſo 


you $hall run in betwixt the Raen and the- banck. The 


weſtend ofthe Rane is flat , which you may ſound verie 
well. In the channell betwixt the banck , or English Poll, 
and the Raen it is ſoft ground on both ſides, as well towar- 
des the Raen as towardes the banke , it doth begin to 
Showld, and to be hard ground. When Heylt, thatis, a 
high sharp ſteeple commeth to the fire-beacon,, thwart of 
that is the banck , or English Poll at the showldeſt , to the 
eaſtwardes of that, the banck waxeth deeper; Being come 
paſt the showldeſt, if you edge towardes the banck, you 
Shall finde deeper water, and may runne over there at halfe 
flood with 18 foot, bur it is not good to doit, for not to fail 
upon the French Poll, but keepe all alongſt the ſounding 
and hard ground of the banck , and shape your courſe a 
little more eaſterly for to avoid the Raſles, which lie thwart 
of Soutland , and are fteepe.

In the 
Splete, and over the Showlds lying thereabouts, the tyde 
turneth about againſt the Sunne, and art laſt falleth in at the 
channells. A fouth & north Moone maketh there the high- 
eſt water. The fore-flood falleth over the showlds there 
towards the land. When the Moone is about eaſtſoutheaſt, 
or that the water be about two houres flowen,then it begin- 
neth to turne towards the ſourh, firſt ſouthſouthweſt , and 
then palt rhe ſouth towards the caſt,untill that the Moon be 
ſouthſoutheaſt, and then the flood falleth to the eaſtwards. 
When Blanckenbrough ſtandeth about ioutheaſt and by 
eaſt from you, from thence to the eaſtwards the tyde tur- 
neth about againſt the Sun, but from thence to the weſt- 
wards,you $hall not find the tydes to turne abour. 

Againſt Zealand in the fare-way a third part of the flood 
fallerh rowards the land , and afterwards eaſt and by north.

5 the coaſt, lying from the haven of Sluce 
722% unto Callice, moſt weſtſouthweſt, and 
dg caſtnortheaſt. The firſt ſteeple to the 
9g weſtwards of Sluce is S. Anne a flat ſtee- 
NRC wS ple, next is Knock a Sharpe ſteeple , & 
then Weſtchappel a little short flat ſteeple , with a blunt 
cap upon it. Heylt to the weſtwards of them is a long sharpe 


ſteeple higher then Knock. Betwixt Heyft 8 Blanc- 
kenbrough, lieth Liſweghen ſomewhat within rhe land, 
that is a flat ſteeple,& the thickeſt of all the ſteeples there- 
abouts, Blanckenbrough is alſo a flat ſteeple higher 
then Liſweghen, but nor ſo thick. Within the land from 
Blanckenbrough, ſtandeth Bridges, two thick, sharpe ſtee- 
ples upon one Church; to the weſtward of Blanckenbrough 
a great halfe league , lieth Wenduynen a $harpe fteeple. 
Betwixt Wenduynen and Blanckenbrough ftandeth an 
other little ſteeple called Iohn Davids ſteeple. Oftend 
lieth a great league to the weftwards of Wackerbout. A 
halfe league to the weftwards of Oſtend, lieth S. Cathari= 
nes, anda league to the weſtwards of itis Middlekerck, 
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port it is two leagues, there is a flat ſteeple, with a little shar- 


ſteeple. A little to the eaſtwards of Newport lieth our 
Lady of Lombardy, a high flat ſteeple. 

From Newport to Broers is it two leagues , and from 
Broers to Dunkerck threeleagues. The Soutkoten is a lea- 
gue to the eaſtwards of Dunkerck. Dunkerck hath a high 
fat ſteeple , with a little sharpe ſteeple. From Dunkerck to 
Gravelin are three leagues, betwixt them ſtand theſe ſtee- 

les, firſt little Sinten a little sharp ſteeple, great Sinten a 
thick flat ſteeple, Maerdyck a thick flat ſteeple, & S. Geor- 
ges a high Sharpe ſteeple. Graveling hath no ſteeples , but 
there [ſtand two milles, one on the Eaſter gate, & the other 
on the weſt end of the town. From Graveling to Callice are 
three leagues. Callice hath many $harpe ſtceples, where of 
one is higher then all the reſt, & betwixt both ly theſe vil- 
lages moſt without ſteeples. Firſt Hooghenpryle 8& Daſen, 
two flat ſteeples; more Valdam a flat Church with alittle 
ſpire upon the middeſt of it , that is all the knowledge of 
Flanders. The coaſt of Flanders betwixt Callice and Blan- 
kenbrough, is four and twenty leagues long,or as ſome ſay, 
one and twenty leagues & Blanckenbrough from Flushing 
nine leagues. So that Flushing is from Callice,at the leaſt 30 
leagues, or as ſome ſay,three and thirty leagues at the moſt. 

That which is here ſaid of the ſteeples 8& leagues alongt 
the coaſt of Flanders, is very ſerviceable 8 needfull as well 
for that which is before deſcribed of the Wielings, as alſo 
for the ſayling into the havens of Flanders , but eſpecially 
for the knowledge of the Flemish banckes. 

For to ſaile into Oſtend , you muſt run cloſe to the eaſt- 
wards of the towne into the haven called the Gueule , on 
the eaſt point of the haven lieth a head , whereupon ſtan- 
deth a beakon,you muſt run cloſe in by rhat head, there it is 
deepeſt. From the weſt fide, to wit, towards the towne, 
shooteth off alittle flar, therefore you muſt avoyd that fide 
a $hippes lenght or two, at low water & a common tyde re- 
maineth in this havens mouth fix foot, and athigh water 
there is two & twenty foot water. A little within the haven 
you may ancker where you will, & atlow water you may ly 
there with a great shippe a float. 

Newport is a tyde-haven which falleth altogether dry at 
low water, & at high water, & a common tyde there is thir- 
teen foot water, cloſe before the havens mouth is a banck, 
which lieth from the eaſtwards of the haven of Newport 
over to the weſtwards, thwart before the havens mouth , & 
at halfe flood lieth dry, and at high water there commeth 


' no more upon it then eight foot water. He that wil go into 
* Newport, muſt goe in from the weſtwards betwixt the fo- 


reſaid banck & theland, & ſayle in to the ſouthwards of the 
banck ſo long untill that the innermoſt beacon come even 
through, or to the eaſtwards of the outermoſt, & then run 
in ſo right by them , and inalongſt amidſt the channell be- 
twixt the heads, Betwixt the banck and the land it is on 
both ſides flat riſing ground, ſo that you may ſound the 
choares on borh fides , but one the north fide the banck is 
ſomewhat ſteepe, is it three fathom deepe cloſe alongſt by 
it. Within the havens mouthit is ſet on both ſides of the 
deepe with beacons,where you muſt runne through betwixt 
untill you come before the towne, which lieth about a can- 
non shot from theſea fide. There is fired in the night upon 
the two great beacons, but not longer then from halfe flood 
to halfe cbbe. 

Fro Newport to Dunkerk alongſt by the shoare through 
within the bancks, it is cleane without any fowle ground or 
bancks,8 at low water fifte® foot deep,theneerer the shoare 
the deeper. Thwart of the Cloyſter Ten Duyne betwixt it 
& Broers bank,it is narroweſt, which lieth not farre from the 
Shoare,thwart of it you muſt goe cloſe alogſt by the shoare. 

The Quade bick runneth off to the eaſtwards of the head 
of Dunkerck , atleaſt two leagues to the weſtwards ending 
thwart of the heads of Dunkerck. To the eaſtwards of the 
eaſterhead of Dunkerk men may ancker behind this banck, 
and ly sheltred for a northweſt, n. and n. ce. wind, it is two 
tarhom deepe thereat low water, but in the comming in , it 
5 Showlder, Before the havens mourh of Dunkerk it is nine 
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of Dunkerck,6,7,8& 8 fathom, from thence men may runne 


oyer the Small banck in 3 fathom, & come againſt the 

Broad banck. This Small banck lieth right thwart before 
the haven of Dunkerck , to wit, betwixt Dunkerck , and 
the Broad banck. 

For to ſaile into Dunkerck , you muſt bring the fires 
within a capſtone barres length one to the other, to wit, the 
innnermoſt ſo much to the eaſtwards of the outermoſt, keep 
them ſo, and runne in then cloſe alongſt by the eaſter-head, 
the weſter head lieth ſomwhat further off into the ſea then 
the other , thwart of it lieth a ſandplate with ſome pales, 
therefore you muſt avoid it, 8 runnein cloſe alongſt by the 
caſter head. It isa narrowe haven, 8 at high water & a 
common tyde there commeth no more then twelve foot 
water. In the night they doe fire there as at Newport, from 
halfe flood to halfe ebbe, and the loweſt fire-beacon tan- 
deth next unto the ſea, 

From the weſter head of Dunkerck runneth off a banck 
about two leagues log, called the Splinter,which falleth dry 
at low water at many places, men may faile in by the shoare 
behind this banck from the weſtwards almoſt to the weſter 
head of Dunkercke, and there may come to an ancker in 
five, fix, ſeven, and eight fathom. About halfe a league from 
the foreſayd weſter head, there runneth a Slenck through 
the foreſayd banck , where little shippes may goe through 
at high water. 

Graveliog is alſo a tyde-haven,where men muſt goe in at 
high water, there ſtand two beacous, which you mult keepe 
one by the other, and aile ſo in betwixt the heads, on the 
welt fide runneth off alittle riffe, which you muſt avoyd. 
When you come from the eaſtwards alongſt the coaſt run- 
ning through Wolbrech ſound, at the end of the Brakes, 
(that are the bancks before Dunkerck, & from thence weſt- 
wards) the you come againſt the weſt pointof the foreſayd 
little rife or outſand of Graveling, which lieth a good ways 
offinto the ſea, to the eaſtwards of it men run into the ha- 
ven of Graveling by night right in with the fires. 

To the weſtwards of the haven of Graveling lieth a bank 
or flat alongſt the shoare, lying a good wayes off from the 
land to ſeawards, almoſt as farre to the weſtwards as Calli. 
ce, called the Newland, men may runne alongſt by it, or 
over it in five,four,and three fathom, accordingas men will, 

The haven of Callice falleth every tyde altogether dry, 
8& at high water with a common tyde there is no leſſe then 
3 fathom water. Forto ſaile in there you muſt keepe the 
mill ( ſtanding on the eaſt corner of the towne ) right over 
the eaſter head , & runne in ſo cloſe alongſt by the caſter 
head, and let the caſtle ly on the weſt fide of you , from 
the weſter head runnerh off alittle riffe, therefore you mult 
avoyd it. When you are come in within the weſter head, 
you muſt go up to theweltwards into Paradice, & there ly 
dry at low water. By night when the tyde ſerveth, there 
ſtand two fires, you maſt runne-in right with them. It is 
not good to come into this haven before high water, be. 
cauſe of the exceeding ſtrong tyde that runneth in there 
with the flood, for to avoyd the anckers of the Ship- 
pes, which ly there within. Ir is there within dangerous 8 
bad lying, eſpecially with a northerly wind, which bloweth 
there open in. 

Thwart off from the weſter head of Callice lieth a banck 
of two fathom , betwixt the Head or Meyland, and the 
ſame banck men may run through in three fathom at halfe 
flood, the banck is two fathom deepe. Vnder Callice cliffe 
at the eaſt end, men may ancker in ten fathom, but ar 
the weſt end licth a rock under water, a bowe shot from 
the land. Callice Clifte lieth betwixt Callice and Black- 
nefle. 

Of the Flemish banckes, 


Eft from Weſtcappell, and n. w. from Oſtend , about 
nine leagues without the coaſt of Flanders, lieth a lit- 
tle plate, whereupon at low water, is nc more then two and 
twenty foot water, in towle weather the ſea breaketh very 
much upon it, 
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About two leagues from Oſtend without the land lieth 


The Trics, the Tricx , orouterbanck , upon it there is no more then 
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fifteen or ſixteen foot water. When S. Katherines ſteeple 
commeth againſt Oſtend, then you come on againſt this 
banck : betwixt this banck and the Heads of Oftend , lieth 
another banck of three fathom water. 

Betwixt Oftend: & Newport ly foure banks, all which 
foure begin about thwart of Oſtend , the two neereſt to the 
lands end thwart of Newport. The other ly all alongſt the 
land almoſt ro Dunkerck : the firſt and neereſt to the land 
is called the Geere,betwixt that and the land goeth a chan- 
nell through of eight, nine, and ten fathom. 

The ſecond called Laland, endeth alſo againſt Newport, 
betwixt theſe two goeth a channell through of eight and 
nine fathom. 

The third are two banckes one to the other , the cafter- 
moſt ending halfe wayes: Laland is called Stroom , the 
weſtermoſt ending thwart of Dunkerck , is called the Sto- 
nebanck, which hath on the eaſt fide a hooke , which 
lieth to the eaſtwards, running to nothing almoſt againſt 
Newport : this banck is three or foure fathom, and upon 
the caſt ead five and fixe fathom. 

The fourth is alſo in two bancks , the eaftermoſt is cal- 
led Sandele, or Oudermoers banck , and the weſtermoſt 
Calbanck , of ſome called alſo Small-banck , which lierh 
alongſt by the Broad-banck : but that outer end lieth at 
leaft two great leagues off. 

The shippes that will goe before Dunkerck, 8 cannot 
get alongſt by Flanders, do runne about without theſe 
bancks , untill they come againſt Broad-banck, and then 
run in alongſt by it in five or fixe fathom, The channell is 
fifteen fathom deepe , and every one of theſe foure bancks 
hath a dry Polder. When two ſteeples ( that are ſome- 
what flat to the ſouthwards of Newport ) ſtand a handſpi- 
kes length aſunder then are you thwart of theſe foure 
bancks heare before mentioned , which are not deeper at 
low water then one fathom, and at Spring tydes fall al- 
molt dry. 

Betwixt all theſe banckes you may anckerin nine , ten, 
eleven, andalſo in twelve fathom , you may runne over 
them in foure fathom , but when youare to the weſtwards 
ot them , you $hall finde it deeper, to wit, eight, nine and 
ten fathom. 

T':2 Broers banck is three cornerd, and lieth cloſe by 
the land thwart of Broers and the Cloyſter Ten Duynen, 
and lieth off from the $hoare about weſtnorthweſt a league 
irto the ſea, when the Cloyſter Ten Duynen , or the 
Broers lieth ſouth from you, then you are at the innermoſt 
part of the Broers bancke; you may runne through be- 
twixt the land & this banck, in foure fathom at low water, 
but men doe runne commonly about to the weſtwards of 
it, when they faile through within the banckes, alongft the 
coaſt of Flanders. 

A little to the weſtwards of Broers banck lieth the Cams 
banck, which is three fathom deepe , and lieth in many 
Raſles, you may runne through betwixt the land & this 
banck alſo in eight, nine, and ten fathom, and alſo may 
ride there for all winds. By the land , betwixt this banck 
and Broers banck , itis five farhom deepe.When you runne 
through betwixt this banck and the land , then you come 
alongft by the Quade banck untill you come before the ha- 
ven of Dunkerck. When you are a good wayes paſt the 
head of Dunkerk, about ſouthweſt from the Splinter, then 
you runne over a $showld of two fathom, called Wilbaert 
ſound ; being over it you $hall have againe ten, eleven, 
and twelve : 66 When Borburger ſteeple commeth 
inthe valley of the ſandhill, then you are thwart of this 
bank, by theſe markes you may ſaile through theſe banc- 

kesnorthnorthweſt into the ſea, and come againſt the taile 
of the Broad-banck in four fathom. When as that you 
doe edge againe ſomewhat towards the land in twelve , 
thirteen or fifteen fathom ; then you may ſaile through be- 
twixt the Broad and the Small banck , on eaftnortheaſt, 
or caſt and by north untill you be paſt the Cloyſter Ten 
Duynen , or the Brocrs banck , which lieth off trom the 
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Cloyſter abont a league in to the ſea, To the eaſtwards 
paſt this banck it beginneth to be showld water againſt 
Newport four or five fathom, being paſt Newport , you 
muſt edge towards the land, in eight or nine fathom, keep. 
ing cloſe tothe land, and then you shall runne through 
betwixt the land and the Geere, ( which lieth alongſt to- 
wards Oftend.) When you come againſt Oſtend, then 
you are cleare of the banckes, and then you may runne 
into the ſeafor to goe into the Wielings. 

There ly yet five long bancks alonglt Flanders When 2/4, 
Graveling is ſoutheaſt from you , then you are thwart of rhe x 
the ſouth end of theſe banckes : and when Newport is 
ſoutheaſt from you, then you are thwart ofthe north end % 
of them, they, are very long , and betwixt each goeth a 
wyde channell through of eight, nine, twelve , fifteen, fix- 
teen, eighteen, nineteen, and twenty fathom deepe, each 
of a ſeverall depth. 

The outermoſt or weſtermoſt banck called the Cliffe, 7;, # 
lieth from Callice cliffe northnortheaſt about four lea- 
gues and a halfe , and is three fathom and a halte 
deepe : betwixt this & the other goeth a wyde channell 
through of three and twenty and tour and twenty fathom 
deepe. 

The ſecond called the Ruyting, lieth from Callice cliffe 71, 
northeaſt and by north about four leagues, and is there riy, 
five or fixe fathom deepe, but upon the ſouth end ofir is 
a Polder ofa fathom and a halte. When the ſouth end of 
Winocxberghen commeth betwixt the two flat ſtceples to 
the weltwards of Dunkerck , then are you thwart of this 
Polder. 

There ſtand three or four millesto the eaſtwards of Dun- 
kerck , when the outermoſt commeth over the eaſt end of 
the towne, that is alſo a good mark of this Polder, or 
Showld , and then the ſteeple of Dunkerck $hall bee from 
you ſoutheaſt five leagues. 

Betwixt this and the third goeth alſo a channell through 
of 12 and 13 fathom. | 

The third, called the Dyke, lieth from Callice Cliffe 7 
northeaſt , and is deepe four and five fathom, upon the 
ſouth and north end of this banck are Polders, the ſourh- 
ermoſt is deepe one fathom,and lieth alſo upon the markes 
of Winocxberghe about northweſt ſomewhat weſterly from 
Dunkerck,and is called the Polder of the Dyke, or Dyke- 
polder, the other Polder or showld of this banck is about 
four fathom and two foot deepe, & lieth northweſt from 
the Cloyſter Ten Duynen. The bancks are very dangerous; 
for the Ruyting lieth almoſtin the fareway, & at low water 
they have no more then 2 fathom depth. 

The fourth banck , called Kettell-banck , lieth from 
Callice cliffe northeaſt & by eaſt and is deepe, three, four, # 
five , and fix fathom. Vpon the ſouthend is a showld of 
one fathom water at low water, at Spring tydes theſe Pol- 
ders fall dry. Alongſt by this goeth alſo a channell through 
of nineteen & twenty fathom. 

To the eaſtwards of the Kettel-banck, to wit, betwixt 
that & the Broad-banck, goeth through a great channel of 
nineteene and twenty fathom. 

In all the channells betwixt the foreſaid banks , men 
may turne to windwards every where from one banck to 
the other and ancker betwixt the bancks where they will. 

The ſouth end of the Broad-banck lieth from Callice , 
ciffe eaſtnortheaſt , & hath oneshowld upon the ſouth end , 
of one fathom and a halfe , is throughout three and four 
fathom deepe. 

The northend is deepe fix, ſeven, 8& eight fathom, and 
lieth ſo farre to the northwards, untill Newport be North- 
weſt from you, or the Cloyſter Ten Duynen be north» 
northweſt five or Gxe leagues from you.

Weſt & by ſouth 
from Callice clifte , and ſouth and ſouth and by eaſt from 
Dover, is the showleſt of it, at low water not deeper then 
ſixteen or ſeventeen toot.

When youly in the Downes, and that the inner point 
of the cliffe of the ſouth Forland ly fouthſourhweſt from 
you , then the Quernes ly north.and by eaſt from you, and 
the north end of Goodding northeaſt from you. 

The north end of Goodding , and the point of the north 
Forland, ly ſoutheaft and by. eaft, and northweſt and by

For to come from the northwardes into the Downes 
through betwixt the Brakes and the Quernes: there ſtan-

Shorum is a tyde-haven, where is at high water, & ſpring Shorum.

' Ar Shorum ſomtimes there are builded many great $hips 
of three or foure hundred tunnes. 
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About eight leagues to the weſtwards of new Haven lieth 
; Arondell, a tyde haven , where a ship may goe in at halfe 
flood , you muſt goe in there by the weſtland northeaſt in. 
In the entry it is two , and betwixt the two lands three fa- 
cthom deep at high water: but within in the haven remaineth 
at low water four and five fathome : there you muſt ancker 
before the village. 

Five leagues weſtſouthweſt from Arondell, and thirteene 
leagues welt and by ſouth ſomewhat weſterly from Beachy, 
ly the bancks or showlds of the Owers under water, a great 
league and a halfe a ſeaboard the land. 

About two leagues eaſtnortheaſt ſomewhat eaſterly from

They that faile off from the haven of Shorum , & are bound 
to the weſtwards , muſt not goe more weſterly then ſouth- 
ſouthweſt untill they come in eighteene fathome , before 
they ſer their courſe more weſterly for fear of this showld. 
About an English mile northweſt from this foreſaid showld, 
lieth alſo a tuncken rock , whereupon at low water is no 
more then five or fixe foot water, 

About halfe waies betwixt Arondell and Selſey runneth 
off a ledge of rockes thwart to the ſouthwardes from the 
shoare , about an English mile and a halte into the ſea , cal- 
led the Bogners , whereof ſome of the rocks fall dry at low 
water, but the outermoſt are alwaies under water. 

About two leagues and a half ſouthſouth on from Selſey,

Being come with- 
in the Stakes ( as you come in by the weſt lang ) then beare 
ſomewhat off preſently from the weſt shoare , almoſt unto 
the middle of the channell,neereft to the weſt shoare, untill 
you come before the village that lieth on the weft ſide, 
there is adeepe docke, where a shippe that draweth 16 foot 
water may ly afloate at low water.

But betwixt the 
Northrock and the Southrock goeth a faire broad Sound 
through , where men may well turn to and againe , and at 
many places may ancker, it is all over good cleane ſandy 
ground, fixe, ſeven, and eight fathome deepe. 

From the eaſt fide of the Southrock unto the Ilands at 
the eaſt point of the Bay of Knockfergus, called Koppen, 
or Kopland lles , the courſe is northnor*hwelſt or ſomewhat 
more northerly, about fix leagues: tor when men ſaile from 
the caſt ſide of theſe lands to the ſouthwards, with a ſouth- 
ſoutheaſt way , they goe farre enough without the North 
and Southrockes. There betwixt them both ly divers more 
little Hands , rockes , and ſuncken rockes , and showlds, for 
the which men muſt take good heed when they will come 
neere by the shoare. 

The Coplandes Iles Iy about an English mile from the 
land , they are on the oft-ſide to ſea-wardes , cleane , but 
from the inner fide there goeth off ſome ledges and fowle 
ground , in the mid-way , there going through it is five and 
ſixe fathome deepe , but it is beſt to go without , except for 
them that are well acquainted. The north point of the bay 
of Knockfergus, lieth diſtant from the Copland lles , three 
or foure leagues northweſt or ſomewhat northerly, tor with 
a ſoutheaſt courſe from the north point towards the tore- 
ſaid Hands, that goeth far enough without them.

Hee that commeth off from the Faire 
Forland , muſt (at leaſt) go ſoutheaſt and by eaſt, for to run 
alongſt cleare of theſe towle groundes. "rom the weſt fide 
alſo lieth off a little rayle of a ledge of r« es, towardes the 
land. Further,it is there cleane,that mc - ſaile through 
there within , but men muſt not come neerer the Maydes, 
then about halfe channell betwixt them and the mayne, but 
the mayne land fo neere as they will , which is both cleane 
and cleare, with many Bayes , where men may every where 
ancker, yet heere and there ly ſome rockes, but they are all 
above water : There is nothing that can hurt but men may

Abour halte a league to the weſtwardes, of this bay, a quar- 
tcr of a league from the land, lieth alittle land which is ve- 
ry low and plaine , at both ends going plaine downe , that is 
a good mark to know this foreſaid bay , mcn may allo faile 
through betwixt the Hand and the maine,if the y will.

About two great leagues to the eaſtwardes of the fore- Dyygg 
ſaid point S. Iohns point , lieth the haven of Dungall , in to hazen, 
the ſouthwardes. For to'ſaile in there you muſt firſt shunne 
the eaſter shoare , which is very towle with dry plates and 
rockes.

The haven of Moy hath at the.comming in a broad bay, Xoye, 
in it ly ſome rockes: For to faile in there you muſt leave 
them all on the weſt fide , that is , on the ſtarboard fide, and 
runne towards a little ſandy land,that hath at che north end 
a little riffe, you muſt goe into the weſtwards of it, and leave 
that Iland on the larboard fide. Even within that foreſaid 
Hand, lieth another little round green lland , that muſt bee 
left on the ſtarboard fide, ſo ſoone as you shall be right 
againſt it, you mult let fall your ancker, for a little further it 
is Showld and hard ſandy ground, the greateſt ancker muſt 
be brought towards that toreſaid long ſmall Hand , and the 
{ſmall ancker towards the little green Iland , it falleth there 
at low water alwaies dry. If you will goe from thence be- 
fore the towne Moye, you muſt light your shippe to eight 
foot, for to come through betwixr the long ſmall Hand, and 
the ſouth grounds , there is at high water with an ordinary 
tyde no more then nine foot water ; being come over that 
neck , you $hall come into a poole before the rowne Moy, 
there you may ride afloat at low water.

cleane without any fowle ground , ſo that men may turne in 
ro and againe from the one land to the other , without feare 
of taking any hurt. 'The north ſide of the middlemoſt land 
is nothing elſe but faire ſteepe rockes : when you are come 
within the Ilands , you muſt shun the middlemoſt , becauſe 
of alittle riffe thar lieth off it.

THE FOVRTH BOOKE' 
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Contayning the Deſcription of the Coaſtes of France and Biſcay , 
betwixt Vshant and Cape de Ortegall. 


He that muſt turne to windwardes from the Fourne to- 
wards Conquet, or S.Mathews point , let him make uſe of 
theſe markes : In the point of Conquet-haven,or Conquets Corquers 
oort, are two valleys the one great , that is the weſtermoſt, 99 
and one little , that is the eaſtermoſt , in manner as is here 
portrayed :

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When you runne over to the eaſtwards rowards the land, 

and that the Abbey of S. Mathews commeth a capſtone 
barres length to the eaſtwards of the ſmalleſt valley, accor- 
ding as is Shewed in this figure, then it is time to caſt about:

The Norther and the Souther Haghels ly 
about a shot of a caſt peece diſtant one from the other. 

Two or three Cables lengths thwart from the point of 

Conquer haven, or Conquers oort to ſeawards,lieth a func- 

ken rock , which with a ſpring tyde commeth above water, 
called the Vintner, by the French /z Bel. For to avoid it The Vint- 
comming from the northwards , or from the Fourne , and 7. 
being come upon the foreſaid marks ( of S.Mathews Abby 

in the great valley of Conquets oort ) unto cloſe by Con- 
quets oort, then runne cloſe about by it , alongſt within a 
cables length of rhe point , or keepe the Abbey of S. Ma- 
thews even without to the point of Conquet aort, and fo 
cloſe about it, within a cables length , as before is ſaid , and 
then you $hall leave the Vintner a Cables length or two on 

the ſtarboard fide of you, and can take no hurt of it. 

When the little Church upon the point of Conquets oort 
is caſt from you , then is the Vintner weſt right thwart from 
you, orels when that the Souther houſes of Conquer, begin 
ro come without,or to the point of Conquet, then you have 
alſo the Vintner upon your fide , weſt and weſt and by ſouth 
from you, a little shot of a caſt peece. 

If you faile into Conquer haven , then runne about the Conquer 
point within a cables length , as is beforefaid , untill you ſee haven. 
the haven open, then you.come againſt the Feneſtiers, Fereſtrers, 
which are rocks that ly off abour a cables length trom the 
eaſt land of Conquet haven under water : For to avoid 
them, runne alongtt by the norther shoare, untill you come 
within the haven. Betwixt the Feneſtiers and the blanck Black. 
Moines (that are rocks by S. Mathews point) is a good road /fcines, 
under the Abbey of S. Mathews as well for them that are 
bound to the northwards as to the ſouthwards. It you will 
goe into this road comming from Conquets oort , then run 
right with the blanck Moines , untill that the Abbey ot 
S. Mathews bee eaſtſoutheaſt from you , faile then rowards 
it untill you come before the Abbey , and ancker there in 
ſixe or ſeven fathome. 

Abour a league to the eaſtwards of S. Mathews point, to- 
wards Breſt, lieth a ſuncken rock, about haltc a shot of a 
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caſt peece from the north shoare. If yon will ſaile into Breſt- 
water, then goe from S. Mathewes point away eaſt and by 
ſouth, and eaftſoutheaſt, and keep the north end of the 
Southermoſt Mollens, without S-Mathewes point , ſolon 
untill that the mill upon the northland come to the north- 
wards of the trees, then you faile along(t to the ſouthwards 
of the foreſaid rock , and ſo doing , you can take no hurt of 
it ; but if you bring the ſouth end of the Mollens neerer to 
S. Mathewes point; you shall not faile to ſaile upon it. 
For to faile to the'northwardes of the foreſaid rock , you 

mult runne from S. Mathewes point along(t by the North

A little 
within the eaſt point of Croidan , or Clac{downes , lieth a 
rane of rockes, about the middeſt of the channell in the 
mouth of Breſtwater , which at low water ly above water, 
and at high water are under water , called the Baginne , you 
may runne along(t on both ſides of it, but to the northwards 
of it, is beſt ; when the ſouth point of Breſtwater commeth 
over the point of Croidan, then are you thwart of the fore- 
{aid Bagyn , which lieth about two cables lengths trom che 
north shoare , runne alongſt to the northwards of it : when 
then Breſt commeth without the point , faile then ſo right

For to run into ſea from S.Nazare , alongft to the ſouth- 
wards of the rock with the hole, you muſt runne fit alongſt 
by the north shoare , as is betoreſaid , untill that you come 
without the ſecond point of the River , edge then off from 
the north land to the middeſt of the river ; and faile a good 
waies about to the ſouthwards of Pierre-perce, when as you 
can ſee the rock (which lieth ro the northwardes of Pierre- 
perce) without the point , there it is deepe foure tathome 
and a balte, and when as Pierre-perce is northnorthweſt , & 
north and by weſt from you , then you come thwart of the 
rock, and there you finde deeper water, to wit, five, {1x and 
at laſt ſeven fathome , but when you come in the fareway of 
Pickeliers, then you get ten or twelve fathome water.

then are you right upon the Laverdyne ,- therefore when 
Rochell commetrh a $hippes length to the ſouthwardes of 
the Boſſe ( when you come in at the Killiates ) then are you 
paſt the Laverdyne , and you may boldly goe on fouthealt, 
and ſoutheaſt and by ſouth towardes Burnt-lland. 

Porthus is a broad and wide channell, lying in through Porchws,

Before Bloye it 1s againe thrce or toure tathome deepe, 
runne then alonglt by the northland in three, toure, and five 
fathome. When you come betore the River which lieth up 
to the eaſtwardes called Dordoigne , then faile firſt right 
with the middeſt of the ſecond land , and leave it on the 
ſtarboard fide, and goe indifterent neere alongſt by it , un- 
till that you be over againſt or paſt the gallowes,which ſtan- 
deth upon the eaſt point of the river: and then again alongſt 
by the northland unto the toure little houſes. From thence 
you muſt edge over to the high tower of Dublot or Pigeon- 
houſe, comming thwart of it, you muſt preſently edge over 
again to the caſt fide , tothe bight neer Lermondt ; in that 


foreſaid banckes, and at low water you $hall not finde lefſe 
then two fathome water , but at high water you $hall have 
five, and a halfe, and fixe fathome water, goe in ſo upon the 
markes, untill you come within the Ilands, and to the end 
of the showld ſand on the larboard fide.

From the Barre of Bayone to S.Iohn de Luz , the courſe 
is ſouth 8 by weſt foure leagues, there is a faire Bay, where 
men may ride in five, fixe, leven , oreight fathome, accor- 
ding as they will ly farre in, cleane ſandy ground, at the end 
of the Bay is alittle tyde-haven,where upon lieth rhe towne 
on the weſt ſide. At high water, and with on ordinary tyde, 
there commeth nine foot, but with a ſpring twelve foot wa- 
ter , at low water it falleth altogether dry , ſo that men may 

oe over there with dry feete. A little within the weſt point 
of the Bay is alſo a little Dock , where there is a foot water 
more then in the foreſaid tyde-haven, bur it falleth alſo dry 
at low water. 

This Bay is very good to know by theſe marks that here- 
after are written ; It lieth right in the Bight , to the caſt- 
wards of it lieth the land north and by ealt rowards Bayone, 
and to the weſtwardes of it the land falleth away ſouthweſt 
and by weſt , and ſouthweſt towards Fonteravia. Vpon the 
eaſt point of the Bay ſtandeth a white Fire-tower , which 
men may ſec farre off, eſpecially when the Sonne $hineth 
upon it , then it shineth very white more then the other 
land. Vpon the weſt point ſtandeth a flat white houſe a little 
wayes upon the high land , and to the weſtwards of the Bay 
it is upon the ſea fide gray and blewish land.

In the havens mouth being narrow, betwixt 
the two foreſaid little Caſtles, licth a rock, which at low wa- 
ter is fixe fathome deepe , and when it is a ſtorme out of the 
ſea, it breaketh alwayes upon it , and licth neercſt the caſt- 
land , by the weſtland it is decpe ten fathome. Now for to 
avoid the forcſaid rock in comming in , there commeth an 
Abbey to the eaſtwards ot the weſtermoſt Hand, and a little 
tower. If you keepe them one in the other, then you runne 
in to the eaſtwards of it. 

For to ancker without S. Scbaſtians in the road, you muſt 
keepe the high hill which lieth upon the point of C.Figuer, 
without the toreſaid caſtermolt caſtle , there you may anc- 
ker , but if the ſame come to be hidden bchind the caſtle or 
Iland , then you may not ancker in the road of Saint Scba- 
ſtians. When you are come through the narrow within the 
rock and the caſtles , then you may ancker at the caſt fide 
under the great caſtle , there is the beſt road. Within the 
foreſaid caltle goeth up a little water , men may goc at low 
water a foot from the caſter caſtle alongit a high ſtrand up- 
on the maine land , unto the towne , which lieth behind the 
forcſaid high hill with the Caſtle, yet rhe ſtrand at high wa- 
ter is covered ; it is a bay , and within before the towne it is 
dcepe five , fixe, and ſeven tathome ; at the weſt fide under 
the little Iland , men may not ancker, becaulc it is flat and 
Showld therc. 

He that will goe forth from thence into S.Sebaſtians , let

When you are then ſomewhat without the Cape de Tra- 
falgar, and ſet your courſe ſouthſoutheaſt , and ſoutheaſt 8 
by ſouth, then you $hall fall with the land of the Barbary 
coaſt , within the Cape de Spartell , about thwart of Tan- 
ger, lying ina great bight and Sand-bay. Vpon the weſt 
point of rhis bay of Tanger , ſtandeth a Caſtle ſomewhat 
high , and yet ſomewhat higher upon the high land , ftan- 
deth alittle watch-tower : but to the eaſtwards of Tanger 
ſtandeth alſo an old ruinous watch-rower, whereby Tanger 
is very good to be knowne, From Tanger to Ape-hill , the 
coaſt lieth moſt eaſtnortheaſt, and eaſt and by north , that 
is the right courſe for to faile through the Strait. If you 
will faile into the Strait by night, then tern you neereſt to 
the Barbary coaſt , which is very cleane , and there you can 
take no hurt: but the Spanish coaſt is fowle,as is before ſaid. 
They that will faile alongſt by the Spanish coaſt, they muſt 
goe cloſe alongſt by the shoare, and runne through betwizt 
the land Tariffe and the forelaid fowle grounds , cloſe 
alongſt by the Iland, or els muſt keepe farre off from the 
Hand , for to runne alongft without the showlds ; but in the 
middeſt, neere alike unto both lands, it is beſt. 

Three leagues to the eaſtwards of the Iland Tariffe, lieth 
the point of Cabrita , being the weſt point of the great Bay 
of Gibraltar , over againſt the hill of Gibraltar : a little to 
the weſtwardes of it , is a good road for a northeaſt wind , in 
twelve , ten and eight fathome , not farre from the shoare, 
thwart of a great rock which lieth cloſe upon the water 
ſide , a little to the eaſtwardes of the fire-tower : A lit- 
tle to the weſtwardes of that fire-tower which ſtandeth 
upon the foreſaid point , is a faire ſand-ſtrand, betwixt 
the two toFers there you $hall ly ſmooth for the weſterne

| Bayof Ci- At Gibraltar isa faire Bay almoſt like a haven; If you will 

braltar. ancker in the Bay of Gibraltar, then faile ſo farre into it, 
untill that the innermoſt point of the high hill of Gibraltar, 
doe ſtand eaſt from you , thereabours it is deepe five or fixe 
fathome, and cleane ground : towards the mill it is showlder 
warer of three fathome.

When you ſaile toxvards Cales, and the mountaine of Granado commeth to ſtand ea#t from you, then it »hewe 
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When you will ſet fſaile from the road of Gibraltar with 
an eaſterly wind,it is good to beare up ſomewhat before the 
wind towards the weſt shoare , and then forth out alongſt 
by the'lee shoare , for the eaſterly winds doe fall with ſuch - 
whirling and foreflaughes , from over the high land of Gi- 
braltar , that you $hall be hardly able to get out of the Bay 
alongſt by the high land, When you come from the eaſt- 
wards, and will {aile out through the Straits, and that you 
are ſomewhat ncere to the Spanish coaſt, then you muſt 
be very carefull, for then you bring the hill of Gibraltar, 
againſt the high land of Barbary , and in regard the land to 
the northwardes of Gibraltar hill is low, it ſeemeth (to look 
to) to be nothing els, then as if there where the opening of 
the Straites. It hath heretofore happened, that ſome which 
have ſo miſtaken it, have ſailed into the bay,thinckiog it to 
be the openng of the Strait , and ſo haveloft their ships 
there. Theretore it is very needfull, that men take great 
care not to miſtake themſelves of the hill of Gibraltar , and 
if men doe take heed oft, it is good for to know. 

Eſtepona lieth five leagues to the eaſtwardes or to the £fep, 
northwardes of Gibraltar , betwixt them both ſtand divers 
fire-towers upon 'the coaſt , there is cleane ground for to 
ancker. If you will ancker to the eaſtwards of Gibraltar, by 
the next fire-tower to Gibraltar , then bring Gibraltar 
ſouthſourthweſt from you , and ancker in five and twenty fa- 
thome, there is cleane ground , and black ſand : hut it you 
will ancker by the ſecond fire-tower , there is a valley, and 
there you may fetch water , and ancker in twenty or two 
and twenty fathome, there is alſo cleane ground, and better 
lying for to ſet ſaile with caſterly winds, for thoſe that are 
bound out of the Strait. AE 

Before Eſtepona men may ancker in fourteene fathome, 
that is a place for to lade fruite and wines ; five or ſixe lea- 
gues to the eaſtwards of it lieth Marveles, betwixt them 
both ſtand five watch towers upon the coaſt, 

From Gibraltar to Marveles the courſe is northeaſt and 14» 
by north diſtant twelve leagues. It you will ancker at Mar- 

veles, then you muſt looke out for two Packhouſes which 
ſtand upon the ſtrand,and a your ſquare watch-tower cloſe 
to the eaſtwardes of the foreſaid Packhouſes: bring the | 

ate of the towne ſo, that you may ſee through bertwixt 

the Packhouſes and the watch-tower , and ancker therein 
nine or ten fathome. Right before Marveles, the ground is 
not cleane, About a shat of a Caſt-peece to the weſtwards 
of the towne, men may fetch fresh water. 

From Marveles to Fangerola it is five leagues eaſtnorth- Fay 
eaſt betwixt them - both ſtand alſo five watch-rowers. Fan- 
gerola is a caſtle, and hath a faire ſand-bay, there is good 
ancker ground in ſeven or eight fathom.a flat riſing ground, 
men may ly there landlockt for a weſtſouthweſt wind. 

From Fangerola to Cape de Moll , the weſt point of Mal- C.e 
laga, the courſe is forth eaſtnortheaſt two great leagues: 
but from the weſt point of Mallaga to the rown of Mal- 
laga , the courſe is northeaſt , and northeaſt and by eaſt 
foure leagues , it is there betwixt them both a faire 
ſtrand , where men may ancker all alongſt in ten or twelve 
fathome. | 

Mallaga is knowne by theſe markes : 'There ſtandeth a als 
Caſtle ro the eaſtwardes _ the high land , and there 
come two walles downewardes towardes the ſea to another 
caſtle which lieth by the water fide.

If you will anckerin the road before Mallaga , then anc- 
ker in ten, eleven, twelve, thirteene, or fourteene fathome, 
thwart off from the head , ſo that the head come to ly from 
you norxh and by eaſt , there is very good ground the anc- 
kers hold there well, alſo men ly there out of danger for 
the Moores. 

Velez Mallaga lieth from Mallaga eaſt and by north di- 
ſtant ſeven leagues, betwixt them both men may ancker all 
alongſt by the shoare, About a league to the weſtwardes of 
Velez Mallaga ſtandeth a little Caſtle; before it is good anc- 
kering in ten or twelve fathome. By the next tower, to 
wit, the next to the little Caſtle, there is fresh water to be 
gotten on the land. 

The towne of Velez Mallaga lieth about a league within 
the land ; but upon the ſtrand ſtanderth a great Packhouſe 
which to ſee to. is like a caſtle. 


If you will ancker at Velez Mallaga comming from the

right before Salobrenna lieth alittle Iland , he that will anc- 
ker there muſt ancker to the weſtwardes of it, there he shall 
ly landlockt for a northeaſt wind , and alſo for a weſt wind, 
then he $hall have ſuccour of the eaſt point of Almunecar. 
Men may alſo well ancker' to the eaſtwardes of that little 
land , but to the weſtwards of it is the beſt road , there ly 
alſo all the $ships , they may ancker there in fourteene and 
fifteene fathome , cleane foft ground ; in fixteene fathome 
they shall ly ſomewhat too farre out, Men may ( if need ſo 
require ) run through betwixt the foreſaid little Hand , and 
the maine land , betwixt them both there is about ſixteene 
or ſeventeen foot water, and the little land is round abour 
cleane , ſo that men may runne very cloſe about by it with- 
out feare. 

Two great leagues caſtwardes from Salobrenna in the

Or to ſaile out of the Bay of Gibraltar to Tetuan , then 

riinc over fouth and by eaft, about clofe by the point 
of Seuta, eſpecially with a weſterly wind, you showld other- 
wiſe be caried away ſo with the current, which then com- 
monly runs to the eaſtwards, that you showld fall too farre 
to the Leewards. Comming then about by the point of 
Seuta, you $hall ſee out a head a black point called Cape 
Porques , lying ſouth from the point of Seuta. When men 
ly in the Bay of Gibraltar , they may ſee the foreſaid Cape 
Porques alongſt over Seuta , which is a point very good to 
bee knowne, ſaile rowardes that point , and with a weſt wind 
luffe up ſo neere as you can. When you come about that 
point, then you hall begin to ſee Teruan, which lieth up 
againſt rhe high land , a great league within the land : runne 
then ſo farre to the ſouthwards , untill that the eaſt end of 
the towne come right over alittle round hommock which 
is upon the high land within. In the middeſt of the rowne 
ſtandeth a black tower , & in the innermoſt land of all with» 
in, ly three little hills, which doe (asit were) looke over the 
outermoſt innerland , bring the three lirtle hills over the 
foreſaid black tower , and ancker then fo farre from the 
Shoare, thart the firſt little hill of the high land to rhe ſouth-

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and leave their anckers behind them. Therefore if you 
come off from the point of Cape Porques, then be carefull 
that you bring the toreſaid firſt little hommock (which lieth 
a ſtearne of you in the bight of Seuta to the ſouthwardes of 
Seuta) alittle without the Cape Porques, and ſo keepe fai- 
ling to the ſouthwardes, and keepe heaving of the lead con- 
tinually without ceaſing, untill that you get the ſoft ground, 
ſo ſoone as you $hall feele it, let then preſently your ancker 
tall, tor the place where the ſotr ground is, is not two cables 
Icngths in compaſle great. 

Teruan lieth from Seuta about fix leagues, and three or 
foure leagues to the ſouthwardes of it lieth a point called 
Cape Tetuan , whereupon ſtandeth a tower. He that hath 
never been at Tetyan , might cafily be miſtaken by thar 
point taking it to be Cape de Porques, the ſooner becauſe 
that ſome ſay that Tetuan lieth ar leaſt nine leagues to the 
ſouthwards of Seuta. It hath happened that ships have ſai- 
led unto this point, and have ſo runne paſt Tetuan , there- 
fore it is beſt that men goe not to farre from the shoare 
either by night or by day for to get the Cape Porques cer- 
tainly in fight. 

The Bay of Tetuan betwixt the Cape Porques, and Cape 
Tetuan , is a ſand-bay altogether of ſand {trand with low 
hommocks here and there upon the ſea fide, which a farre 
off ſeeme as if they were $hippes , but the ground there- 
abouts is alrogether fowle , except ſuch a place as before is 
ſaid.

Arzila is a little walled towne lying upon the water fide, 
and hath alittle bard haven , which men doe faile into at 
two places, through a row of rocks, which lieth before it;

are not fit but for ſmall ships. Being come within the rocks, 
men doe ancker betwixt the towne and the rocks. 
From Arzila to Alarache the coaſt lieth alſo ſouth and 
by weſt cight leagues, it is altogether a cleane coaſt with 
ſome rocks on the shoare , the land betwixt them both is 
ſomewhat higher then betwixt Arzila and the Cape , with 
high land within. About an English mile to the ſouthwards 
of Arzila Rtandeth a tower ; and ſomewhat further to the 
ſouthwardes, upon the high land , ſtand ſome little houſes, 
but men cannot well ſee them , except they ſaile very cloſe 
alongſt by the coaſt. Betwixt Arzila and Alarache but tzom- 
what neerer Alarache then Arzila , lieth on the fea fide , a 
high white cliffe which is very good to be knowne, betwixt 
that cliffe and Alarache ſtandeth upon the high land a very 
high tree , with ſome other trees by it , when men come 
from the northwardes alongſt by the shoate, that great tree 
ſeemeth to be a Tower , yet ſomewhat to the ſouthwardes 
ſtandeth an other great tree , but not ſo great as the other : 
when men begin to come neere to Alarache , or els by tlie 
ſouthermoſt great tree, then the foreſaid greateſt tree doth 
hide it ſelfe behind the land. Theſe are all very good marks 
for to know this coaſt by, betwixt theſe two places. 
Alarache lieth with a great Caſtle upon the ſouth point 
of ariver, which is very showld and crooked , the north

This Old Mamora was wont alfo to be a haven , but is now 
altogether caſt to of the ſea. 


From Old Mamora to Mamora the cvaſt lieth alongſt Aanoih, 


ſouth and by welt , and ſouthſouthweſt ſeven leagues. Be- 
fore Mamora is a high broad {and-ſtrand , and is not good 
to know , when you are ſomewhat off the land. The beſt 
knowledge thereof is this. When you come from the north- 
wards alongſt the shoare, you have all high land within, that 
you shall leeſe when you come before Mamora; and when 
you come from the northwards, you cannot ſee the river of 
Mamora open before you bee palt it , by reaſon thatir lieth 
in to the eaſtwardes, and the north point is low. When you 
come "ws. cloſe by the shoare, you shall ſce upon the 
high land in the Caſtle of Mamora {( which the Spaniard 
have built there for their defence of rhe place ) a very high 
maſt or ſtake , which you may lee indifferent far off, and 
when it is cleare weather you may ſee alſo the high thick 
tower of Sallee to the ſouthwardes ſtand againſt the land, 
Before the River lieth a Barre which with a Spring hath 
ſixteene and ſeventecne foot, and ſometimes more water; 
the Barre is oftentimes altered by the ſea. In the Spring it 
lieth in commonly eaftfoutheaſt , and thereabouts. In the 
later part of the yeare it licth in more eaſterly by the ca- 
ſting up of the ſea our of the north. In the Summer the 
windes blow alongſt the coaſt, the moſt part of the time 
out of the north , which cauſerh that the current runnerh 
therc to the ſouthwards, and in the Winter they blow much 
and ſtrong out of the ſourhwelt, and weſtfouthweſt. In the 
Winter men muſt bee very carefull ro get off by times, 
when the wind beginneth to come to the ſouth , or ſouth- 
eaſt, then it is time to get off, for then commonly it $hitreth 
to the ſouthweſt, and weſtſouthweſt with fowle weather, 
but when it commeth abour againe to the weſtnorthwelt, 
or northweſt, then it is like to be good weather againe.

Being come to ancker there men 
muſt shoot a shot ro cauſe the Moores to come off. From 
Salley to the Iand Fedalle the shoare lieth alongft ſourh- 
weſt and by ſouth about nine or tenne leagues , betwixt 
them both ly here and there in the {andy {trand, long black 
rocks ( as before is ſaid ) ſo that oftentimes men might take 
it to be Fedalle. The beſt marks for to know Fedalle by is 
a wood of trees about aleague to the northwardes of Fe- 
dalle , which ſtandeth below upon the land , & $sheweth like 
a barne. When you come failing alongft cloſe by the land, 
you $hall ſee it above upon the land, but when you are ſom- 
whart off from the land , then you $hall ſee the land within, 
above the wood of trees, or Barne ( as men doe commonly 
name it for the likenifſe of it ) alſo there lieth alittle round 
hommock about foure leagues to the northwardes of Fe- 
dalle, which you $hall ſee above the reft of the land , when 
you are ſomewhat off from the land : but when you come 
cloſe by the land, .it hideth it ſelfe alſo behind rhe'double 
land. The coaſt.betwixr Salley and Fedalle , is very plaine 
and {mooth doubleland , fo that there is not another ſuch 
hommock more betwixt them both , as that foreſaid hom- 
mock , and in regard the coaſt thereabouts is altogether ſo 
plaine , without any places good to be knowne , therefore 
men muſt take the more ſpeciall heed unto ſuch ſmall mar- 
kes, for not to ſaile paſt the place where they are bound 
unto. | Ca iy 0 

Betwixt the foreſaid Barne or wood-of trees and Fedalle 
ſtandeth alſo a ruinous little Towne fallen down, in a rough 
wood called Monſor, when you faile alongſt cloſe by it, you 
Shall ſee yet ſome peeces of walles of it. 

To the ſouthwards of Fedalle the land is againe higher, 
and where the high and low commerh together , it doth 
make a clitt , thereby the land of Fedalle is good to be 
knowne ; when that clift is ſourhſoutheaſt from you; then is 
Fedalle thwart of it 'alfo ſouthſourtheaſt from yon.” If you 
will goe into Fedalle, then runne right with the foreſaid 
Barne, or wood of trees; untill you come within a league,or 
ſomewhat neerer to the land , and then alongſt by it, and ſo 
you $hall not mifſe the Hand Fedalle , but runne in berwixt 
it and the maine land, when that you come by the north 
point of Fedalle , then ancker berwixt the ſtrand and the 
toreſaid north point, but much neerer the land Fedalle

then the ſtrand in fix , ſeven or eight fathome , ſo that you 
cometo ly with your $ship fo farre in, that the foreſaid point 
of the Vland doe ly northnorthweſt from you , then licth the 
toreſaid Barne caſtnortheaſt from you, and Monſor a hand- 
{pikes length to the northwards of the Barne or wood of 
trees; you may alſo ancker in twelve farhome , ſo that the 
point of Fedalle ly weſt and by ſouth from you. 

This bight within the land Fedalle, is a very bad place to 
ly in, for although you ly there ſo, that the point of the 
Vand ly northnorthweſt , and north and by weſt trom you, 
and with a cable on the Iland , neverthelefſe the growne ſea 
commeth ſo hard rowling in about the point of the Iland 
(when rhe wind is weſterly ) that you might rather defire to 
ly in the open ſea , then within the Iland. From the north 
point of Fedalle shooterh off a ledge or riffe of rocks a mus- 
ker $hot into ſea, the moſt of them ly high above water ; 
within the land it 1s very flat towards the ſtrand, the Bay on 
the land is a faire ſandy ſtrand , there men may get ballaſt 
from the $hoare , but they muſt be very carctull to ſtand 
upon their guard, for there are dangerous people. 

Betore Fedalle, to wit , to the northwardes of it, thwart 
of the wood of trees , & all along(t ro Salley, it is all chowld 


watcr aleague or two from the land, all alongſt that diſtance Depths and 


oft, it is nor deeper then three and twenty,foure and twenty gronnas 
about Fee 


and five and twenty tathome cleane ſand-ground, thwart off 
into fea from Fedalle it is alſo of the ſame depth , but fowle 
ground. 

Hee that will trade at Fedalle muſt ancker ſomewhat far 
in, tor they have there no Boats, men muſt fetch the Moov- 
res aboard with the Boat. 

Vpon the north poiat. of Fedalle licth a high hommock, 
which sheweth a far off when men come in, as if it were a 
Caſtle fallen downe , but itis nothing elſe then rockes. Ar 
the ſouth end of Fedalle men may goe over on fgor at low 
water to the maine land , but ar high water the ſea floweth 
through at two places. It flowerh there {even and eight 
foot up and downe. 

Three leagues ſouthweſt and by ſouth , and ſouthweſt 
from Fedalle licth an old ruinous towne fallen downe cloſe 


upon the ſtrand called Anafee or Anfee, it is along towne 2rafee. 


with many towers , amonglt the reſt one high thick rower 
almoſt like the tower of Salley , but men muſt bee indiffe- 
rent-cloſe by it before they can ſee it. When you are thwart 
of Anatee , you may yer ſce the wood of trees to the north- 
wardes of Fedalle , which ſtandeth then to ſee to trom farre 
asa zaile in the water. Two leagues to the ſouthwardes, 
(or rather to the weſtwardes) of Anfee, or Anatce, is a ſteep 
point with red cliftes, which ſceme a farre off as if they 
were houſes, ſuch ſportes men $hall finde at divers places on 
the coaſt. 


From Anafee to Azamor the coaſt lieth ſouthweſt and 4zamor. 


by weft weſterly eighteen leagues , betwixt them borh lieth 
another fallen place called Lyones. Azamor hath a point 
fyitg out on the eaſt fide, when you come ſailing alongſt 
the shoare from the northwards, Azamor lieth then about 
ot behind that point upon the ſtrand , but ſtandeth high. A 
lirtle paſt Azamor lieth a river , and rhereabours are ſome 
towers in the low land. 

Three little teagues to the weſtwardes of Azamor lieth 


the towne of Maſagam , on a white ſtrand cloſe by the ſea ifaram, 


fide, this towne is inhabited by the Portugalls, or Spaniards, 
it hath no towers, and sheweth to lee too, off at ſea, in white 
{pots againſt the land. When you are thwart off from it, 


you $hall ſee to the ſouthwardes the high tower of Tyto 75. 


(which is a towne fallen downe about two leagues to the 
weſtwards of Maſagam) almoſt like the tower of Anatee. A 
little to the weſtwards of Maſagam , at the weſt point of the 
Bay, shooteth off a ledge or riffe of rockes , almoſt a league 
off into ſea , whereof the rockes at high water , ly moſt un- 
der water , and at low water are uncovered. He that will 
ancker there , and is not well acquainted , muſt take in a Pi- 


lot, which may bring him to a place where is good ancker 


ground , foralthough that it be a great Bay , yer neverthe-

Abour a league to the weſtwards of Tito, lieth a ſteepe 
point, when you come from the eaſtwardes alongſt by the 
Shoare , you shall ſee no more land without the point, untill 
that you come neere it ; when you begin to get it upon your 
broad fide, then- there commeth out to the weſtwardes a 
great ſquare cliffe , which is very good to be knowne, and is 
whitish with reddish ſpots, and ſeemeth a farre off as if it 
were a wall. This point is called after that white point, 
Cape Blanco. About three leagues to the weſtwards of this 
Cape Blanco , lieth a little rower upon the high land , neere 
by a valley called Caſa Cavalgera, and two leagues more to 
the weſtwards, lieth upon the high land another little houſe 
called Emindra', but you mult be cloſe by the land before 
that you can ſee it. From the foreſaid Cape Blanco to the 
Cape Cantin , the coaſt lieth weſtſouthwelt , and ſouthweſt 
and by welt about nine leagues.

HeCape Cantin is an evenplain point, 
when you are to the northwards of it, it 
Sheweth flat towards the weſt, & goin 

off towards the ſea: there ftandeth. a 
hire-tower upon it, but very ſmall , that 
y ſometimes you can hardly ſee it. If you 
XE@z1 come from the northwardes , or from 
Cape Vincent, and are bound to Saffia, then ſet your courſe 
{outh and ſouth and by caſt, and then you $hall tall with the 
land foure or five leagues to the eaſtwards of Cape Cantin, 
or if you ſaile a more weſterly courſe , you $hall runne till 
you come ih the height of two and thirty degrees and a 
halte, and then the Cape Cantin $hail ly due caſt from you, 
it 1s better to fall alittle to the eaſtwards of the Cape, then 
to the weſtwards of it, becauſe the windcs blow there moſt 
commonly northerly. If you fall to the eaſtwardes of the 
Cape, the coalt lieth there ſouthweſt and by weſt, and weſt- 
louraweſt, and ir iseven plain land. About ten leagues to 
the caſtwardes of the Cape, lieth that httle rowne Tyto, 
with a high white tower upon the ſea ſide , and five or fixe 
leagues more to the weſtwards (betwixt Caſa Cayalgero & 
Cape Cantin ) you $hall ſee a little bight or bay , rhere- 
abouts ly vpon the ſtrand by the water fide.,, great black 
rocks , which $hew as if they were wrackes of ships , & then 
torth alongſt to the Cape.it js a faire flat ſandy ftrand, From 


the Cape shooteth off a ledge of rockes ſomewhat off into 
{ea, which men muſt avoid when they ſaile about the Cape. 

From Cape Cantin to the north point of Saffia, the coaſt 
lieth ſouth , or ſomewhat more weſterly five or ſixe leagues, 
betwixt them both it is a ſteepe rocky. land without {andy 
{trand , but above upon it plaine and even. A league to the 
ſouthwards of the Cape lieth a riffe or showld by the shoare, 
by ſome called the Gold-bancke, and lieth about a league 
off from the land : at ſometimes of the yeare there is much 
fish to be taken. . 

About a league by north of the-north point of Safhaly 
three little Wands hard under the wall, a little ſouthwards 
there ſtandeth alittle towre betwixt the rocks and the land, 
bring that towre and the northermoſt of the three lands, 


over on , then men may ſaile through betwixt the riff Gold- 
bancke and the faſt land. 


To the fouthwardes of the bay of Safha is high uneven, Saffia. 


and moſt all double land;, but to the northwardes of it , it is 
even and plaine , thereby men may eaſily perceive or dil- 
cerne, wether they be to the northwards of Saffia, or to ths

If you will ancker in the Bay or Road before Saffia, then For to anc

thick rower below come right over the haven , betwixt the 
point where the Caſtle ſtanderh upon the water fide, and 
the rocks where men goe in betwixr. Or els ancker that the 
high Caſtle of Safha ſtand eaſt and by ſouth, and eaſtſouth- 
ealt from you, there it is fixteene, ſeventeene and eighteene 
fathome deepe, good finc ſandy ground. You may allo anc- 
ker ſo farre within in the Bay in fifteer. or ſixteen fathome, 
that the north point come to be northweſt and northweſt & 
by north from you. Thele are the Summer roades ; In the 
Winter men muſt ancker further from the land in eight and 
twenty or thirty fathome, there the ground is courſe ſand. 
Men may boldy runne in before Saffia into the road by 
night , there is nothing that they need to feare , which may 
doe them hurt, but the land. 

About two leagues from Safha , lieth the ſouth point of 
the Bay, which is a low point that lieth out, and two leagues 
to the ſouthwards of it lieth another ſteepe rocky point, 
without ſandy ſtrand. By it goeth inthe River Tanſit up 
into the land unto Marrocos. 

From the point of Saffia to the Iland Mogodor the coaſt 
lieth ſourhſouthweſt ninetcene or twenty leagues. 

Againſt the northeaſt end of the Iland Mogodor , there 
chooteth off from the maine land , a great row of rockes, 
being hard $harpe rockes, whereof the outermoſt , or thoſe 
that ly next to the Iland Mogodor , ly high above water : 
He that commeth from the northwards, and will faile in be- 
hind the Iland Mogodor , muſt runne in betwixt the Iland 
and the foreſaid rockes, cloſe in alongft by the rockes. Ir is 
there in comming in betwixt the Iland and the rocks five 
farhome deepe. Within the foreſaid rockes ly alſo ſome 
other rockes on the larboard fide, which at high water are 
under water , and at low water are uncovered. When you 
come to the end of them , you may luffe up about by them 
towards the maine land , and ancker there within them in 
three fathome at low water, there is good ſandground. Bur 
yet neverthelefſe it is not there very good lying, for by rea- 
{on of the breaking of rhe ſea upon the foreſaid rocks, there 
goeth ſometimes a great ſea, ſo that it is not good lying 
there with a ſtorm, bur further in, under the Iland it is good 
lying in two fathome and a halfe. From the ſouth end of 
the Iland lieth off a little riffe towards the maine land al- 
moſt to the foot ſtrand, and to the ſouthwards of that fore- 
ſaid little riffe, lieth a banck off from the maine land, almoſt 
a league off into ſea. If you will faile our at the ſouth end, 
then runne alonglt by the shoare of the maine land , untill 
that you be about the forefaid riffe , and runne out then 
upon your leaf alongt by the banck , and then you shall 
preſently get deeper water, of foure, fixe, eight, and ten fa- 
thome , and then you may faile there , where you deſire 
to be. 

From the point of Saffia to Cape de Geer, the courſe is 
ſouthſouthweſt about three and forty leagues , but from 
Mogodor the ſame courſe about two and twenty or three 
and twenty leagues. It is there betwixt them both a faire 
flat ſand-ſtrand , with double land , which at ſome places is 
very high. 

Cape -de —Abour eight leagues to the northwards of Cape de Geer 
Tafſalana. lieth a point called Cape de Taffalana , under which men 
may ride in good ſand-ground for eaſt and northeaſt winds. 
The Cape de Geer is lower then the land to the northwards 
of it , and falleth to the ſouthwardes flat off into ſea , which

Shall ſee no more land to the ſouthwards of it. Whenyou © 27s 
come to the point you mult give the riffe a birth that lieth 

off from it , and runne about by it , and then forth ſoutheaſt 

and by eaſt, and ſoutheaſt ſeyen or eight leagues to S. Cruz, 

and then you $hall ſee the Moores Caſtle ſtand on the high 

land : thwart of itlieth a row of rockes , about a Calliver 

Shot in length, els it is all a cleane and cleare coaſt. For to 

ancker there in the Bay, runne ſo farre into the Bay , that 

the toreſaid Moores caſtle ſtand north from you , and the 
Chriſtians packhouſes northeaſt , there it shall be deepe (to 

the ſouthwardes of the foreſaid row of rocks) ſeven & eight 
fathome , the north point or Cape de Geer , shall then be Roadbefore 
trom you northweſt and by weſt , there is the beſt road. In 5.Crz. 
the Summer time you may ancker zeerer to the shoare, 

untill you come. in fixe and ſeyen fathome. When you ſaile 

trom Cape de Geer towards the Playe or the road,you muſt 

bee caretull to keepe cloſe aboard of the land of the Cape, 

and runne alongſt by it , untill you come before the Caſtle. 

If you runne farre off from the shoare , you shall with nor- 

therly windes ( which blow there much ) be conſtrained to 

come in northeaſt and northnortheaſt againe for to recover 

the shoare , therefore it is beſt to keepe cloſe aboard the 

high land. Hee that $howld come into the road here by 

night , muſt not (upon a certain great forfeiture) come nec- 

rer the shoare then in twelve or thirteene fathome., 

In this road men muſt be very carefull and ready with 
their anckers , the ſmalleſt bower muſt be alwayes laid out 
for the wind, which bloweth off the land, and the other anc- 
kers to ſeawards. The $hoot ancker muſt alſo bee alwayes 
ready againſt a ſtorme (which men may very well perceive 
before by the ſwelling or riſing of the fea ) to bring it out in 
the ſouthweſt. Alſo iris needfull to keepe the foreſaile to 
the yard, for to helpe themſelves with it the beſt that they 
can , if it <howld happen that they showld be forced from 
their anckers. 

In this Bay is much fish to be taken , when men ly there 
in the road, they take their turnes to goe out to fish.

Of the Canaries llands. 


He chiefeſt Ilands of the Canaries are 
ſeven in number, Lancerota, Forteven- 
tura, or Porteventura , Great Canaries, 
Teneriffe, Gomera , Palma, and Ferro, 
Thelland Lancerotalieth from Cape 
S. Vincent ſouthſouthweſt diſtant about 
SA 165 leagues. It hath one haven upon 
the northeaſt end , betwixt the two Ilands Alagranca and 
Gratioſa , where men may come in from the northwardes, 
and ly landlockt for all windes, it is deepe there ten, fifteen, 
and twenty fathome , and they may faile out againe to the 
ſouthwardes alongſt by Lancerota. 
Art the eaſt fide of Lancerota is a good road before the 


Towne of Lancerota, there lieth a banck to the northwards 


of it, which men muſt avoid , and runne about to the ſouth- 
wards of it, there they may ancker in ten, eleven and twelve 


fathome. « 


On the ſame ſoutheaſt fide ly alſo two bard havens , a 
great shot of a caſt peece, one from the other, the norther- 
moſt is called Porto de Naos, and the ſouthermoſt Porto de 
Cavallos , which wee have demonftrated in a large volume 
in the northweſt corner of this Card;and shewed the depths 
with numbers of feet at high water and ſpring tyde. 

Porto de Naos, the deepeſt of theſe bard havens goeth in 
northweſt and by north betwixt two ledges of rockes, there 
ſtand two beacons of heapes of ſtones in manner as the war- 
dersin Norway , which you muſt bring and keep one in the 
other, and faile ſo right in through betwixt the rwo foreſaid 
ledges of rockes. The showldeſt of the Barre betwixt the 
two ledges of rockes , is but a short ſpace, a great shippes 
length long, and is deep at high water ſeventeen foot , and 
at low water ſeven foot , ſo ſoone as you hall be over , it 
will be preſently twenty, foure and twenty, fixe and twenty, 
and eight and twenty foot deepe , then you muſt edge up 
north, and then preſently northeaſt, and ancker behind the 
rocks, which ly to the northwards of the Barre, in the chan- 
| Weſt. Water. vj. Booke, 


nell the ground is rocky, hard,and uneven. If as 

come to {trike there, she showld preſently be broken. x ww 
ledge is ſo without, asit is within , very ſteep, ſo that you 
may come very cloſe unto it, where the anckers ſtand mar- 
ked, it is alrogether cleane ſandy-ground, thirty , foure and 
thirty , and five and thirty toor deep at high water. With a 
ſea wind there can goe here a great ſea, but that happenerh 
ſeldom , for the windes do blow moſt out of the north and 
northeaſt, and therefore it is almoſt alwayes there ſmooth 
water. This havenis very narrow betwixt the rockes,which 
ly to ſeawards ot you and the $shoare , it is bur a little more 
then a great Cables length broad , and from the Havens 
mouth to the maine land about a Cables length and a halte. 
The havens mouth alto is nor broad , but at high water the 
rockes doe flow a good wayes on both fides under water, 
which at low water againe arc uncovered. 

Betwixt Porto de —= and Porto de Cavallos ly two lit- 
tle Ilands, the northermolt is the greateſt, at high water 
men may goe through with boates within the lands, into 
Porto de Carallos , but not with shippes , for at low water it 
falleth dry there within. Vpon the ſouthermoſt little Hand 
itandeth an ofd Caſtle fallen downe , which heretofore hath 
been ſpoyled by Englichmen. From the ſouth fide of that 
little Iland shooteth off a riffe, and to the ſouthwards or the 
weſtwards of it lieth in the Barre , which is very narrow, not 
above ten fathome broad ; upon the maine land ſtand al{9 
two little beakons, as at Porto de Naos, which you muſt 
bring one in the other , and faile ſo right in. At high water 
and Spring tyde there is no more then twelve foot water, or 
a halfe foot more, the ground in the havens mouth is alſo 
hard , and nothingels then rocks, where you mult goe in 
over, but within it is clean ſandground , where you may ly a 
ground without any danger, with a ship that drawerh ten or 
eleven foot water.

Men goe from thence betwixt the mountains to the 
rowne, which lieth three leagues from thence, He that will 
come here muſt provide himlelfe with fresh water, for there 
is very ſeldom tresh water to be gotten. Vpon this Iland 
there groweth neither fruite nor wine. In ſome good yeares 
it giveth out Wheat, Barley, and Orhilly, the inhabirans are 
Moores under the command of the King of Spaine. 
Betwixr Lancerota and Forreventura-:lieth alittle Iland 
called lle de Lobos , which is on the outer fide , to wit , on 
the northweſt fide , very fowle. Men may ancker on both 
ſides of thatIland in fifreenc or twenty fathome , alſo in fixe 
tathome, a shot of a caſt peece ſouthweſt and by weſt from 
the weſt point of the Iand , there men may ly landlockt for 


all windes , except for a north, northweſt and ſoutheaſt 


wind. The coaſt of Forteventura is at the northeaſt end 
very fowle , with many riffes that ly out , whereupon the ſea 
dota breake exceedingly. 

The land of Great Canaries licth from Forteventura 
welt nineteene or twenty leagues diſtant, The road there 
lieth , at the eaſt fide of the Iland , behind the northeaſt 
point, thwart of a Caſtle that ftandeth upon a Chindle. The 
foreſaid northeaſt point , isa very high point , with a long 
ſmall & low ſand-ſtrand faſt ro the other land , ſo that when 
it is five or ſixe leagues northweſt or ſoutheaſt from you , it 
ſeemeth to bee an Iland aſunder off from the other land. If 
you deſire to goe in there into the road, then ſaile about by 
that northeaſt point , alongſt by the Iſolettes , leaving them 
on the ſtarboard fide of you , untill that the Caſtle doe ly 
neerc about northweſt and by north from you,ancker there 
in eight, nine , ten, or twelve fathome, therflieth the north 
point northeaft and by north , and the ſouth point ſouth- 
ſoutheaſt from you.
